To regulate the private collection and transportation of 
garbage, providing for the registration and licensing of 
private collectors thereof, and fixing the fee therefor; 
authorizing the Department of Public Works, Bureau 
of Highwavs and Street Cleaning, to make and promul- 
gate rules and regulations governing the private col- 
lection and transportation of garbage; forbidding and 
declaring it to be a public nuisance to collect garbage 
by any person, firm or corporation not so registered 
and licensed, or in violation of the laws, ordinances 
and rules and regulations to be so established, provid- 
ing for the abatement of such nuisances, and fixing 
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penalties; and repealing the ordinance of August 19, 
1937, and all ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith or supplied hereby. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That it is hereby forbidden and declared to be a 
public nuisance for any person, firm or corporation, other 
than the City of Philadelphia or its authorized agencies, 
to collect or transport garbage over the highways in the 
City of Philadelphia unless registered and licensed by the 
Department of Public Works, Bureau of Highways and 


Street Cleaning, as hereinafter provided. 


Srcr. 2. The Bureau of Highways and Street Clean- 
ing is hereby authorized to issue a license to and to register 
any person, firm or corporation making application there- 
for, to collect garbage in areas or routes designated by 
the bureau and transport garbage over the highways of 
the City of Philadelphia, but only in such manner and 
with such carts, vehicles and other devices as shall comply 
with the laws and ordinances now or hereafter in force, 
and with the rules and regulations relating thereto, which 
the said bureau is hereby authorized to make and 
promulgate. The annual fee to be paid upon the regis- 
tration and licensing of such private collectors of garbage 
shall vary with the average of the weekly hog prices 
(Chicago, Illinois), dollars per one hundred pounds, all 
purchases, for the year ending the 30th day of November 
of the preceding year, as appears in the United States 
Department of Agriculture “Agricultural Market Ser- 
vice,” as follows: 

Average price less than eight (8) dollars per one hun- 
dred pounds—annual fee ten (10) dollars, 

Average price eight (8) dollars or more but less than 
ten (10) dollars per one hundred pounds—annual 
fee fifty (50) dollars, 

Average price ten (10) dollars and over per one hun- 
dred pounds—annual fee one hundred (100) 
dollars, 

for each area or route; the fee to be paid upon registration 
and licensing for any part of the calendar year between 
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Julv 1 and December 81 shall be one-half the annual 
fee for that year for each area or route. Registration 
and licenses hereunder shall be renewable annually for 
each calendar year. It shall be the duty of the said 
bureau to supervise and control the collection and trans- 
portation of garbage in so far as may be necessary to assure 
that the same shall be done as required by law and ordi- 
nance, in accordance with the rules and regulations to be 
so established, in a cleanly and sanitary manner and with 
as little annoyance to the public as is practically possible, 
and in order to properly and adequately exercise such 
supervision and control the said bureau may divide the 
City into routes or areas of contiguous territory and limit 
the collection of garbage by any licensee to one or more of 
such routes or areas. 


Sect. 8. The Bureau of Highways and Street Clean- 
ing may revoke the license and cancel the registration of 
any registered private collector of garbage for persistent 
violation of any of the relevant laws, ordinances, rules and 
regulations or for failure to provide adequate, proper and 
healthful facilities in the collection and transportation of 
garbage, upon due notice to the holder of the license and 
and an opportunity to be heard, and subject to an appeal to 
the Director of Public Works, whose decision shall be final. 


Sect. 4. For any violations of the provisions of Sec- 
tion 1 of this ordinance, the offender shall be liable to a 
penalty of ten (10) dollars for the first offense and of 
twenty-five (25) dollars for each subsequent offense, to be 
collected as penalties of like amount are now by law recoy- 
erable. The Bureau of Highways and Street Cleaning 
is authorized to seize and impound the vehicle or other 
appliances used in such collection or transportation until 
said penalty shall be paid. 


Sect. 5. If any provision or part of this ordinance 
shall be invalid, illegal, or unconstitutional, the other pro- 
visions or parts thereof shall remain unimpaired, it being 
the legislative intent, which is hereby indicated, that this 
ordinance would have been enacted if such invalid, illegal 
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or unconstitutional part or provision thereof had not been 
incerporated therein. 


Sect. 6. The ordinance approved August 19, 19387, 
entitled “An Ordinance to regulate the private collection 
and transportation of garbage, providing for the registra- 
tion and licensing of private collectors thereof, and fixing 
the fee therefor; authorizing the Department of Public

To amend an ordinance known as the ‘Philadelphia Zon-

north corner of Krewstown and Welsh roads. 

Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 


ordains, That the zoning ordinance approved August 10, 
1933, known as the ‘‘Philadelphia Zoning Ordinance and 
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Zoning Maps,” is hereby amended by changing the desig- 
nation on the zoning maps of the* following described 
portion of the City of Philadelphia from Class “A” Resi- 
dential to a designation of Class ““B” Residential (a pub- 
lic hearing which was duly advertised as required by 
Section 4 of the Act of May 6, 1929, having been held by 
the Board of Adjustment on Tuesday, January 28, 1941):

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AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the general welfare and public safety by 
regulating the parking of, or sale of automobiles and 
automotive equipment in the City of Philadelphia, in 
open air parking spaces or in garages, and establishing 
limitations, regulations and obligations upon the owner, 
operator or maintainer of facilities for the parking or 
sale of such vehicles, providing penalties, and for the 
issuance and cancellation of licenses by the Director of 
Public Safety. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That it shall be unlawful for the owner, operator 
or maintainer of all open air parking spaces or garages, 
including those operated for hire or for the sale of motor 
vehicles in the City of Philadelphia to carry on such busi- 
ness, except in conformity with the provisions of this 
ordinance. 


Sect. 2. All open air parking spaces shall maintain a 
permanent, substantial barrier, constructed of metal 
or masonry, either as a wall, not less than two feet 
above ground or palings or posts placed not more than 
five feet apart, and not less than thirty inches above 
ground, on or adjacent to lines abutting on any public 
highway, with openings therein conforming to lawfully 
authorized driveways, permitted by the Bureau of High- 
ways and Street Cleaning of the Department of Publ 
Works: Provided, however, That no such barriers shall 
be required to be erected or maintained on any open air 
parking space containing less than two thousand five hun- 
dred square feet in area, or having a building line less 
than thirty feet in width abutting on any public highways, 
with a driveway or opening therein. 


Srot. 3. It shall be unlawful for the owner, operator 
or maintainer of any such parking space to use or permit 
to use any part of the footway or cartway of any public 
highway for the storage or parking of motor vehicles. 


Secr. 4. It shall be unlawful for the owner, operator 
or maintainer of an open air parking space or a garage to 
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transfer the location of a parked car from one open air 
parking space or garage to another open air parking space 
or garage,during the period of parking without the written 
consent of the owner or bailor of the parked cars. All 
owners, Operators or maintainers of open air parking spaces 
or garages shall keep consent cards on hand for the pur- 
pose of obtaining permission from the owner or bailor 
of a parked car to transfer same to a new location. All 
such consent cards shall be kept in a permanent file by 
the owners, operators or maintainers of open air parking 
spaces and garages, subject at all times to the inspection 
of the Department of Public Safety: Provided, That this 
section shall not apply between twelve o’clock midnight 
and seven o’clock A. M. and this section shall be printed 
on each parking ticket. 


Seot. 5. All owners, operators or maintainers of 
open air parking spaces or garages shall at all times after 
this ordinance becomes effective satisfy all final judgments — 
or decrees arising out of or because of the operation or 
maintenance of open air parking spaces or garages, in 
favor of and obtained by the patrons, within fifteen days 
after the entry of the judgment or decree and, in default 
of such compliance with the provisions of this ordinance 
and such judgment or decree, the license of the said owner, 
operator or maintainer shall be suspended until the said 
judgment or decree shall have been satisfied of record and 
satisfactory evidence of the financial responsibility of such 
owner, operator or maintainer shall have been furnished 
to the Director of Pubhe Safety; such evidence shall 
consist in the furnishing of a two thousand (2,000) dollar 
bond, conditioned that the owner, operator or maintainer 
of a parking space or garage will pay all final judgments 
recovered by the bailor according to law for damages 
arising from the operation or care of motor vehicles in the 
parking station and for the loss, damage, theft or conver- 
sion of any motor vehicle. The Director of Public Safety 
is hereby authorized and directed to cause the certificate 
or certificates and the license or licenses for the operation 
of a parking space or garage to be cancelled upon failure of 
any owner, operator or maintainer of a parking lot or 
garage to comply with the provisions of this section. 
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Sect. 6. All owners, operators or maintainers of open 
air parking spaces or garages shall post prominently at 
the entrance or entrances thereof signs bearing the name 
of the owners, operators or maintainers thereof and desig- 
nating the rate or rates of charges for the parking privi- 
lege, which shall be uniformly displayed in letters and 
figures of the same size. The rate or rates shall be dis- 
played before 8 A. M. and shall be in effect for twenty-four 
hours thereafter. 


SeorT. 7. All owners, operators or maintainers of open 
air parking spaces shall place shielded floodlights or other 
types of approved lighting at such locations and to such 
an extent as will permit owners of cars to have reasonable 
aecess to all portions of such space during the hours of 
darkness, and shall obtain from the Electrical Bureau of 
the Department of Public Safety a certificate approving 
the hghting installation and service. 


Sect. 8. All advertising matter and signs appearing 
on any open air parking space shall conform at all times 
to the provisions of the Philadelphia Zoning Ordinance 
of August 10, 1953, as evidenced by a permit issued by 
the Bureau of Engineering, Surveys and Zoning of the 
Department of Public Works. 


Secr. 9. All owners, operators or maintainers of open 
air parking spaces and garages for hire shall keep an 
accurate daily record, which shall be subject at all times 
to inspection by the Department of Public Safety, of the 
license number and State of origin, of all cars so parked 
or stored in said premises. 


Sect. 10. The Director of Public Safety be and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to issue or refuse to issue 
anv license or licenses for the operation of open air park- 
ing spaces or garages dependent on whether or not such 
open air parking spaces or garages shall conform to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, and further, the Director of Pub- 
lic Safety is hereby authorized and directed to cancel any 
such license or licenses for violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance or of any other ordinance or act regulating 
open air parking spaces or garages. All license fees now 
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required to be paid under the provisions of ordinance 
dated April 2, 1901, its supplements and amendments 
thereto, shall be the fees to be demanded and received by 
the Director of Public Safety for the issuance of any 
permits or licenses hereunder. The Director of Public 
Safety is hereby authorized to establish a car capacity for 
all open air parking spaces or garages permitted to operate 
under this ordinance. The capacity of an open air park- 
ing space or garage, licensed to operate hereunder, shall 
be the number of cars that can be stored or parked on the 
premises in accordance with a plan for parking submitted 
by the owner, operator or maintainer at the time of the 
issuance of the license and to be approved by the Director 
of Public Safety. Whenever an open air parking space 
or garage is filled with cars to its legalized capacity, the 
owner, operator or maintainer of same shall place a con- 
spicuous sign at the entrance thereof reading “FILLED.” 
and such sign shall be displayed continuously as long as 
the said condition exists. 


Sect. 11. Any person or persons, association or asso- 
ciations, corporation or corporations which operate or 
maintain any such parking space or garage, as aforesaid, in 
the City of Philadelphia, on or after forty-five days from 
the effective date hereof, without conforming to the provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall be subject to a penalty of not 
more than fifty (50) dollars, and each day of such opera- 
tion shall be considered a substantive offense and shall 
subject the owner, operator or maintainer to additional 
prosecutions: Provided, however, That if a penalty is 1m- 
posed and not paid within ten days, the person so penalized 
shall be subject to imprisonment not exceeding thirty days. 


Sect. 12. It is the purpose of City Council that this 
ordinance shall be effective notwithstanding that any 
word, phrase, clause, sentence, paragraph or section hereof 
may hereafter be declared invalid or unconstitutional by 
the courts, and that this ordinance would have been passed 
by City Council if such parts hereof had not been incor- 
porated herein. 


Secor. 13. It is hereby declared that it is not the pur- 
pose of this Council to repeal or modify any existing legis-

The Council of the Crty of Philadelphia 
ordains, That power and authority are hereby conferred 
upon the National Youth Administration of the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America to erect and main- 
tain on the lot or piece of ground known as Reyburn Plaza, 
a building for the use of the armed forces of the United 
States who may be in the City of Philadelphia, including 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and any and all other 
enlisted or drafted men in the service of the United States 
or the National Guard. ‘The said building to be so erected 
shall be not more than five thousand square feet in 
dimension and shall be erected on that portion of Reyburn 
Plaza east of the subway entrance and adjoining the 
Parkway. It shall be erected in accordance with plans 
and specifications to be approved by the Bureau of Build- 
ing Inspection, the Fire Marshal, the Bureau of Engi- 
neering, Surveys and Zoning, the Division of Housing 
and Sanitation of the Department of Public Health and 
the Art Jury of the City of Philadelphia, and may be 
constructed of wood if so approved by the Bureau of Build- 
ing Inspection and the Fire Marshal. Such building 
shall be one story in height only and shall be so constructed 
as to serve the purpose of a bureau of information and a 
hostess house, together with a luncheon room, and for a 
general rendezvous for soldiers, sailors and marines for 
whose use it is intended. 

The consideration for the use of the ground shall be 
one (1) dollar for the first month and thereafter rent free. 
A lease or agreement shall be entered into and executed by 
the Mayor on behalf of the City of Philadelphia which 
shall provide that said building may be maintained for 
the purposes aforesaid for a period of five years with the 
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proviso that if, at any time during said term, in the judg- 
ment of the Mayor and the City Council the necessity for 
the maintenance of the said hostess house no longer exists, 
the Federal Government will upon ninety days’ notice 
from the Mayor of the City, remove the said building, as 
hereafter provided, and with an option on the part of the 
Federal Government to remove the said building at any 
time upon thirty days’ notice to the City of Philadelphia 
of its intention so to do and thereupon it shall be the duty 
of the said Government to remove the said building and 
restore the ground wpon which it had stood to the condition 
in which it was at the time of the erection thereof. The 
building to be so erected shall be constructed entirely at the 
expense of the Federal Government and any water, sewer, 
gas or electric connections shall be made at the sole cost 
of the Federal Government. The cost of heating, lighting 
and water rent for the service of the building shall be 
defrayed by the Federal Government and the said lease 
or agreement shall provide for the foregoing matters and 
such other details as may be approved by the Mayor and 
the City Solicitor, and as may be agreed upon with the 
Federal Government.

Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordams, That the City of Philadelphia shall enter into a 
contract with the Philadelphia Transportation Company, 
in the form following, for the purpose expressed in the 
covenants herein contained: 


This indenture, made this day of 
A. D. 1941 between the City of Philadelphia (herein- 
after called “‘City’’), of the first part, and the Philadelphia 
Transportation Company, a corporation organized and 
existing under the laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania (hereinafter called “Company”’), party of the second 
part; 
WITNESSETH: 


Wuereas, In accordance with an ordinance of City 
approved August 16, 1983, City entered into an agree- 
ment with Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company 
(predecessor of Company) for lighting the underground 
concourses under Broad street and under Market street, 
said agreement being dated September 27, 1933, and effec- 
tive March 1, 1933; and 


Wuereas, Subsequent to execution of said agreement 
City has opened additional concourses under South Penn 
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Square, West Broad street and additional portions of City 
Hall Concourse and Market Street Concourse, which new 
concourses Company has supplied with light at the re- 
quest of City; and 


WHEREAS, Said contract expired and was terminated 
effective February 28, 1937, but Company continued 
thereafter to furnish current for lighting said underground 
concourses and to fulfill its former obligations in accord- 
ance with the terms of said expired contract; and 


Wuereas, It is deemed necessary to execute a new 
contract for lighting said concourses; and 


Wuereas, The proper hghting of said concourses re- 
quires in part electric current of railway voltage readily 
obtainable only from Company, and the work of control- 
ing and operating said hghting system can be done most 
advantageously by Company ; 


Now, Tuererore, In consideration of the mutual coy- 
enants hereinafter contained, it 1s agreed between the 
parties hereto as follows: 


J. Company hereby agrees to supply the necessary 
electric current to outlets now or hereafter installed by 
City, including outlets in and upon certain stairways to 
the street, entrance hights and direction signs, in and upon 
certain open passageways accessible to the general public 
without payment of subway fare, of the underground 
pedestrian concourses constructed by City as indicated in 
red on Department of City Transit Drawing No. 276664 
dated October $8, 1936, and incorporated herein by 
reference : 

Under North Broad street, between Race street and 
Filbert street; under West Broad street, between Filbert 
street and South Penn Square; under South Broad street, 
between South Penn Square and Spruce street; under 
South Penn Square, between West Broad street and 
Juniper street; under Juniper street, from South Penn 
Square northward to and including connections with City 
Hall and City Hall Annex; under Market street, south 
side, between west end of Eleventh Street Station and 
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west end of Philadelphia Saving Fund Society Building; 
under Market street, south side, and under City Hall, 
between Thirteenth street and West Broad street; under 
Market street, north side, between Reading Terminal and 
east end of Thirteenth Street Station; under Market 
street, north side, and under City Hall, between Thir- 
teenth street and West Broad street; as in detail appears 
on said drawing. 

Company also agrees to furnish electric current for heat- 
ing rooms located in concourses occupied by employees 
of City: Provided, however, That no current shall be sup- 
plied to any heating unit not equipped with a thermostat 
rated at sixty degrees Fahrenheit or under. 


2. All necessary lamp replacements, due to the burn- 
ing out or damage or destruction thereof, shall be fur- 
nished and installed by Company throughout the term of 
this contract. All lamps to be furnished by Company 
hereunder shall be 60-watt lamps except (a) those for 
stairway entrance and exit signs and “To Street” signs, 
which shall be 15-watt lamps; (b) those for stairway hood 
lights which shall be 25-watt lamps, and (c) those for the 
lights in the concourses in front of the Wanamaker and 
Philadelphia Savings Fund Society buildings in Market 
street, south side, which shall be 100-watt lamps. 


3. Company further agrees to repair, maintain and 
keep in good operating condition, reflectors, sockets, 
heaters, thermostats, magnetic switches, wire, switches, 
fuses and such other equipment, between the substation 
from which the current is supplied and said lamps and 
heaters, as may be required to keep lamps and heaters 
burning. 


4. As compensation for the electric current, labor and 
material supplhed by Company under this agreement, City 
agrees to pay Company at rate of $0.56 per lighting outlet 
per month. Current supplied for heating shall be at the 
rate of five dollars ($5.00) per month per 1,000-watt 
heating unit during the time fuses are installed on heater 
circuits. Bills covering amounts due by City shall be 
rendered by Company on the fifth day of each month dur- 
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ing the term of this agreement covering the number of 
lighting outlets supphed with current and for such heat- 
ing units as were supplied with current during the pre- 
ceding month, and said bills shall be paid by City as soon 
as possible thereafter. 


5. Unless otherwise instructed by City in writing, it 
ig understood and agreed that fuses for heater circuits 
will be installed by Company from November 1st of each 
year to March 31st of the next succeeding year, and City 
shall pay for current during that period as hereinbefore 
provided. Upon written notice from the City as to any 
variation from above schedule, the cost per month per 
heater unit will be pro-rated in the bill for that month 
according to the time the fuses are actually installed. 


6. Except for interruptions beyond the control of Com- 
pany, burning hours shall be as follows: 


(a) Lamps on circuits known as entrance circuits 
(such as stairway entrance hghts, stairway hood lights and 
stairway entrance signs) shall be burned approximately 
from sunset to sunrise. 


(b) <All other lamps shall be burned continuously 
except : 


(c) Lamps in Broad street concourse between Race 
street and Filbert street and between South Penn Square 
and Spruce street, on circuits known as intermittent cir- 
cuits (circuits designed to be controlled by subway cashiers 
through remote controlled switch), shall not be burned at 
any time unless or until otherwise ordered in writing by 
Chief of the City’s Electrical Bureau. 


(d) Heater circuits shall have current continuously 
when fuses are installed except during Company’s peak 
demand periods which are between 8:00 and 9:00 A. M. 
and between 5:00 and 6:00 P. M. 


7. This agreement shall become effective as of January 
1, 1941, and shall remain in effect for a period of one 
year from January 1, 1941, and thereafter from year to 
year, and umtil terminated by sixty (60) days’ notice in 
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writing (prior to the expiration of the then current term) 
by either of the parties to the other of its intention go to do. 
In the event such notice shall be by City, it shall be signed 
by the Director of Public Safety of City, or such official 
who shall be then performing the duties now performed 
by said Director, and shall be sent by registered mail to 
the President of the Company. If such notice shall be 
by Company, it shall be signed by the President of Com- 
pany and shall be sent by registered mail to the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety of City, or to such 
official who shall be then performing the duties now per- 
formed by said Director: Provided, however, That in no 
event shall the term of this agreement extend beyond the 
time Company ceases to operate the Broad Street Subway: 
And further provided, That should the term of this agree- 
ment exceed four years, City shall have the right to 
terminate the same at its option at any time after the 
expiration of said four years, without liability to the Com- 
pany for damages for the loss of returns which would have 
been realized had the agreement not been terminated. 


8. City covenants and agrees to indemnify and save 
harmless Company from and against any and all claims 
and demands for damages to property and injuries to or 
death of persons (except damages to property and injuries 
to or death of employees of Company) arising out of the 
performance of this contract, except for such claims and de- 
mands for damage to property and injuries to or death of 
persons as are attributable to the neglgence of the Com- 
pany. 


9. It is understood and agreed that in the event Com- 
pany is prohibited, by any competent authority, and 
through no fault of its own, from furnishing the electric 
current, labor and material to be furnished by it here- 
under, all its obligations therefor shall thereupon cease 
and determine. 


10. The amounts to be paid by the City to Company 
under this agreement shall be charged to the budget item 
for incandescent lighting in the appropriation to the De- 
partment of Public Safety, Electrical Bureau, as hereafter 
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available for such expenditures: Provided, however, That 
the total amount to be paid by City under this agreement 
shall not exceed the sum of $8,000 per year. 


11. This agreement is made subject to the provisions 
of the Act of Assembly of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania, approved June 25, 1919, P. L. 581, and of the Act 
of May 28, 1937, P. L. 1053, known as the Public Utility 
Law.

Srotion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia be, 
and he is hereby authorized and directed to enter into 
and execute and deliver on the part of the City, an agree- 
ment with the Federal Works Administrator and the 
School District of Philadelphia, for the purposes and 
objects set forth in the recital and covenants therein pro- 
vided, in the form following: 


This agreement, made this day of 
in the year of our Lord one thousand nine are aa 
forty-one (1941), among the City of Philadelphia, the 
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Federal Works Administrator and the School District of 
Philadelphia, witnesseth : 


Wuereas, Pursuant to the so-called Lanham Act, Public 
No. 849, 76th Congress, approved October 14, 1940 (here- 
inafter referred to as the “Act’”), the Federal Works Ad- 
ministrator (hereinafter referred to as the “Administra- 
tor”) is authorized to undertake the construction, main- 
tenance and operation of housing projects to accommodate 
persons engaged in national defense activities (as defined 
in the Act); and 


Wuereas, The Administrator has approved the con- 
struction of two such projects, of approximately five hun- 
dred (500) units each identified as Project No. Pa-36011 
and Project No. Pa.-36012, respectively (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the “Projects”) to be located in the City of 
Philadelphia, Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, on prop- 
erty owned or to be acquired by the United States of 

America within the two following described areas:

Wuereas, By virtue of the fact that the Projects and 
land acquired or to be acquired in connection with the 
Projects and the improvements thereon are owned or are 
to be owned by the United States of America, such land 
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and improvements will be exempt from taxation by the 
City of Philadelphia (hereinafter referred to as the 
“City” ), the School District of Philadelphia (hereinafter 
referred to as the “School District”), and by all other 
political subdivisions of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania; and 


Wuereas, The Administrator, by virtue of Section 9 
of the Act is authorized to enter into agreements to pay 
annual sums in lieu of taxes and the Administrator is 
willing to make certain payments in lieu of taxes to the 
City and the School District in which the Projects are 
situated : 


Now, Tuererore, THis AGREEMENT WitTneEssetH, That 
in consideration of the mutual promises hereinafter set 
forth, the parties hereto agree as follows: 


1. Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agree- 
ment, the Administrator agrees to pay to the City and 
School District annually a total sum equal to fifteen per 
cent. (15%) of the total annual: shelter rent charged for 
occupied dwelling units in the Projects. For purposes of 
this paragraph, shelter rent shall mean the charge estab- 
lished for the use of a dwelling excluding the furnishing 
of any utilities (2. e., water, heat, heating of water, light, 
cooking, fuel, or refrigeration energy). 


2. The payments by the Administrator pursuant to 
Paragraph 1 hereof shall be for the annual period ending 
December 31st of each year and shall be payable within 
sixty (60) days thereafter. The Administrator shall 
transmit to the Receiver of Taxes with such payment, a 
statement of the total annual shelter rent charged for 
occupied dwelling units in the Projects for the period 
covered by the payment. 


3. The City and the School District agree that during 
the period commencing with the date of the acquisition of 
any part of the site or sites for the Projects and continuing 
for the life of this Agreement, they will not levy, impose 
or charge any taxes, special assessments, service fees, 
charges or tolls against the Administrator for or with 
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respect to the Projects, with the exception of the follow- 
ing: (a) payments in lieu of taxes required by this Agree- 
ment; (b) payments for water service which shall be at 
the rate of forty (40) cents for each 1,000 cubic feet; 
and (¢) such charges for special services in connection 
with the construction of the Projects as may be agreed to 
by or on behalf of the Administrator. 


4. (a) The City agrees that it will furnish, without 
cost or charge to the Administrator and the tenants of the 
Projects, the usual municipal services and facilities which 
are or may be furnished without cost or charge to other 
dwellings and inhabitants in the City, including, but not 
limited to fire, police and health protection and services; 
street lighting facilities and services; fire hydrant ser- 
vice; sewer service; the collection and disposal of garbage, 
trash and ashes for the Projects and the tenants thereof. 


(b) The School District agrees that it will furnish, 
without cost or charge to the Administrator and the tenants 
of the Projects, school and educational services and facili- 
ties for the Projects and the tenants thereof of the same 
character as those furnished without charge to other dwell- 
ings and inhabitants of the School District. 


5. The City further agrees that it will maintain in 
good repair and working order any and all municipal 
utilities and facilities, provided by it or by the Administra- 
tor for the use and benefit of the Projects and the tenants 
thereof; that it will maintain in good repair streets, roads 
and alleys (not including sidewalks), which are adjacent 
or leading to, or which are within the boundaries of, the 
Projects; that it will accept as public streets, roads and 
alleys any streets, roads and alleys within the boundaries 
of the Projects which are constructed and dedicated by 
the Administrator; and that it will vacate, at the request 
of the Administrator, in the manner and pursuant to the 
procedure required by law, any and all public streets, 
alleys, roads and ways presently within the boundaries of 
the Projects: Provided, however, That nothing in this 
paragraph shall be construed to make the City liable for 
the charges of original paving, or the original installation

of facilities; nor to relieve the tenants of such duties of 
maintenance as are now imposed by law, upon tenants of 
other properties in the City. 

6. The annual payments in leu of taxes required by 
this Agreement shall be made by the Administrator to the 
Receiver of Taxes of Philadelphia. The sums so received 
shall be distributed between the City and the School Dis- 
trict in the proportion of 60 per cent. to the City and 
40 per cent. to the School District. 


7. All payments in leu of taxes required by this 
Agreement shall be payable solely from the revenues de- 
rived from the individual project for which the payment 
is made. 


8. It is agreed that the amount to be paid in heu of 
taxes for any year with respect to each individual project 
shall never exceed the taxes that would be paid upon such 
property if it were not exempt from taxation. The City 
and School District agree that they will furnish the Ad- 
ministrator with such information as may from time to 
time be requested to evidence what taxes would be paid 
if the properties were not exempt from taxation. The 
payments in lieu of taxes provided for herein shall not 
be secured or be enforceable by any lien against the 
Projects or the property or assets of the Administrator or 
of the United States of America. 


9. This Agreement shall continue in full force and 
effect until either (1) the United States of America ceases. 
to hold title to the Projects; or (2) the President declares 
that the emergency declared by him on September 8, 1939, 
to exist, has ceased to exist, in either of which events this 
Agreement shall cease and determine. 


10. Upon the termination of this Agreement and sub- 
ject to the terms and conditions hereof, the Administrator 
shall be liable for such portion of the annual payments 
called for by Paragraph 1 hereof as the elapsed portion 
of the 12-month period bears to twelve months.

it is an amendment shall be a public nuisance, to pro- 
vide for better enforcement thereof and to make more 
specific its requirements. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That Sections 2, 3, 7 and 11 of an ordinance ap- 
proved the seventh day of March, 1941, entitled “An 
Ordinance to provide for the general welfare and public 
safety by regulating the parking of, or sale of automo-

to lines abutting on any public highway, with open- 
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ings therein conforming to lawfully authorized drive- 
ways, permitted by the Bureau of Highways and 
Street Cleaning of the Department of Public Works, 
but such openings shall not in any event exceed thirty 
feet in width: Provided, however, That no such 
barriers shall be required to be erected or maintained 
oh any open air parking space containing less than 
twenty-five hundred square feet in area or having 
a building line less than thirty feet in width abutting 
on any public highway or highways with a driveway 
or driveways or opening or openings therein. 


“Sect. 8. It shall be unlawful for the owner, 
operator or maintainer of any such parking space to 
use or permit the use of any part of the footway or 
cartway of any public highways for the storage or 
parking of motor vehicles and it shall be unlawful 
for such owner, operator or maintainer to cause or 
permit the shoveling of snow from any parking space 
upon the footway or cartway of any public highway 
in the City of Philadelphia. 


“Srot. 7. <All owners, operators or maintainers 
of open air parking spaces, except those used ex- 
clusively during daylight hours, shall place shielded 
flood lights or other types of approved lghting at 
such locations and to such an extent as will permit 
owners of cars to have reasonable access to all por- 
tions of such space during the hours of darkness and 
shall obtain from the Electrical Bureau of the De- 
partment of Public Safety a certificate approving 
the lighting installation and service: Provided, how- 
ever, That such illumination may be discontinued 
after any parking space has been closed for business 
for the night. 


“Sect. 11. Any person or persons, association or 
associations, corporation or corporations which op- 
erate or maintain any such parking space, garage or 
sales lot as aforesaid in the City of Philadelphia 
without conforming to the provisions hereof shall be 
subject to a penalty of not more than fifty (50) dol- 
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lars, and each day of such operation shall be con-

AN ORDINANCE 


Granting permission to the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania to erect a removable steel building on City prop- 
erty heretofore leased to the said Commonwealth, on 
the west side of Monument avenue, about eight hundred 
and sixty-four feet northeast of the intersection of 
Belmont avenue and Monument avenue, for the use of 
the Pennsylvania State Police, in connection with the 
examination of applicants for drivers’ licenses. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That permission be and is hereby granted to the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to erect and maintain, 
at its own cost and expense, a removable steel building 
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on the City-owned plot of ground situate on the west side 
of Monument avenue, about eight hundred and sixty-four 
feet northeast of the intersection of Belmont avenue and 
Monument avenue, heretofore placed in the custody and 
control of the Commonwealth under ordinance approved 
September 18, 1937.

Any person, firm or corporation who shall 
violate any provision of this ordinance shall be subject to 
a fine or penalty not exceeding five (5) dollars and costs 
for each such violation and, upon failure to pay the same 
within ten days, to imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
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days. Said fines or penalties and costs shall be recover- 
able and collectible as is now provided by law. 


Seor. 3. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 


To safeguard public health, life and safety by providing 
for the licensure and regulation of individuals, firms 
and corporations selling foodstuffs as herein defined at 
retail from stands, carts, baskets or other containers on 
the public streets and highways; conferring powers and 
imposing duties on the Department of Public Health 
and the Department of Public Safety; imposing pen- 
alties. 


Ssotion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That on and after July 1, 1941, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or corporation to sell at retail 
upon any public street or highway of the City of Phila- 
delphia any foodstuff as herein defined from any stand, 
cart, basket or other container, except in accordance with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


Ssor. 2. The following terms as employed in this ordi- 
nance shall be construed in accordance with the following 
definitions, to wit: 

“Hoodstuff” shall mean anything intended for human 
consumption which is manufactured, processed, cooked or 
prepared, including but not restricted to cakes, pretzels, 
sandwiches, ice cream, frozen ices, custards, milk, flavored 
or carbonated drinks, fish cakes, oysters and clams: Pro- 
vided, however, That said term shall not include any 
foodstuffs in their natural state, such as meats, fish, fruit 
or vegetables which are uncooked. 
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“Highway” shall mean any portion of any street be- 
tween the house lines thereof. 


“Person” shall mean any individual, firm or corpora- 
tion. 


“Sale” or “Sell” shall include selling, offering or ex- 
hibiting for sale. 


Seot. 3. No person shall sell foodstuff from any sta- 
tionary or movable stand, cart, basket, box or other con- 
tainer on any public highway in the City of Philadelphia 
without previously having received a permit so to do issued 
by the Department of Public Health. No sales of any 
foodstuff shall be made except at the location or locations 
or upon the highway or highways designated in the appli. 
cation and the permit issued pursuant thereto. All food- 
stuffs sold in the manner referred to shall be kept clean 
and free from contamination by dirt, dust or other dis- 
ease-producing element, and the vendor shall be required 
to maintain a condition of personal cleanliness. 


SrotT. 4. AppLicaTIon FoR Permit. Applications for 
permits to sell foodstuffs on any public highway in the 
City of Philadelphia shall be made to the Department of 
Public Health on forms to be provided by that Depart- 
ment. Such application shall include the name and ad- 
dress of the applicant, the location or locations, highway or 
highways on which the applicant desires to sell foodstufis, 
a list of the kinds of foodstuffs to be sold or offered for 
sale, a description of the stand, cart, wagon, automobile, 
truck, vehicle, basket, container or other method, means, 
implement, device, or facility to be used by applicant for 
such purpose, and a list of the persons or concerns from 
which the foodstuffs offered for sale will be purchased, 
together with the places of manufacture or processing of 
the articles to be offered for sale. Notice of any change 
with respect to such person, concern or place shall be 
given to the Department of Public Health. . 


Sect. 5. Docror’s Crertiricatr. The application 
shall be accompanied by a certificate from a Doctor of 
Medicine, registered to practice in Pennsylvania, that he 
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has examined the applicant (or in the case of a firm or 
corporation, the individual who is to perform the actual 
vending) and has found him free from any communicable 
or contagious diseases, including among other diseases the 
following: trachoma, active tuberculosis of the lungs, 
syphilis, gonorrhea, open external cancer, or contagious 
skin disease; and said certificate shall also state whether 
or not the applicant has a history of typhoid fever and, if 
so, that laboratory analysis has been made and the results 
shown thereon. It shall be the duty of the examining 
physician to also require other laboratory tests, if, in his 
opinion, such are necessary. 

A similar certificate shall be presented by the holder of 
a permit to the Department of Public Health every six 
months as long as he shall hold such permit. 


Sect. 6. Frr. A fee of two (2) dollars shall accom- 
pany the application, which fee shall be paid to the De- 
partment of Public Health and shall be returned to the 
applicant in case of disapproval of his application; all 
permits issued shall expire on December 31st of the year 
in which they are issued. 


Sect. 7. Inspection anp Investication. Before the 
issuance of a permit, the Director of Public Health of the 
City of Philadelphia shall, where possible, cause an in- 
spection to be made of the stand, cart, wagon, automobile, 
truck, vehicle, basket or other container, means, imple- 
ment, device or facility described in the application; and 
of all premises specified in the application where any food- 
stuff proposed to be sold by applicant is manufactured 
or processed. He shall also cause such further investiga- 
tion to be made as shall appear to be required under the 
circumstances in order to protect and safeguard the pub- 
he health. Upon the filing of an application the Director 
of Public Health shall submit to the Director of Public 
Safety the location or locations set forth in the application. 

Should he deem it necessary for the public health the 
Director of Public Health shall have the power to direct 
any supplementary inspection and investigation to be made 
at any time either before or after the issuance of any 
permit. 
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Sect. 8. Rerusat, SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION OF 
Permit. If it shall appear that the stand, cart, wagon, 
automobile, truck, vehicle, basket or other method, means, 
implement, device, or facility is not adequate properly 
to protect the foodstuffs sold therefrom or therewith from 
contamination or unsanitary condition, or may result in 
the sale of foodstuffs deleterious to the public health, or 
may otherwise prove prejudicial to the health of the com- 
munity; or if it shall appear that the place or places of 
manufacture or processing of any of the foodstuffs are in 
unsanitary condition, or such as to result in the manu- 
facture or processing of contaminated foodstuffs or food- 
stuffs likely to prove deleterious to the health of the com- 
munity, or may otherwise produce results prejudicial 
thereto; or that the applicant or permittee is violating the 
provisions of this ordinance or of any valid rule and regu- 
lation or order of the Director of Public Health issued 
hereunder; or if the Director of Public Safety shall de- 
termine that the establishment or conduct of the business 
of selling foodstuffs by the applicant at the location or 
locations set forth in the application will constitute a 
nuisance or a hazard on the highway, or will endanger the 
lives or safety of the public, or will unreasonably interfere 
with traffic upon the highway, or if from any further in- 
vestigation it shall appear that the granting of the applica- 
tion would for any other reason be prejudicial to the public 
health or safety, the Director of Public Health shall, in 
the manner prescribed in this ordinance, issue an order 
rejecting the application and refusing to issue any permit 
pursuant thereto, or if a permit has already been issued, 
suspending or revoking the same. 


Sect. 9. Dispray or Permir. Upon the issuance of 
a permit to any person, such permittee shall cause such 
permit to be conspicuously displayed upon his stand, cart, 
wagon, automobile, truck, vehicle, basket, or other method, 
means, implement, device, or facility from which any food- 
stuff is sold under such permit. Failure to comply with 
this provision shall be sufficient ground for suspension or 
revocation of said permit. 
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Secor. 10. ProcEepurr ror Issuance oF OrpErRs. Be- 
fore the Director of Public Health shall issue any order 
refusing an application for a permit, or .suspending or 
revoking a permit, he shall hold a hearing thereon after 
giving at least five days’ notice, by registered mail, to the 
applicant or holder of a permit at his last known address. 
The applicant or holder of a permit shall have an oppor- 
tunity to be heard and to present evidence at such hearing. 

If the recommendation of the Director of Public Safety 
shall form the basis, in whole or in part, for any such 
proposed order of the Director of Public Health, the Di- 
rector of Public Safety shall be notified of and may at- 
tend such hearing in person or by representative. 

A copy of any order issued after such hearing, together 
with the reasons therefor, shall be sent forthwith to the 
applicant or holder of a permit by registered mail. 


Sect. 11. Caner or Location or Business. In 
the event that a holder of a permit issued pursuant to this 
ordinance shall desire to change the location or locations, : 
highway or highways specified in his application and per- 
mit issued pursuant thereto, he shall file with the Depart- 
ment of Public Health an application for an amendment 
to his permit, accompanied by a fee of fifty (50) cents. 
The Director of Public Health shall forthwith submit 
to the Director of Public Safety the exact location, loca- 
tions, highway or highways set forth in such application 
for amendment. Thereafter, the procedure shall be the 
same as provided herein for the issuance of the original 
permit. 


Sect. 12. Oxssxnctions spy Owner or Lesszxz. In the 
event that the owner or lessee of any premises shall object 
to location of the business of an applicant or holder of a 
permit upon the highway in front of such premises and 
shall file formal complaint thereof with the Department 
of Public Health, the Director of the Department shall 
issue an order in accordance with the procedure prescribed 
by this ordinance, refusing to issue or suspending or re- 
voking the permit, unless the applicant or permittee shall 
secure the written consent of the owner or lessee of those 
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premises granting him the right to conduct his business 
at the designated location. 

Sect. 18. Icxs. The sale of ices or frozen desserts, 
including ice cream, milk sherbet, iced sherbet, or shaved 
ice, flavored or unflavored, on the public highway, in any 


form other than in the original package, is hereby pro- 
hibited. 


Sect. 14. Savine Ciause; Roure Sates To ReGuLaRr 
Customers. This ordinance shall not be construed to 
apply to deliveries of foodstuffs on a fixed route to cus- 
tomers of the vendor at their respective residences or places 
of business. 


Sect. 15. Rurizs anp Reeuratrions. The Director of 
Public Health shall have power to make reasonable rules 
and regulations governing the conduct of business by per- 
mittees, with respect to conditions under which food- 
stuffs shall be offered for sale on the highway, to effectuate 
the purposes of this ordinance. 


Sror. 16. Co-oprraTion oF DEPARTMENT oF PUBLIC 
Sarety THroucu Burzavu or Porice. It shall be the 
duty of the Department of Public Safety to co-operate with 
the Department of Public Health in enforcing this ordi- 
nance and any valid rules and regulations issued there- 
under. 


Secor. 17. Prnattizss. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon a hearing be- 
fore any magistrate, pursuant to a summons duly issued 
and served, for the first offence be fined an amount not 
less than ten (10) dollars nor more than fifty (50) dol- 
lars, with costs, together with judgment of imprisonment 
not exceeding thirty (30) days if the amount of said fine 
and costs shall not be paid into the court imposing the 
fine within ten (10) days from the date of the imposition 
thereof. In the event of a subsequent offence such person 
shall be fined an amount not less than twenty-five (25) 
dollars nor more than one hundred (100) dollars, re- 
coverable with costs, together with a similar judgment of 
imprisonment as in the case of a first violation. 
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Sect. 18. Srverapitity. The provisions of this ordi- 
nance are hereby declared to be severable, and if any one 
of them be found to be unconstitutional, invalid or illegal 
the decision so holding shall not be construed as affecting 
or impairing any other provision thereof; it being hereby 
declared to be the intention of Council that this ordinance 
would have been adopted had such unconstitutional, in- 
valid or illegal provision not been included therein. 


Sscr. 19. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed.

The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That not later than six hours after snow has 
ceased to fall it shall be the duty of the tenant or occupant 
of occupied property or premises and the owner or agent 
in charge of unoccupied property or premises within the 
City of Philadelphia to clear or cause to be cleared a 
pathway in the footway of the street or highway upon 
which such premises or property abuts. Such pathway 
shall be not less than thirty inches in width and shall be 
thoroughly cleared of snow and ice. The snow and ice 
removed from the pathway may be placed or piled on the 
curb side of the footway but shall not be piled or placed 
in or on the gutters or cartway. 


Sect. 2. It shall be unlawful to throw, place or pile 
snow or ice removed from driveways or other areas in or 
upon the gutters or cartways or from the cartways adjacent 
to the curb or footway in or upon other parts of the cart- 
ways or in the gutter. 


Sect. 3. Any person, firm or corporation violating any 
provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine or 
penalty of ten (10) dollars for each offense, recoverable 
with costs, together with judgment of imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days if the amount of such fine and costs 
shall not be paid into the court imposing the fine within 
ten days from the imposition thereof.

To approve and adopt a Refunding Plan for bonds of 
various issues of the City of Philadelphia aggregating 
one hundred thirty-one million sixty-four thousand 
(131,064,000) dollars; authorizing and directing the 
execution and delivery of a contract between the City 
of Philadelphia and Drexel & Co. and Lehman Brothers 
for the purpose of effecting said Plan; providing for 
the engraving, printing or lithographing of the bonds 
to be issued pursuant thereto, the employment of coun- 
sel, and authorizing The Philadelphia National Bank 
to act as Fiscal Agent. 


Srorion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That a plan for the refunding of certain bonds 
of the City of Philadelphia in the principal amount of 
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one hundred thirty-one million sixty-four thousand 
(131,064,000) dollars is hereby approved and adopted in 
the following form: 


Rerunping PLAN For Crrtain Bonps 
OF THE CiTy oF PHILADELPHIA. 


The City of Philadelphia will authorize Refunding 
Bonds in an amount not exceeding one hundred thirty- 
one million sixty-four thousand (131,064,000) dollars, 
which bonds will be exchangeable for certain of the City’s 
outstanding bonds which become callable during the years 
1942 to 1947, inclusive. A Schedule setting forth the 
outstanding bonds eligible for exchange, the new Refund- 
ing Bonds for which said outstanding bonds may be ex- 
changed, and the rates of interest, redemption dates and 
maturity dates of the new Refunding Bonds is attached 
hereto and incorporated as a part hereof. For purposes 
of identification the Refunding Bonds have been desig- 
nated by series, lettered A to Q, inclusive, each series to 
be limited to the amount set forth on the said Schedule. 
The bonds of each series are to be authorized to refund 
an equal principal amount of the outstanding bonds set 
forth on the Schedule opposite the designation of such 
bonds. Each new Refunding Bond will bear interest at 
the rate borne by the outstanding bond to be refunded 
thereby until the first redemption date of such outstand- 
ing bond, and thereafter, said Refunding Bond will bear 
interest at the rate designated as set forth on the Schedule. 


The Refunding Bonds will be dated as of July 1, 1941, 
will mature in series on the dates set forth on the schedule 
and, except for Series M which will be non-callable, the 
bonds of each series will be redeemable at the option of 
the City at par and accrued interest, in whole or in part, 
on any interest payment date on and after the optional 
call date designated for the respective series on the said 
Schedule. The Refunding Bonds will constitute a single 
consolidated issue and any money or other assets in the 
sinking fund applicable thereto may be used in the re- 
demption of bonds of any series or part of any series 
eligible for redemption, irrespective of the order or date 
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of maturity of such series. When part only of a series is 
called for redemption, such part shall be determined by 
lot. Payments to the sinking fund will be made in sub- 
stantially equal annual amounts, pursuant to Section 8 
of Article IX of the Constitution of Pennsylvania, suff- 
cient to pay the interest and principal of the Refunding 
Bonds as the same shall become due and payable. 


The Refunding Bonds will be in coupon form in the 
denomination of one thousand (1,000) dollars and in regis- 
tered form in the denomination of one hundred (100) dol- 
lars or multiples thereof. Outstanding bonds will be ex- 
changeable for Refunding Bonds in such authorized forms 
and denominations as the holder of such outstanding bonds 
may require: Provided, however, That no outstanding 
bond shall be exchangeable for Refunding Bonds of a les- 
ser denomination than one thousand (1,000) dollars, ex- 
cept in the case of outstanding registered bonds in denom- 
inations of one hundred (100) dollars or multiples thereof 
less than one thousand (1,000) dollars, in which case such 
outstanding registered bonds may be exchanged for Re- 
funding Bonds of like authorized form and denomination. 
After the original issuance thereof, bonds of the same series 
will be interchangeable from coupon form with all unma- 
tured coupons attached to registered form or from regis- 
tered to coupon form, in authorized denominations, upon 
presentation and surrender at the office of The Philadel- 
phia National Bank, Fiscal Agent for the City of Phila- 
delphia. Coupon bonds may be registered as to principal 
only at the office of the aforesaid Fiscal Agent. Principal 
and interest will be payable at the office of the said Fiscal 
Agent in the City of Philadelphia in lawful money of the 
United States of America, without deduction for any tax 
or taxes, except gift, succession or inheritance taxes, which 
the City of Philadelphia may be required to pay thereon 
or retain therefrom, under or pursuant to any present or 
future law of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, all of 
which taxes, except as above provided, the City of Phila- 
delphia will assume and agree to pay. 


Any new Refunding Bonds to be issued pursuant to 
this Plan will be valid and legally binding general obli- 
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gations of the City of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and 
the City shall be obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon 
the taxable property within the said City, without lmita- 
tion as to rate or amount, sufficient to pay the principal of 
such bonds when due and the interest and State tax 
thereon. The Refunding Bonds are to be issued with the 
joint opinion of Messrs. Townsend, Elliott & Munson and 
Messrs. Morgan, Lewis & Bockius of Philadelphia, Pa., 
approving the legality of the same. 

The City of Philadelphia will enter into an agreement 
with Drexel & Co. and Lehman Brothers, hereinafter 
called the ‘Managers,’ acting for themselves and their 
associates as constituted from time to time, hereinafter 
called the “Group,” under the terms of which the said 
Group will act as exclusive Agents in soliciting and obtain- 
ing exchanges of bonds, in accordance with this Plan. For 
their services, the said Group will charge the holders of 
the outstanding bonds presenting such bonds for exchange, 
a commission of 1% of the principal amount of each 
bond tendered for exchange: Provided, That the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Funds of the City of Philadel- 
phia shall have the option, to make exchanges of bonds, 
as herein provided, without the payment of any com- 
missions. The Group will assume the entire cost of the 
nation-wide presentation and operation of the Plan, such 
as necessary advertising, telephone, telegraph, printing, 
prospectus, exchange forms, delivery and insurance 
charges on bonds, ete. Acting through their Managers, 
they will also perform all of the necessary acts in con- 
nection with effecting the manual exchanges of bonds such 
as the collection and deposit of the outstanding bonds and 
the delivery of the new Refunding Bonds to the holders 
through the offices of Drexel & Co., so that the City and 
its Fiscal Agent will assume no more than their customary 
duties in connection with the ordinary issuance of bonds. 
The City will be required to assume only the expenses in 
connection with the issuance of the Refunding Bonds, 
such as the engraving, printing or lithographing of bonds, 
the charges of the Fiscal Agent and the fees of Messrs. 
Townsend, Elliott & Munson and Messrs. Morgan, Lewis & 
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Bockius for their joint opinion approvirfg the legality of 
the Refunding Bonds. 

The Plan shall remain in effect until January 31, 1942, 
but may be extended by mutual agreement between the 
City of Philadelphia and the Managers. With respect to 
the new Refunding Bonds comprising Series A and B, 
however, the right to exchange will expire on October 15,

In the event that there should be any legal change, 
either legislative or judicial, in the present Federal tax

of Philadelphia to effect exchanges of certain outstand-

THIS AGREEMENT, made this day of

after called “Managers,” 


WITNESSETH : 


Wuereas, a Refunding Plan for certain City of Phila- 
delphia bonds in the principal amount of one hundred 
thirty-one million sixty-four thousand (131,064,000) dol- 
lars (which Refunding Plan, including the Schedule 
thereto, is attached hereto and incorporated as a part 
‘hereof) has heretofore been submitted to the City of 
Philadelphia by Drexel & Co. and Lehman Brothers, on 
behalf of themselves and associates, and said Refunding 
Plan has been approved and adopted by Ordinance of 
City Council; 


Now, THrrerrorg, in consideration of the mutual cove- 
nants hereinafter contained, it is agreed between the 
parties hereto as follows: 


1. Drexel & Co. and Lehman Brothers, acting as Joint 
Managers on behalf of themselves and associates as con- 
stituted from time to time, hereinafter called the “Group,” 
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hereby agree to undertake to effect the exchange for new 
Refunding Bonds (hereinafter called the “Bonds” or 
“Refunding Bonds”) of such part of a certain one hun- 
dred thirty-one million sixty-four thousand (131,064,000) 
dollars principal amount of outstanding bonds of the 
City of Philadelphia, as may be surrendered for exchange 
in accordance with the terms of the Refunding Plan. 


2. The City agrees to pay only the expenses incurred 
by it in connection with the issuance of the Refunding 
Bonds, including the fees of Messrs. Townsend, Elliott & 
Munson and Messrs. Morgan, Lewis & Bockius, of Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, for their joint opinion as to the 
legality of the Bonds, the charges of The Philadelphia 
National Bank, the Fiscal Agent of the City of Philadel. 
phia, in the transactions outlined herein, and the cost of 
engraving, printing or lithographing the Bonds and of 
any public notices published by it. 


3. The City agrees to adopt such legal proceedings, 
to publish such notices as will be satisfactory in form 
and substance to Messrs. Townsend, Elliott & Munson, 
to Messrs. Morgan, Lewis & Bockius, and to the Managers, 
and forthwith to authorize Refunding Bonds in the maxi- 
mum amounts, and of the kind and tenor set forth in the 
Refunding Plan. The City also agrees in accordance with 
the terms and provisions of the Refunding Plan to execute 
and deliver to the Managers at the office of The Philadel- 
phia National Bank, Fiscal Agent of the City, such Re- 
funding Bonds in amounts equal to the amounts of out- 
standing bonds which the Managers, from time to time, 
tender for exchange to the City or its duly authorized 
agents in accordance with the terms and within the limi- 
tations set forth in the Refunding Plan. 


4. The City agrees that any Refunding Bonds to be 
issued pursuant to this agreement shall be valid and 
legally binding general obligations of the City of Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, and the City shall be obligated 
to levy ad walorem taxes upon the taxable property within 
the said City, without limitation as to rate or amount, 
sufficient to pay the principal of such Bonds, when due, 
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and the interest and State tax thereon. The Managers are 
to be provided with the joint opinion of Messrs. Town- 
send, Elliott & Munson and Messrs. Morgan, Lewis & 
Bockius approving the legality of the Bonds before any 
obligation shall arise to take delivery of any Refunding 
Bonds in exchange for the said outstanding bonds which 
the Managers tender to the City. 


5. Each Refunding Bond (including any coupons 
thereon) issued pursuant to this agreement shall be in 
form satisfactory to Messrs. Townsend, Elliott & Munson 
and Messrs. Morgan, Lewis & Bockius and to the 
Managers. 


6. The City agrees that Refunding Bonds of appro- 
priate amounts, denominations, interest rates and ma- 
turities will be delivered to the Managers, or their order, 
against surrender to the Fiscal Agent of outstanding bonds 
eligible for exchange. The City agrees to be prepared to 
deliver such Refunding Bonds within twenty days 
of any date on which the Managers may give notice to 
the Fiscal Agent of being prepared to tender outstanding 
bonds for exchange, provided that such bonds are lodged 
with the Fiscal Agent for examination and verification 
within ten days after such notice. During the period of 
this agreement the City agrees to effect the exchange or 
refunding of any outstanding bonds included in this 
agreement, solely through the Group and the City agrees to 
refer all applications for exchange of bonds to the Mana- 
gers for consummation by the Group in accordance with 
the terms of this agreement. 


7. The Group proposes and shall have the right to 
charge the holders of the outstanding bonds who desire 
to accept the exchange offer one per cent. of the principal 
amount of each Refunding Bond issued in exchange for 
any outstanding bond: Provided, That the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Funds of the City of Philadelphia shall 
have the option to make exchanges of bonds, as herein 
provided, without the payment of any commissions. All 
costs and expenses of the Group in connection with the 
preparation of the Plan, and the solicitation and actual 
handling of exchanges will be assumed by the Group, and

no claims for compensation or commission will be asserted 
against the City of Philadelphia. It is expressly under- 
stood, however, that the Group shall have the right to buy 
and sell and otherwise deal in both the outstanding and 
the Refunding Bonds for its own account and at its own 
risk without restriction. 

8. In the event that there should be any legal change, 
either legislative or judicial, in the present Federal tax 
exempt status of the income on bonds of a class or char- 
acter which includes any bonds referred to herein, either 
party hereto shall have the option to terminate this agree- 
ment in whole, or with respect to any one or more of the 
various outstanding issues involved, on not less than sixty 
days’ notice in writing of the exercise of such option 
specifying the date as of which such termination shall 
become effective. 

This agreement shall remain in effect until January 31, 
1942, but may be extended by mutual consent. With re- 
spect to the new Refunding Bonds comprising Series A 
and Bb, however, the right to exchange will expire on 
October 15, 1941.

To authorize the issuance of bonds in an aggregate prin- 
cipal amount not exceeding one hundred thirty-one mil- 
lion sixty-four thousand (131,064,000) dollars to re- 
fund and retire in advance of maturity, by voluntary 
exchange with the holders thereof, a like principal 
amount of certain outstanding bonds of the City of 
Philadelphia; providing for the terms and conditions 
of said refunding bonds; authorizing the execution and 
delivery thereof; and providing for the levy and appro- 
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priation of an annual tax to pay the interest and State 

tax on said refunding bonds and the principal thereof 

at maturity. 

Sseotion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That for the purpose of refunding and retiring 
in advance of maturity, by voluntary exchange with the 
holders thereof, certain outstanding bonds of the City of 
Philadelphia, as hereinafter in this ordinance more fully 
described, there shall be issued, under and pursuant to 
the provisions of the Act of Assembly approved January 
5, 19384 (Pamphlet Laws 218, 1933-1934) as amended

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Sect. 8. Each Refunding Bond shall bear interest at: 
the rate borne by the outstanding bond to be refunded 
thereby and exchanged therefor until the first redemption 
date of such outstanding bond, as indicated in Section 2 
hereof, and thereafter at the rate of interest set forth 
opposite each series. 


Srcr. 4. The Refunding Bonds of each series, except 
for Series M, which shall be non-callable, shall be redeem- 
able at the option of the City at par and accrued interest, 
in whole or in part, on any interest payment date on and 
after the date designated for the respective series on the 
said schedule. The Refunding Bonds shall constitute a 
single consolidated issue and any money or other assets 
in the sinking fund applicable thereto may be used in the 
redemption of bonds of any series or part of any series 
eligible for redemption, irrespective of the order or date of 
maturity of such series. When part only of a series is 
called for redemption, such part shall be determined by lot. 
Notice of the exercise of said option to redeem shall be 
given by the City, after due and proper action by City 
Council, once a week for three successive weeks by publica- 
tion in at least two newspapers of general circulation in the 
City of Philadelphia and in one recognized financial jour- 
nal, the first publication of said notice to be not less than 
thirty nor more than forty-five days prior to the date fixed 
for said redemption. 


Srot. 5. The Refunding Bonds shall be in coupon 
form, in the denomination of one thousand (1,000) dol- 
lars and in registered form in the denomination of one hun- 
dred (100) dollars or multiples thereof. Outstanding 
bonds shall be exchangeable for Refunding Bonds in such 
authorized forms and denominations as the holder of such 
outstanding bonds may require: Provided, however, That 
no outstanding bond shall be exchangeable for Refunding 
Bonds of a lesser denomination than one thousand (1,000) 
dollars, except in the case of outstanding registered bonds 
in denominations of one hundred (100) dollars or mul- 
tiples thereof less than one thousand (1,000) dollars, in 
which case such outstanding registered bonds may be ex- 
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changed for Refunding Bonds of like authorized form and 
denomination. After the original issuance thereof, bonds 
of the same series will be interchangeable from coupon 
form with all unmatured coupons attached to registered 
form or from registered to coupon form, in authorized 
denominations, upon presentation and surrender at the 
office of The Philadelphia National Bank, Fiscal Agent 
for the City of Philadelphia. Coupon bonds may be regis- 
tered as to principal only at the aforesaid office. Said Re- 
funding Bonds shall be payable as to principal and inter- 
est in lawful money of the United States of America at the 
office of the Fiscal Agent in the City of Philadelphia, 
without deduction for any tax or taxes, except gift, suc- 
cession, or inheritance taxes, which the City of Philadel- 
phia may be required to pay thereon or retain therefrom 
under or pursuant to any present or future law of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, all of which taxes, ex- 
cept as above provided, the City of Philadelphia assumes 
and agrees to pay. 


Sect. 6. Said Refunding Bonds shall be executed by 
The Philadelphia National Bank, as Fiscal Agent for 
the City of Philadelphia, by two duly authorized officers 
thereof, and the seal of the City of Philadelphia shall be 
affixed thereto, duly countersigned and attested by the 
City Controller, and the coupons attached to said bonds 
shall be authenticated with the facsimile signature of the 
City Controller. The Philadelphia National Bank as 
Fiscal Agent is hereby authorized and instructed to 
execute and deliver, in accordance with the terms and pro- 
visions of said “Refunding Plan” and said “Refunding 
and Exchange Contract’? heretofore in Section 2 hereof 
referred to, Refunding Bonds of appropriate amounts, 
denominations, interest rates and maturities as set forth 
in Section 2 hereof in exchange for outstanding bonds 
eligible for exchange under the terms of said “Refunding 
Plan” and said ‘Refunding and Exchange Contract.” The 
outstanding bonds so surrendered to The Philadelphia 
National Bank for exchange as herein provided shall be 
cancelled forthwith, in an appropriate manner, by said 
Bank and such cancelled bonds shall thereupon be deliv- 
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ered by said Bank to the City Controller with a de- 
scription of the bonds surrendered and cancelled and of 
the Refunding Bonds delivered in exchange therefor. 


Sect. 7. There is hereby levied and assessed by 
force of this ordinance an annual tax of twelve and eight- 
tenths per centum on the total par value of the Refunding 
Bonds issued hereunder for the purpose of providing for 
the interest and State tax on said bonds and the principal 
thereof at maturity, and the proceeds of the said tax are 
hereby annually appropriated as follows: To the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund a sum sufficient to pay 
the interest on said bonds, also the principal thereof, as 
they shall become payable, and to the City Treasurer a 
sum sufficient to pay the State tax thereon; the appropria- 
tion in substantially equal annual installments, for the 
interest and principal, to be paid to the said Commission- 
ers semi-annually, one half on or before June 30th and 
one-half on or before December 31st of each year.

AN ORDINANCE 


Imposing an annual sewer rental in the City of Philadel- 
phia; fixing the rates and providing for the collection 
and administration thereof; and providing penalties. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That there is hereby imposed from and after 
January 1, 1942, an annual sewer rental for the use of 
sewers, sewage system and sewage treatment works of 
the City of Philadelphia upon the owners of the properties 
served thereby, at the rates hereinafter set forth. 


Sect. 2. Rare or Renta. The sewer rental hereby 
imposed shall be for each year at the rate of three mills 
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for each dollar of the fair value of the property served, 
together with an amount equal to one-quarter of the 
water rent for such property for said year: Provided, 
That the fair value of such property for the purpose of 
this ordinance shall be the assessed value thereof: And 
provided further, That for the year 1942 only one-half of 
the said sewer rental shall be payable. 


Sect. 38. Non-Crry Water Users. Whenever a prop- 
erty uses the sewers, sewage system or sewage treatment 
works of the City of Philadelphia and receives all or part 
of its water supply from sources other than the City’s 
water system, the owner of said property shall be required 
to install a water meter of a type approved by the City 
and the sewer rental for the said property shall be at the 
rates hereinabove set forth, based on water charges com- 
puted at the rates, as fixed by the ordinance of December 
2, 1916, as amended. If the owner of any such property 
fails to install a water meter, the Receiver of Taxes shall 
estimate the amount of water from other than the City’s 
water system used by the said property. 


Sect. 4. Water not DiscHarcep 1InTO SeweER. When- 
ever a property served by the sewers, sewer system or 
sewage treatment works of the City of Philadelphia uses 
water for industrial or commercial purposes and such 
water is not discharged into the said sewers, sewer system 
or sewage treatment works and the owner shall, without 
cost to the City, install a measuring device of a type ap- 
proved by the Department of Public Works, the quantity 
of water not discharged into the said sewers, sewer system 
or sewage treatment works as established from the said 
measuring device shall be excluded in determining the 
amount of sewer rental due from such property. 


Sect. 5. Time or Payment. The rental herein im- 
posed shall be an annual rental for the calendar year and 
shall become due and payable at the same time and shall 
be collected in the same manner as now is, or hereafter 
may be, provided for the collection and payment of water 
rents: Provided; however, That if any sewer rental re- 
mains unpaid after the last day of the month in which the 
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same is due, there shall be charged as a penalty for such 
non-payment an additional sum or sums as follows: 


Five per cent. after the last day of the said month; 

Five per cent. additional after thirty days after the 
last day of the said month; 

Five per cent. additional after ninety days after the 
last day of the said month. 


Sect. 6. APPORTIONMENT. Whenever service to any 
property begins after the first day or terminates before 
the last day of any year, the sewer rental for such prop- 
erty shall be for that portion of the year during which 
the said property makes use of the sewers, sewage system 
and sewage treatment works of the City of Philadelphia: 
Provided, however, That in making such apportionment, 
a fraction of a month amounting to less than one-half a 
month shall be disregarded and a fraction of a month 
amounting to one-half or more of a month shall be counted 
as a full month. 


Secor. 7. Apministration. The Receiver of Taxes 
is hereby charged with the duty of collecting sewer 
rentals and he shall include in the water rent bills 
rendered by him, in a separate item or items, the sewer 
rental herein imposed and he shall have the general power 
and it shall be his duty to administer and provide for the 
administration of this ordinance and the collection of the 
sewer rental hereby imposed and, in so far as may be prac- 
ticable, the practice and procedure in the collection of the 
sewer rentals shall be similar to and shall conform to the 
practice and procedure used in the collection of water 
rents. 


Szct. 8. Cotzuection or Unparp Sewer ReEnrats. 
It shall be the duty of the Department of Law, in ease 
of non-payment of the sewer rental when due, and upon 
request by the Receiver of Taxes, to proceed for the col- 
lection thereof, together with the penalties, interest and 
costs accrued thereon and to enter liens and take such 
other action as now is or may hereafter be authorized by 
law or ordinance. 
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Sect. 9. Drtinquency. Whenever any delinquency 
in payment of sewer rentals, penalty, interest or costs 
shall continue for a period in excess of one year, the 
Director of Public Works is authorized to prevent the 
further discharge of sewage from the property affected, 
and for that purpose, in those cases where the source of 
water is the City water supply system, may cut off the 
supply of water furnished to the said property until the 
amount due the City is paid. 


Sect. 10. Consrruction. If any sentence, provision, 
clause, section or part of this ordinance is for any reason 
found to be unconstitutional, illegal or invalid, such uncon- 
stitutionality, ulegality or invalidity shall not affect or 
impair any of the remaining provisions, sentences, clauses, 
sections or parts of this ordinance. It is hereby declared 
as the intent of the Council that this ordinance would 
have been adopted had such unconstitutional, illegal or 
invalid provision, sentence, clause, section or part thereof 
not been included herein.

AN ORDINANCE 


Exercising the option of the City of Philadelphia to 
redeem and pay, on October 27, 1941, being the first 
secular or business day after October 26, 1941, bonds 
of the City of Philadelphia issued on October 26, 1921, 
aggregating eight million eight hundred and four thou- 
sand (8,804,000) dollars, pursuant to the provisions of 
an ordinance approved the fifteenth day of December, 
one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, as amended 
by ordinances approved the eleventh day of February, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one and the 
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twenty-seventh day of July, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-one, and authorizing and directing the giving 
of notice of such redemption and payment. 


Wuereas, By ordinance approved the fifteenth day of 
December, one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, there 
was authorized the creation of a loan or loans by the City 
of Philadelphia in the sum of twelve million four hun- 
dred and sixty thousand (12,460,000) dollars for the pur- 
poses therein set forth, which ordinance was amended by 
ordinances approved the eleventh day of February, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-one and the twenty- 
seventh dav of July, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one ; 


Anp Wuernas, The said ordinance, as amended, pro- 
vided, inter alia: 

“Provided, That there shall be inserted in the said 
bonds and certificates a provision that they may be 
redeemed at the option of the City at par, at the ex- 
piration of twenty (20) years from the date of issu- 
ance of the said loan, or at any interest period there- 
aiter ;”’ 


Anp Wuernas, Pursuant to the said ordinance, as 
amended, there was issued on October 26, 1921, bonds 
ageregating eight million eight hundred and four thou- 
sand (8,804,000) dollars, due October 26, 1971-1941, each 


of which bonds contained a provision that: 


“The City of Philadelphia reserves the right at its 
option to redeem this bond at par and accrued in- 
terest at the expiration of twenty (20) years from 
October 26, 1921, the date of issue of this loan, or at 
any interest period thereafter, upon sixty days’ notice 
by public advertisement. From the date of redemp- 
tion designated in any such notice of redemption, 
interest on bonds and certificates called for redemp- 
tion shall cease ;” 


Anp Wuprreas, October 26, 1941, is the first day of the 
week, commonly called ‘Sunday,’ and the next succeed- 
ing secular or business day is October 27, 1941; therefore 
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Seotion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordais, That pursuant to the terms and provisions of the 
said ordinance and the amendments thereto and of the 
said bonds issued on October 26, 1921, in accordance 
therewith, the City of Philadelphia hereby exercises its 
option to redeem all of the said bonds, aggregating eight 
million eight hundred and four thousand (8,804,000) dol- 
lars on October 27, 1941, being the first secular or busi- 
ness day next succeeding October 26, 1941, which falls on 
the first day of the week, commonly called “Sunday.” 


Sect. 2. The bonds of the said issue are hereby called 
for redemption and payment on October 27, 1941, and an 
amount sufficient to redeem and pay all of said bonds, 
together with the accrued interest thereon, shall be de- 
posited with the Philadelphia National Bank, the duly 
designated fiscal agent of the City of Philadelphia, on or 
prior to the said date. Interest on all bonds of the said 
issue shall cease on October 27, 1941, and any interest 
coupons attached thereto shall become void except as to 
interest accrued to October 27, 1941: Provided, however, 
That all moneys for the redemption of the issue of bonds 
hereby proposed and directed to be redeemed, placed in the 
Sinking Fund, shall be first applied to the payment, as 
far as applicable, of the principal of such bonds. 


Sect. 3. The Clerk of City Council is hereby author- 
ized and directed to give sixty days’ notice by public 
advertisement of the exercise by the City of Philadelphia 
of its option to redeem the said bonds on October 27, 1941, 
and requiring the holders thereof to present the same for 
redemption and payment to the Philadelphia National 
Bank, fiscal agent for the City of Philadelphia. Said 
notice shall be by public advertisement, published for three 
successive days beginning August 26, 1941, in three daily 
newspapers of general circulation and The Legal Intelli- 
gencer in the City of Philadelphia, and in one daily news- 
paper of general circulation in the City of New York 
and in The Daily Bond Buyer, and each insertion in each 
publication shall state the place where said bonds should 
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be presented for redemption and payment and that interest 
on the said bonds shall cease on October 27. 1941.

Authorizing lease and agreement for certain facilities and 
space at the Philadelphia Municipal Airport for use of 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration. 


Wuereas, Under authority of an ordinance of Council 
approved October 1, 1940, the Mayor was authorized to 
enter into a lease with the United States Government for 
certain space in the Administration Building at the Phila- 
delphia Municipal Airport to be used in connection with 
the business of the Civil Aeronautics Authority at the 
rate of one (1) dollar per year, and the Director of 
Public Works was authorized to enter into an agreement 
with the Civil Aeronautics Authority for the provision 
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of heat, light, power and other facilities and services in 
connection with such lease, in consideration of the pay- 
ment of eighty-five (85) dollars per month; and 


Wuereas, The lease and agreement were based on the 
use of approximately nine hundred and fifty square feet 
of space, but the Civil Aeronautics Administration is now 
desirous of reducing the amount of space to be used to 
four hundred square feet. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the Mayor is authorized to enter into and 
execute and deliver on behalf of the City of Philadelphia, 
a lease with the United States Government for certain 
space in the Administration Building at the Philadelphia 
Municipal Airport to be used in connection with the busi- 
ness of the Civil Aeronautics Administration, or such 
other agency as may hereafter succeed to its official and 
legal duties, for rental of one (1) dollar per year from 
June 1, 1941, and the Director of Public Works is hereby 
authorized to enter into an agreement with the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration for the provision of heat, 
light, power and other facilities and services in connection 
with its activities at the Philadelphia Municipal Airport 
in consideration of the payment of thirty-five (35) dollars 
per month, effective June 1, 1941.

Anp Wurreas, The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
has agreed to accept a donation of twenty-five thousand 
(25,000) dollars for the establishment of a Negro Health 
Center now located at Twentieth and Berks streets, Phila- 
delphia, and has agreed to maintain this health center after 
the Julius Rosenwald Fund donation is exhausted; 


Anp Wuereas, The comparative study will be made 
between the results obtained at the health center located 
at Twentieth and Berks streets, and the public health 
work done in the selected districts authorized under the 
donation of six thousand (6,000) dollars; 


Anp Wuersas, The City of Philadelphia is not com- 
mitted to any expenditure of funds for the comparative 
study involving the six thousand (6,000) dollars donation, 
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and is willing to accept and is appreciative of the donation 
to the City of Philadelphia; therefore 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the said sum of three thousand (38,000) 
dollars is hereby accepted and appropriated to the De- 
partment of Public Health, as follows:

Permitting David Kulla to maintain and use underground 
ducts, cables, wires, conduits, and appliances under and 
beneath the highways of the City of Philadelphia, for 
the purpose of operating a system or systems of sound 
reproduction for the conveying and dissemination of 
music and advertising, and permitting and authorizing 
the said David Kulla for such purpose to occupy and 
use the underground ducts, cables, conduits, wires and 
appliances of The Bell Telephone Company of Penn- 
sylvania, the Keystone Telephone Company of Phila- . 
delphia, and/or any other corporation lawfully using 
electrical current for telegraph, telephone or signal pur- 
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poses within the City, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as may be agreed upon between said company or 
companies, corporation or corporations, and the said 


David Kulla. 


Sseotion 1. The Council of the Crty of Philadelphia 
ordains, ‘That permission be, and is hereby granted to 
David Kulla, to maintain or use underground ducts, 
cables, wires, conduits and appliances, under and beneath 
the highways of the City of Philadelphia for connecting 
buildings, occupied by his customers, with his central sta- 
tion, and to use and operate such underground ducts, 
cables, wires, conduits and appliances for the purpose of 
conducting the business of conveying and disseminating 
to his customers by a system or systems of sound repro- 
duction, music and advertising, it being expressly pro- 
vided, however, that under no circumstances shall the said 
David Kulla convey or disseminate any news, data or in- 
formation with respect to racing or gambling, or any 
matter or event of such nature: Provided, That the rights 
and privileges granted to the said David Kulla under-this 
ordinance shall not include the right to furnish said ser- 
vices to ballrooms, dance halls and private functions con- 
ducted in hotels, banquet halls, or theatres. 


Secor. 2. That permission and authority be, and is 
hereby granted to David Kulla to use, occupy and operate 
the underground ducts, cables, wires, conduits and ap- 
phances, now owned, maintained and/or operated by, or 
which may in the future be owned, maintained or operated 
by The Bell Telephone Company of Pennsylvania, the 
Keystone Telephone Company of Philadelphia and/or any 
other corporation, lawfully using electrical current for tele- 
graph, telephone or signal purposes, within the City, upon 
such terms and conditions as may be provided for by lease 
or other form of contract between David Kulla and the 
party owning, maintaining or operating the ducts, cables, 
conduits, wires and appliances. 


Seor. 8. The privilege hereby granted may at any time 
be revoked by ordinance of Council and shall at all times 
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be exercised and maintained, subject to the approval of 
the Electrical Bureau and any violation of the terms of 
this ordinance by the said David Kulla unless remedied 
after reasonable written notice thereof given to the said 
David Kulla shall be deemed and taken to work as a for- 
feiture of the privileges hereby granted. 


Seor. 4. In consideration of the privileges hereby 
granted, the said David Kulla shall pay into the treasury 
of the City of Philadelphia, on the first day of November 
in each and every year hereafter, five per cent. of 
his entire gross receipts of the preceding year from the 
exercise, directly or indirectly, of any or all of the rights 
and privileges granted by this ordinance. For the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the amount due to the City of Phila- 
delphia under this provision the said David Kulla shall 
maintain within the City of Philadelphia a meter in each 
central studio registering every coin deposited in any ma- 
chine maintained by him, together with books of account 
containing detailed records of all the business done and 
all the moneys received by him within the said City, which 
books shall be subject to inspection by the proper City 
authorities or by their duly designated representatives at 
any and all times. David Kulla shall file with the Clerk 
of Council an acceptance of the terms and conditions of 
this ordinance within thirty days after the approval 
hereof, containing an undertaking to pay to the City the 
five per cent. of all gross receipts from the exercise 
of the permission herein granted, which shall at all times 
include all moneys deposited in the slots of machines op- 
erating by virtue of the permission herein granted. 


Sect. 5. The said David Kulla shall give a bond in 
the sum of five thousand (5,000) dollars to be approved 
by the City Solicitor for the faithful comphance with the 
provisions of this ordinance as well as to protect the City 
from any loss or damage or from any claims for loss or 
damage that may arise from the exercise of any or all 
of the privileges granted by this ordinance: Provided, 
That the surety on any such bond shall have the right to 
terminate its liability under said bond as to all matters 
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occurring subsequent to the expiration of ninety days 
after service upon the City of written notice of its inten- 
tion to so terminate such lability: And further provided, 
That if the City receives from any such surety written 
notice of termination of lability as aforesaid, the said 
David Kulla shall, within sixty days after receipt

sewage treatment and disposal facilities of the City, 
which may be deducted from its indebtedness in ascer- 
taining its borrowing capacity; and directing the pres- 
entation of this resolution to the Mayor for his approval 
or disapproval. 
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Wuereas, The City of Philadelphia has constructed 
and has in operation a system of sewers and facilities for 
the treatment and disposal of sewage and proposes to im- 
prove and extend the said system and facilities; and the 
said system and facilities, and the proposed improvements 
and extensions thereto, are necessary for the promotion 
of the health, safety, welfare and convenience of the in- 
habitants of the City of Philadelphia ; 


Anp Wuergas, The construction, improvement and ex- 
tension of the facilities for the treatment of sewage are 
required by the laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania for the abatement of the pollution of the waters of 
the State; and the Commonwealth has demanded and re- 
quired that the provisions of the law with respect thereto 
be complied with and that the necessary work therefor be 
promptly undertaken ; 


Anp Wuereas, There is now outstanding certain in- 
debtedness of the City of Philadelphia, the proceeds of 
which have been and are invested in the said system and 
facilities, and the proposed construction, improvements 
and extensions will require the incurring of further in- 
debtedness in a sum or sums which, it is estimated, will 
not in the aggregate exceed forty-two million (42,000,000) 
dollars, the proceeds of which are to be expended for the 
said purposes ; 


Anp Wuereas, The said system and facilities may rea- 
sonably be expected to yield revenue in excess of operating 
expenses sufficient to pay the interest, sinking fund charges 
and other charges on the said indebtedness now existing 
and that about to be incurred; therefore 


Resolved, By the Council of the City of Philadelphia, 
That the City Solicitor be and he is hereby authorized and 
directed to file a petition to the Court of Common Pleas 
of Philadelphia County for the purpose of having deter- 
mined the amount of the City’s debt incurred and about 
to be incurred and the proceeds of which have been and 
are (when authorized according to law) about to be in- 
vested in the sewer system and sewage treatment and 
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disposal facilities and the construction, improvement and 
extension thereof and the acquisition of property and 
equipment therefor, which may be deducted (in addition 
to loan funds invested in other self-sustaining improve- 
ments) from its indebtedness in ascertaining the borrow- 
ing capacity of the said City, as provided in Section 8, 
Article IX, of the Constitution of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, as amended, to the end that loans may be authorized 
and bonds or other evidences of indebtedness issued for 
the said purposes; and to take such further and other 
steps as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of 
this resolution. 


Resolved, That the Clerk of City Council is hereby 
directed to present this resolution to the Mayor for his 
approval or disapproval.

To extend the area in which approved wood frame con- 
struction may be used in the City of Philadelphia to 
that part of the Twenty-first Ward in the area bounded 
by the north side of Hermitage street, from Schuylkill 
river to Fairmount Park, extending north on boundary 
of Fairmount Park to Gorgas lane, west on Gorgas 
lane to Ridge avenue, north on Ridge avenue to Parker 
avenue, west on Parker avenue to the Schuylkill river. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That within the area hereinafter designated and 
including both sides of streets bounding said area, ap- 
proved wood frame construction may be used above the 
second floor for dwelling house construction of detached 
or semi-detached type, where the dwelling houses have 
clearance of party line by five feet, and for semi-detached 
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dwelling to be separated by solid masonry walls extending 
through the roof and provided with fire stops. This ordi- 
nance shall apply to that part of the Twenty-first Ward 
of the City of Philadelphia described as follows: area 
bounded by the north side of Hermitage street, from 
Schuylkill river to Fairmount Park, extending north on 
boundary of Fairmount Park to Gorgas lane, west on 
Gorgas lane to Ridge avenue, north on Ridge avenue to 
Parker avenue, west on Parker avenue to the Schuylkill 
river. 


Sect. 2. The foregoing construction shall at all times 
be subject to Section No. 3601 and Section No. 4311 of 
the Building Code, adopted for cities of the first class in 
1929, and later adopted by the Council of the City of 
Philadelphia as the building code of the City by an ordi- 
nance adopted the thirty-first day of August, 1937.

tial to a designation of Class “A’’ Commercial (a public 
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hearing which was duly advertised as required by Section 
4 of the Act of May 6, 1929, having been held by the 
Board of Adjustment on Tuesday, May 27, 1941): 


Situated on the easterly side of G street, extending 
from Bristol street to Hunting Park avenue, this 
distance being five hundred and five feet; thence ex- 
tending east of that width between parallel lines two 
hundred and ninety-six feet five and five-eighths 
inches; the northerly line being the south side of 
Bristol street and the southerly line being the north 
side of Hunting Park avenue. 


Srot. 2. Within ninety days from the date of the ap- 
proval of this ordinance, the person or persons at whose 
instance or request this ordinance has been drawn, shall 
pay into the City Treasury the sum of fifty (50) dollars 
for the publication of this ordinance. 


Srot. 3. This ordinance shall become effective on the 
date of compliance with the provisions of Section 2 hereof. 
Thereupon the Bureau of Engineering, Surveys and Zon- 
ing is directed to make the herein authorized change of 
classification on the zoning maps.

AN ORDINANCE 


To safeguard the public health, life and safety by provid- 
ing for the registration and regulation of all persons, 
co-partnerships or corporations engaged or intending to 
engage in the business of fumigating with hydrocyanic 
acid gas; establishing a board to determine the com- 
petency of all applicants for registration; providing 
permit fees and for the general administration of this 
ordinance; and imposing penalties for violations. 
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Seotion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains. That on and after September 1, 1941, it shall be 
unlawful for any person, co-partnership or corporation 
to fumigate any dwelling, industrial plant or any build- 
ing or structure whatsoever in the City of Philadelphia 
with hydrocyanic acid gas or any other gas containing 
hydrocyanic acid gas, unless such person, co-partnership 
or corporation shall have received a permit from the 
Department of Public Health of the City under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. The fee for such permit shall be 
ten (10) dollars for each calendar year or fraction thereof 
and shall be paid at the time of the issuance of said 
permit: Provided, however, That this ordinance shall 
not apply to horticultural or farm fumigations, green- 
houses, mushroom houses, the control of burrowing ani- 
mals, or to any business which requires the use of hydro- 
cyanic acid gas in and upon the premises on which such 
business is conducted, or to the goods, wares and merchan- 
dise contained in such premises. 


Ssor. 2. Any person, co-partnership or corporation 
desiring to be registered for the purpose of receiving a 
permit to employ the use of hydrocyanic acid gas under 
the provisions of this ordinance shall procure an applica- 
tion to be furnished by the Director of Public Health and 
after all of the questions therein contained have been fully 
answered shall file same in the Department of Public 
Health. 


Sect. 38. Before any person, co-partnership or cor- 
poration shall be granted a permit hereunder it shall 
appear that such applicant or employee of said applicant 
has been qualified by training or experience for a period 
of at least three years in fumigating operations em- 
ploying the use of hydrocyanic acid gas, and in addition 
to the filing of such application shall appear before a board 
consisting of the Fire Marshal, the Chief of the Division 
of Housing and Sanitation or the designated representa- 
tives of either of those officials, together with a member of 
the industry to be appointed by the Director of Public 
Health, in order to establish his competency in the use 
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of hydrocyanic acid gas. In the case of a co-partnership 
or a corporation being the applicant for registration at 
least one co-partner and one officer or employee qualified 
by training or experience in the conduct of the business 
of the corporation shall appear before said board and 
qualify as aforementioned. 


Seot. 4. (a) If any building or part thereof other 
than a room or vault especially designed for that purpose 
and having proper ventilation is to be fumigated, such 
building shall be entirely vacated during the fumigation 
process and the ventilation period following said fumiga- 
tion. 

(b) All occupants of buildings immediately adjoining 
the building to be fumigated shall vacate same during the 
exposure period and the fumigator in charge shall arrange 
for the proper ventilation of such adjoining buildings 
before re-occupancy thereof be permitted. 

(c) Occupants of buildings in the immediate vicinity 
other than those immediately adjoining the building to 
be fumigated shall be notified at least one day prior thereto 
and shall keep their windows open during the fumigation 
period and closed during the ventilation period if upon 
inspection there appears a possibility of gas gaining 
entrance. 

(d) Throughout the entire exposure period, one or 
more guards familiar with the use of and handling of 
hydrocyanic acid gas and equipped with gas mask ap- 
proved by the U. S. Bureau of Mines shall be on guard 
outside the structure which is being fumigated. 


(e) Prior to the fumigation, suitable warning signs 
shall be posted on all entrances to the structure to be 
fumigated. Copies of such warning signs shall be fur- 
nished by the fumigator for approval to the Department 
of Public Health and the Fire Marshal’s office. 


Sror. 5. Any person, co-partnership or corporation 
fumigating with hydrocyanic acid gas who shall fail to 
register and secure permission to fumigate with hydro- 
cyanic acid gas in compliance with this ordinance, or who 
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shall violate any other of the terms hereof, shall pursuant 
to a summons duly issued and a hearing held thereon be 
fined for the first offense an amount not less than ten (10) 
dollars nor more than fifty (50) dollars recoverable with 
costs and for any subsequent offense such violator shall be 
fined not less than twenty-five (25) dollars nor more than 
one hundred (100) dollars. In all such cases the judg- 
ment shall be recoverable with costs together with judg- 
ment of imprisonment not exceeding thirty days if the 
amount of said fines and costs shall not be paid into the 
court imposing the fines within ten days after the imposi- 
tion thereof. 


Sect. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed.

15, 1935, of the Bridge Line, which connects with the 
City-owned subway system by means of the Bridge Line

Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the indenture dated May 28, 1941, amend- 
ing the lease between The Delaware River Joint Com- 
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mission, Lessor, and Philadelphia Transportation Com- 
pany, successor to Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company, 
lessee, in the form as filed in the office of the Mayor on 
June 2, 1941, is hereby consented to and approved by 
the City of Philadelphia: Provided, however, That 
nothing in this consent and approval shall be taken to 
alter, rescind, amend or change any provision of the

location of old Passyunk avenue, extending approximately 
a distance of five hundred fifteen feet northwardly from 
Passyunk avenue, as now opened and used (being a por- 
tion of the bed of Gallows lane, now known as “River 
road,” as opened and used, to the width of thirty-three 
feet). 


Sect. 2. The Director of Public Works is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to issue permits for the temporary 
enclosure of the above described portion of Gallows lane, 
now known as “River road,” such permits not to exceed a 
period of five years from the date of the approval hereof 
and subject to the’*condition that the permit may be 
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revoked at the option of the City of Philadelphia if the 
removal is necessary for Governmental purposes and, in 
any event, the permit is not to extend beyond the present 
National emergency.

The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That for the purpose of aiding in the industrial 
production for National Defense the Edgecomb Steel Com- 
pany be and it is hereby authorized to enclose the follow- 
ing described portion of D street in the Thirty-third Ward 
of the City of Philadelphia for a period not exceeding five 
years from the date of the approval of this ordinance, to 
wit: 

Beginning at a point on the west side of D street 
at the distance of four hundred and thirty-seven feet 
south of Erie avenue; thence extending southwardly 
along the west side of D street twenty-five feet to a 
point; thence extending eastwardly parallel with Erie 
avenue eighty feet to a point in the east side of D 
street; thence extending northwardly along the said 
east side of D street twenty-five feet to a point; and 
thence extending westwardly parallel with Erie ave- 
nue eighty feet to the first mentioned point and place 
of beginning (being that portion of the bed of D 
street situated between points four hundred and 
thirty-seven feet and four hundred and sixty-two feet 
south of Erie avenue). 


Sect. 2. The Director of Public Works is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to issue permits for the temporary 
enclosure of the above described portion of D street, such 
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permits not to exceed a period of five years from the date

The Edgecomb Steel Company shall enter satis- 
factory security with the City Solicitor in the form of a 
bond of five thousand (5,000) dollars to indemnify the 
City against any claim which may arise as the result of 
the construction or maintenance of the above-mentioned 
enclosure, and to remove the same at the expiration of the 
permit at its own cost and expense and reconstruct the 
bed of D street to a condition as good as when the permit 
issued. 


Secor. 4. The Edgecomb Steel Company shall at no time 
during the life of the said permit interfere in any way 
_ with municipal structures contained within the enclosure 

and shall permit the access for repair, enlargement, exten- 
sion or improvement of the same at all reasonable hours. 


Srot. 5. The Edgecomb Steel Company shall at all rea- 
sonable hours afford to all public utility companies free 
access to the said enclosed portion of D street for the 
purpose of inspecting or servicing public utility facilities 
contained within the area.

and the twenty-seventh day of July, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-one. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
Bont s That the Mayor, City Controller and City Solici- 
tor, or any two of them, be and they are hereby authorized 
to borrow, at such time or times, and in such proportion as, 
in their judgment, the best interests of the City demand, 
from the highest bidder or bidders by advertisement at 
not less than par, on the faith and credit of the City of 
Philadelphia, a sum or sums which, in the aggregate, shall 
not exceed seven million one hundred thousand (7,100,-

of the principal of such bonds, and the balance of such 
issue only shall be redeemed by the issue of new bonds.

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betically arranged and one of such series shall be paid on 
the first day of January at said office until the whole loan 
shall be paid, commencing with series (A), which shall be 
paid on the first day of January next succeeding the ex- 
piration of one full year from the date of issuance, and one 
of the remaining series shall be paid each year on the 
first day of January succeeding, in the order of their 
alphabetical arrangement. Bonds or certificates of the 
said loan shall be in substantially the form provided by 
the ordinance approved the first day of May, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty, prescribing the form of bond 
for the City serial loan issues, in such denominations 
as the lender may require, in the sum of one hundred 
(100) dollars and its multiples in registered form and 
in the sums of one thousand (1,000) dollars and ten 
thousand (10,000) dollars in coupon form interchange- 
able; and it shall be expressed in said bonds or certificates 
that the loan therein mentioned is payable as set forth 
herein, and that the principal and interest on said loan 
or loans are payable in lawful money of the United States, 
without deduction for any tax or taxes, except gift, suc- 
cession or inheritance taxes, which the City of Philadel- 
phia may be required to pay thereon or retain therefrom 
under or pursuant to any present or future law of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, all of which taxes, ex- 
cept as above provided, the City of Philadelphia assumes 
and agrees to pay. Bids may be invited at various in- 
terest rates not exceeding that provided by law, with the 
right to the bidder to designate the interest rate or rates. 


Sror. 4. Whenever any loan shall be created by virtue 
of this ordinance, there is, by force of this ordinance, an 
annual tax levied of twelve and seven-tenths per centum 
on the par value of said bonds or certificates so issued to 
pay the interest, also the principal, of said loan as they 
shall become payable, together with the State tax thereon, 
and the proceeds of the taxes so levied are hereby annually 
appropriated as follows: 

To the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund a sum suf- 
ficient to pay the interest on said loan, also the principal 
thereof, as the same shall become payable, and to jthe 
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City Treasurer a sum sufficient to pay the State tax 
thereon; the appropriation for the interest. to be paid sem1- 
annually, and for the principal annually, to the said 
Commissioners.

AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the general welfare and better protection 
of life and property by requiring and providing for the 
examination and registration of persons engaged in the 
business of the installation, alteration and repairing of 
warm-air heating, and providing for penalties. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That it shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons engaged in such business to repair or to install any 
warm-air heating apparatus connected with flues or chim- 
ney in any dwelling or building in the City of Philadel- 
phia unless such person is twenty-one years of age and 
has received registration certificate authorizing him to 
repair or install the same as hereinafter provided for; or 
to repair or install any such apparatus after the revocation 
of said certificate until the renewal thereof or during his 
suspension of his rights so to do. 


Secr. 2. All persons desiring to engage in the business 
of repairing or installing warm-air heating: apparatus 
shall apply to the Bureau of Building Inspection which 
bureau shall examine the applicant as to his knowledge 
of warm-air heating apparatus connected with flues or 
chimney and as to the character and habits of such appli- 
cant with respect to the use of intoxicating liquors or 
otherwise. Said applicant shall be a fit person and shall 
have the recommendation of two reputable citizens of the 
City of Philadelphia, and if such applicant is a suitable 
and safe person to be entrusted with the installation of 
such warm-air heating apparatus a certificate of registra- 
tion shall be granted to said applicant authorizing him 
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for the period of one year to install and repair said warm- 
air heating apparatus. The Chief of the Bureau of Build- 
ing Inspection is authorized to adopt such regulations 
with respect to examination and qualifications as shall not 
be inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance. All 
persons heretofore engaged in said business may obtain a 
certificate of registration without examination if appli- 
cation is made therefor within one year from the effective 
date hereof. 


Seor. 3. The Chief of the Bureau of Building Inspec- 
tion may, upon a proper showing of incompetence or mis- 
conduct connected with the duty of any certified registered 
person, after notice and hearing pursuant thereto, suspend 
or revoke the said certificate for such incompetence or 
misconduct. Such misconduct shall involve intoxication on 
duty, negligent or unskilled performance of duties or the 
endangering of life or the wilful violation of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance or the regulations promulgated 
pursuant thereto. 


Sect. 4. Any person who has a certificate of registra- 
tion for the installation of such warm-air heating appara- 
tus or repairs thereto shall certify to the Fire Marshal 
of the City of Philadelphia that he has performed the 
work that he has been engaged to do. 


Secor. 5. Any person whose certificate of registration 
has been refused, suspended or revoked may appeal from 
the decision of the Chief of the Bureau of Building In- 
spection to a Board of Appeal composed of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection, the Fire Marshal and 
one heating engineer to be appointed by the Director of 
Public Safety. 

Notice of such appeal must be given in writing to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Building Inspection within five 
days after the refusal, revocation or suspension of said 
certificate. Notice of the time and place of the hearing on 
appeal shall be given by the Board of Appeal to the ap- 
pellant at least three days prior to the date of the said 
hearing. 
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Sect. 6. The certificate provided for herein must at 
all times be displayed upon request. 


Sect. 7. All persons engaged in the business of repair- 
ing and installing warm-air heating apparatus, at the time 
of the effective date of this ordinance, shall register and 
receive a certificate of registration. All persons applying 
for a certificate of registration shall pay the sum of five 
(5) dollars. Certificates may be renewed annually without 
examination upon the payment of two (2) dollars; for 
any such new warm-air heating apparatus to be installed 
in any dwelling or building in the City of Philadelphia 
a permit must be taken out at a cost of one (1) dollar to be 
issued by the Chief of the Bureau of Building Inspection: 
Provided, however, That application for renewal shall be 
made within ninety days after the expiration of any li- 
cense, otherwise re-examination will be required. 


Secor. 8. It shall be unlawful to connect up any warm- 
air heating apparatus with any flues, outlets or otherwise 
that are not properly protected and found to be unsafe 
either by the registrant or the Fire Marshal; no unpro- 
tected metal flues shall be allowed to pass through parti- 
tions unless in accordance with the rules and regulations 
as provided by the Chief of the Bureau of Building In- 
spection. 


Sect. 9. Any person so engaged in the business as afore- 
said, who shall install or repair any warm-air heating 
apparatus without a certificate of registration being issued 
to him or after the revocation or during the suspension 
thereof or any person who shall receive such certificate 
of registration and shall violate any of the provisions 
hereof shall be subject to the penalty of not exceeding 
one hundred (100) dollars and upon failure to pay the 
sum within ten days to imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days, to be imposed in accordance with the provisions of 
the Acts of Assembly of March 25, 1929, P. L. 66. Any 
conviction under this ordinance shall immediately re- 
scind any license or certificate heretofore issued. 


Srot. 10. If any sentence, clause or section or part of 
this ordinance is for any reason found to be unconstitu- 
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tional, illegal or invalid, such unconstitutionality, illegality 
or invalidity shall not affect or impair any of the remain- 
ing provisions, sentences, clauses or sections or parts of 
this ordinance. It is hereby declared as the intent of the 
Council that this ordinance would have been adopted had 
such unconstitutional, illegal or invalid sentence, clause, 
section or part thereof not been included herein.

boilers, engines or machinery in said City after the 
revocation of such certificate, until the renewal there- 
of, or during the suspension of his right so to do, and 
it shall be unlawful for any owner, user or other per- 
son having control of any such boiler, engine or ma- 
chinery, to operate or cause to be operated by any 
person other than one holding such certificate: Pro- 
vided, That this ordinance shall not apply to boilers, 
engines or machinery in dwelling houses used ex- 
clusively for residential purposes or to such boilers, 
engines or machinery as may be under the supervision 
or control of the Federal authorities, or used in con- 
nection with interstate commerce, nor to the operation 
of any boiler carrying not more than fifteen pounds 
pressure or the operation of refrigeration machinery 
with a capacity of twenty-five tons or less.

under the terms of the said agreement; and allocating 
funds to pay the obligations of the City under the said 
agreement and this ordinance. 


The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia and 
the Director of the Department of Public Works are here- 
by authorized and directed to enter into and execute and

2. The filing of an agreement by The Barrett Com- 
pany, in form satisfactory to the City Solicitor, providing 
that no buildings, foundations and/or structures of any 
character shall be erected or established within the lines 
of Wakeling street, from Stiles street to Frankford creek, 
and Pratt street, from Belgrade street to Frankford creek, 
as above stricken and vacated, and along the line of the 
Frankford creek intercepting sewer ; that the loads bearing 
directly or indirectly upon the drainage structures within 
the property of The Barrett Company shall not be in- 
creased; granting to the City the right of access at all 
times by its agents, employees and workmen within the

To grant permission to the I-T-E Circuit Breaker Com- 
pany to lay electric conduit (two terra-cotta ducts 
encased in concrete) with necessary manholes and appli- 
ances, under and along the west footway of North Nine- 
teenth street, and under and across North Nineteenth 
street, south of the north building line of Hamilton 
street. 


Section 1. The Council of the Crty of Philadelphia 
ordains, That permission be and is hereby granted to 
I-T-E Conduit Breaker Company to lay, maintain and 
use electric conduit (two terra-cotta ducts encased in con-

To amend Section 3 of the ordinance approved March 29, 
1904, creating the Fire Insurance Fund, as heretofore 
amended, by providing for the accumulation of the fund 
to seven hundred and fifty thousand (750,000) dollars 
and extending the provisions thereof. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That Section 8 of the ordinance approved March 
29, 1904, creating the Fire Insurance Fund, as heretofore 
amended, be further amended so that the said section shall 
read as follows: 


“Secr. 8. The said Sinking Fund Commission 
is hereby authorized and directed to receive the said 
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funds hereinbefore directed to be paid to it, to hold 
and invest the same as other moneys in its charge 
and keeping are held and invested; to keep a separate 
account thereof as an insurance fund of the City of 
Philadelphia, and to accumulate said fund until it 
shall amount to the sum of seven hundred and fifty 
thousand (750,000) dollars, which shall be retained 
by said Commission as a permanent insurance fund, 
and shall be used and applied, either before or after 
it shall reach said amount, for the repair, rebuilding 
and replacement of any real or personal property of 
the City which may be injured or destroyed by fire, 
hghtning, marine disaster, wind, storm, tornado or 
explosion, or otherwise injured as an incident thereto. 

It is further hereby directed that when and as 
from time to time the accumulations of such fund 
shall be in excess of the said sum of seven hundred

AN ORDINANCE 


To permit Socony-Vacuum Oil Company, Incorporated, to 
lay and maintain pipe lines for the transportation of 
petroleum and its products, together with an under- 
ground cable, such cable to be installed in the pipe line 
ditch along the right-of-way of the Reading Railroad 
and under or over and across the bed of Ninety-fourth 
street, Ninety-second street, Ninety-first street, Nine- 
tieth street, Penrose avenue, LHighty-ninth street, 
Eighty-eighth street, Eighty-seventh street, Highty- 
sixth street, Eighty-fifth street, Eighty-fourth street, 
Highty-third street, Eighty-second street, Highty-first 
street, Eightieth street, Island avenue, Seventy-ninth 
street, Seventy-eighth street, Seventy-seventh street, 
Seventy-sixth street, Seventy-fifth street, Seventy-fourth 
street, Pennypacker avenue, Powers lane, Seventieth 
street, Sixty-eighth street, Passyunk avenue, Sixty-third 
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street, Sixty-first street, Fifty-eighth street, subject to 
certain conditions and reservations. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That permission is hereby granted to Socony- 
Vacuum Oil Company, Incorporated, to lay, maintain, 
repair, renew, replace, operate and relocate pipe lines for 
the transportation of petroleum and its products, together 
with an underground cable, such cable to be installed in 
the pipe line ditch along the right-of-way of the Reading 
Railroad and under or over and across the bed of existing 
and proposed City streets, in the Fortieth Ward, the gen- 
eral route of such pipe lines and cable being described as 
follows: 

Beginning at a point where the right-of-way of 
the Reading Railroad lying between Eastwick avenue 
and Bartram avenue, in the Fortieth Ward of the 
City of Philadelphia, intersects the Philadelphia- 
Delaware County line; thence proceeding in a 
northerly direction along the right-of-way of the said 
Reading Railroad under and across Ninety-fourth 
street, Ninety-second street, Ninety-first street, Nine- 
tieth street, Penrose avenue, Eighty-ninth street, 
Eighty-eighth street, Eighty-seventh street, Eighty- 
sixth street, Eighty-fifth street, Eighty-fourth street, 
Highty-third street, Eighty-second street, Eighty-first 
street, Hightieth street, Island avenue, Seventy-ninth 
street, Seventy-eighth street, Seventy-seventh street, 
Seventy-sixth street, Seventy-fifth street, Seventy- 
fourth street, Pennypacker avenue, Powers lane, 
Seventieth street, Sixty-eighth street, Passyunk ave- 
nue, Sixty-third street; thence along the said right- 
of-way of the Reading Railroad over and across the 
bed of Sixty-first street to the property of Socony- 
Vacuum Oil Company, Incorporated, located between 
the right-of-way of the said Reading Railroad and the 
Schuylkill river north of Fifty-eighth street. 


Stor. 2. The said pipes shall be laid in accordance 
with the requirements and under the supervision of the 
Department of Public Works and the Department of Pub- 
lice Safety; shall be used exclusively in the conduct of 
the business of:the said Socony-Vacuum Oil Company in 
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accordance with all ordinances and regulations of the 
Board of Highway Supervisors governing the construc- 
tion, maintenance and use of underground structures and 
the equipment placed therein; shall be relocated at any 
time when the space may be needed for use of any facili- 
ties or for any need that requires the space for the public 
good, and the said pipes, or any portion thereof, shall be 
removed and the street restored to its then existing condi- 
tion, without expense to the City, within ninety days of 
service of a notice to that effect by the Department of 
Public Works. Before exercising any privilege under this 
ordinance the said Socony-Vacuum Company, Incor- 
porated, shall enter into an agreement with bond, in form 
and amount satisfactory to the City Solicitor, to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance and all regulations 
of the Board of Highway Supervisors, to protect the City 
from all damages or claims for damages which may arise 
from the construction, maintenance and use of the said 
pipes, to comply with all ordinances now in effect or which 
may hereafter be approved regulating the laying of pipes 
and conduits under the streets of the City of Philadelphia 
and fixing charges for such occupation of the streets, and 
shall pay into the City Treasury the sum of fifty (50) 
dollars for the publication of this ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 


Granting permission to Philadelphia Suburban Water 
Company to lay, maintain and operate a main, valves 
and manholes to be used to convey water under and 
along Philmont avenue, from the point where said ave- 
nue intersects the dividing line between the City of 
Philadelphia and Bucks County to the point where said 
avenue intersects the dividing line between the City of 
Philadelphia and Montgomery County. 

Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That permission be, and is hereby granted to 

Philadelphia Suburban Water Company, its successors and 
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assigns, to lay, maintain and operate a main with all neces- 
sary manholes and valves, for the purpose of conveying 
water from the said Company’s source of supply at 
Neshaminy Falls in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, to the 
territories in which it is authorized to supply water to the 
public, in and along the line of Philmont avenue, from the 
point where said avenue intersects the dividing line be- 
tween the City of Philadelphia and Bucks County west- 
ward to Bustleton avenue, in and along Bustleton avenue 
southward to the continuation of Philmont avenue, and in 
and along Philmont avenue westward from said Bustleton 
avenue to the point where said avenue intersects the divid- 
ing line between the City of Philadelphia and Montgomery 
County near the Horsham and Byberry road, all being 
within the Thirty-fifth Ward of the City of Philadelphia. 
The said main, valves and manholes shall be used exclu- 
sively in the conduct of the lawful business of Philadelphia 
Suburban Water Company, its successors and assigns: 
Provided, however, That at no time hereafter by virtue of 
this ordinance shall the Philadelphia Suburban Water 
Company, or its successors or assigns, claim any right by 
virtue hereof to engage in or indulge in the serving of 
residents of the City of Philadelphia with water or any 
of its derivatives from the pipe lines herein permitted: 
And provided further, That the permission herein granted 
shall be subject at all times to the Philadelphia Suburban 
Water Company obtaining the necessary permits from the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to break the surface of 
the highways along which the pipe line is to be installed. 


Sect. 2. The said pipes shall be laid in accordance 
with the reasonable requirements and under the supervi- 
sion of the Department of Public Works and the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety; shall be used exclusively in the 
conduct of the business of the said Philadelphia Suburban 
Water Company in accordance with all valid and lawful 
ordinances and regulations of the Board of Highway 
Supervisors governing the construction, maintenance and 
use of underground structures and the equipment placed 
therein; shall be relocated at any time when the space may 
be needed for use of any publicly owned facilities or for 
any need that requires the space for public purposes, and 
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in such event the said pipes, or any portion thereof, shall 
be relocated and the street restored to its then existing 
condition, without expense to the City, within ninety days 
of service of a notice to that effect by the Department of 
Public Works. Before exercising any privilege under this 
ordinance, the said Philadelphia Suburban Water Com- 
pany shall enter into an agreement with bond, in form and 
amount satisfactory to the City Solicitor, to comply with 
the provisions of this ordinance and all such reasonable 
regulations of the Board of Highway Supervisors, to pro- 
tect the City from all damages or claims for damages which 
may arise from the construction, maintenance and use of 
the said pipes, to comply with all lawful ordinances now 
in effect or which may hereafter be approved regulating 
the laying of pipes and conduits under the streets of the 
City of Philadelphia and fixing charges for such occupa- 
tion of the streets, and shall pay into the City Treasury 
the sum of fifty (50) dollars for the publication of this 
ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 


To amend an ordinance known as the ‘Philadelphia Zon- 
ing Ordinance and Zoning Maps,” approved August 10, 
1933, by changing the designation of the following 
portion of the City of Philadelphia from Class ‘*b” 
Residential to a designation of Class ‘‘C”’ Residential: 
area bounded by Stenton avenue, Crittenden street, 
Upsal street and a line southeast of Barringer street. 


Srotion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the zoning ordinance approved August 10, 
1933, known as the “Philadelphia Zoning Ordinance and 
Zoning Maps,” is hereby amended by changing the desig- 
nation on the zoning maps of the following described por- 
tion of the City of Philadelphia from Class “B” Resi- 
dential to a designation of Class “‘C” Residential (a public 
hearing which was duly advertised as required by Section 
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4 of the Act of May 6, 1929, having been held by the 
Board of Adjustment on Tuesday, August 6, 1940): 


Area bounded by Stenton avenue, Crittenden 
street, Upsal street and a line one hundred and twelve 
feet more or less southeast of Barringer street. 


Secr. 2. Within ninety days from the date of the ap- 
proval of this ordinance, the person or persons at whose 
instance or request this ordinance has been drawn, shall 
pay into the City Treasury the sum of fifty (50) dollars 
for the publication of this ordinance. 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall become effective on the 
date of compliance with the provisions of Section 2 hereof. 
Thereupon the Bureau of Engineering, Surveys and Zon- 
ing is directed to make the herein authorized change of 
classification on the zoning maps.

AN ORDINANCE 


Permitting Alice W. King and William L. King, trading 
under the Quaker Vending Company, to maintain and 
use underground ducts, cables, wires, conduits and 
appliances under and beneath the highways of the City 
of Philadelphia for the purpose of operating a system 
or systems of sound reproduction for the conveying and 
dissemination of music and advertising, and permit- 
ting and authorizing the Quaker Vending Company for 
such purpose to occupy and use the underground ducts, 
cables, conduits, wires and appliances of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company of Pennsylvania, the Keystone Tele- 
phone Company of Philadelphia, and/or any other cor- 
poration lawfully using electrical current for telephone, 
telegraph or signal purposes within the City, upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon between 
said company or companies, corporation or corporations 
and the Quaker Vending Company. 

Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That permission be, and is hereby granted to 
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Alice W. King and William L. King, trading as the 


Quaker Vending Company, to maintain or use under- 
ground ducts, cables, wires, conduits and appliances, 
under and beneath the highways of the City of Philadel- 
phia for connecting buildings, occupied by its customers, 
with its central station, and to use and operate such under- 
ground ducts, cables, wires, conduits and appliances for 
the purpose of conducting the business of conveying and 
disseminating to its customers by a system or systems of 
sound reproduction, music and advertising, it being ex- 
pressly provided, however, that under no circumstances 
shall the said company convey or disseminate any news, 
data, or information with respect to racing or gambling 
or any matter or event of such nature. 

Provided, That the rights and privileges granted to the 
said Quaker Vending Company under this ordinance shall 
not include the right to furnish said services to ballrooms, 
dance halls, and private functions conducted in hotels, 
banquet halls, or theatres. 


Sect. 2. That permission and authority be and is 
hereby granted to the Quaker Vending Company to use, 
occupy and operate the underground ducts, cables, wires, 
conduits and appliances, now owned, maintained and/or 
operated by the Bell Telephone Company of Pennsyl- 
vania, the Keystone Telephone Company of Philadelphia 
and/or any other corporation, lawfully using electrical 
current for telegraph, telephone or signal purposes within 
the City, upon such terms and conditions as may be pro- 
vided for by lease or other form of contract between the 
Quaker Vending Company and the party owning, main- 
taining or operating the ducts, cables and conduits, wires 
and appliances. 


Sect. 3. The privilege hereby granted may at any 
time be revoked by ordinance of Council and shall at all 
times be exercised and maintained, subject to the approval 
of the Electrical Bureau and any violation of the terms 
of this ordinance by the said Quaker Vending Company, 
unless remedied after reasonable written notice thereof 
given to the said Quaker Vending Company, shall be 
deemed and taken to work a forfeiture of the privileges 
hereby granted. 
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Secor. 4. In consideration of the privileges hereby 
granted, the said Quaker Vending Company shall pay into 
the treasury of the City of Philadelphia, on the first day 
of November in each and every year hereafter, five per 
cent. of its entire gross receipts of the preceding year from 
the exercise, directly or indirectly, of any or all of the 
rights and privileges granted by this ordinance. For the 
purpose of ascertaining the amount due to the City of 
Philadelphia under this privision the said company shall 
maintain within the City of Philadelphia, a meter in each 
central studio registering every coin deposited in any ma- 
chine maintained by the Company, together with books 
of account containing detailed records of all the business 
. done and all the moneys receiveed by said company within 
the said City, which books shall be subject to inspection 
by the proper City authorities or by their duly designated 
representatives at any and all times. The Quaker Verd- 
ing Company shall file with the Clerk of Council an ac- 
ceptance of the terms and conditions of this ordinance, 
within thirty days after the approval hereof, containing 
an undertaking to pay to the City the five per cent. of all 
gross receipts from the exercise of the permission herein 
granted, which shall at all times include all moneys de- 
posited in the slots of machines operating by virtue of the 
permission herein granted. 


Sect. 5. The said Quaker Vending Company shall 
give a bond in the sum of five thousand (5,000) dollars 
to be approved by the City Solicitor for the faithful com- 
pliance with the provisions of this ordinance as well as 
to protect the City from any loss or damage or from any 
claims for loss or damage that may arise from the exercise 
of any or all of the privileges granted by this ordinance: 
Provided, That the surety on any such bond shall have 
the right to terminate its liability under said bond as to 
all matters occurring subsequent to the expiration of ninety 
days after service upon the City of written notice of its 
intention to so terminate such liability: And further pro- 
vided, That if the City receives from any such surety 
written notice of termination of liability as aforesaid, 
the said Quaker Vending Company shall, within sixty 
days after receipt by the City of such written notice, fur-

nish another bond approved by the City Solicitor in sub- 
stitution of the bond on which liability is to be terminated, 
and in the event of the failure of the said Quaker Vend- 
ing Company to furnish such other bond all the rights and 
privileges granted to the said Quaker Vending Company 
by this ordinance shall end, terminate and cease sixty days 
after the receipt by the City of written notice of termina- 
tion of liability as aforesaid. 


Sect. 6. No right, franchise or privilege here granted 
to the said Quaker Vending Company shall be assigned, 
transferred to, or participated in by any other company 
or person.

Sect. 7. That the Quaker Vending Company shall 
pay into the City Treasury the sum of fifty (50) dollars 
for the publication of this ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 


Authorizing and directing the execution of a co-operation 
agreement among the United States of America, acting 
by the Federal Works Administrator, the City of Phila- 
delphia and the School District of Philadelphia, for the 
purpose of undertaking the construction, maintenance 
and operation of housing projects to accommodate per- 
sons engaged in national defense activities as defined in 
the Act of October 14, 1940 (54 Stat. 1125), as 
amended. 


Section 1. Zhe Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia be, 
and he is hereby authorized and directed to enter into and 
execute and deliver on the part of the City, an agreement 
with the United States of America, acting through the 
Federal Works Administrator, and the School District 
of Philadelphia, for the purposes and objects set forth in 
the recital and covenants therein provided, in the form 
following : 
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This agreement, made this day of 
in the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one (1941), among the City of Philadelphia, the 
United States of America and the School District of Phila- 
delphia. 
WITNESSETH : 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act of October 14, 1940 
(54 Stat. 1125), as amended (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Act”’), the Federal Works Administrator (herein- 
after referred to as the “Administrator” ), on behalf of 
the United States of America (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Government”), is authorized to undertake the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of housing projects 
to accommodate persons engaged in national defense 
activities (as defined in the Act); 


Anp Wuersas, the Administrator has approved the 
construction of a project of approximately 1,000 units 
identified as Project No. 36013-X (hereinafter referred 
to as the “Project’’) to be located in the City of Phila- 
delphia, Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, on property 
owned or to be acquired by the Government within the 
boundaries hereinafter described, to wit: 


Holme avenue, Willitts avenue, Academy avenue, 
Frankford avenue, Pennypack creek and the Bustle- 
ton Branch of the Connecting Railroad. 


Wuereas, by virtue of the fact that the Project and 
land acquired in connection with the Project and the 
improvements thereon is owned by the Government, such 
land and improvements are and will be exempt from 
taxation by the City of Philadelphia (hereinafter referred 
to as the “City”’), the School District of Philadelphia 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘School District’), and 
by all other political subdivisions of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania; 


Anp Wuerreas, the Administrator, by virtue of Section 
306 of the Act is authorized to enter into agreements on 
behalf of the Government to pay annual sums in lieu 
of taxes, and the Administrator is willing to make certain 
payments in lieu of taxes to the City and the School 
District in which the Project is situated; 
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Now, Therefore, This Agreement Witnesseth, That in 
consideration of the mutual promises hereinafter set forth, 
the parties hereto agree as follows: 


1. Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agree- 
ment, the Government agrees to pay to the City and the 
School District annually a total sum equal to fifteen per 
cent. (15%) of the total annual shelter rent charged for 
occupied dwelling units in the Project. For purposes of 
this paragraph shelter rent shall mean the charge estab- 
lished for the use of a dwelling excluding the furnishing 
of any utilities (2. e., water, heat, heating of water, light, 
cooking, fuel, or refrigeration energy). 


2. The payments by the Government pursuant to Para- 
graph 1 hereof shall be for the annual period ending 
December 31st of each year and shall be payable within 
sixty (60) days thereafter. The Administrator shall 
transmit to the Receiver of Taxes with such payment, a 
statement of the total annual shelter rent charged for 
occupied dwelling units in the Project for the period 
covered by the payment. 


3. The City and the School District agree that during 
the period commencing with the date of the acquisition 
of any part of the site for the Project and continuing for 
the hfe of this Agreement, they will not levy, impose or 
charge any taxes, special assessments, service fees, charges 
or tolls against ‘the Government for or with respect to 
the Project, with the exception of the following: 
(a) payments in lieu of taxes required by this Agree 
ment; (b) payments for water service which shall be 
at the rate of forty (40) cents for each 1,000 cubic feet; 
(c) payments for the regular charges required by law for 
engineering services within the lines of streets to be dedi- 
cated by the Government under this Agreement; and (d) 
such charges for special services in connection with the 
construction of the Project as may be agreed to by or 
on behalf of the Administrator. 


4. (a) The City agrees that it will furnish, without 
cost or charge to the Government and the tenants of the 
Project, the usual municipal services and facilities which 
are or may be furnished without cost or charge to other 
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dwellings and inhabitants in the City, including, but not 
limited to fire, police and health protection and services ; 
street lighting facilities and services; fire hydrant service; 
sewer service; the collection and disposal of garbage, trash 
and ashes for the Project and the tenants thereof. 


(b) The School District agrees that it will furnish, 
without cost or charge to the Government and the tenants 
of the Project, school and educational services and facili- 
ties for the Project and the tenants thereof of the same 
character as those furnished without charge to other dwell- 
ings and inhabitants of the School District. 


(c) The City agrees to revise the lines and grades of 
that portion of the City plan bounded by Holme avenue, 
Willitts avenue, Academy avenue, Frankford avenue, 
Pennypack creek, and the Bustleton Branch of the Con- 
necting Railway, including the placing on the City plan 
of Pennypack street of the width of sixty (60) feet, from 
Frankford avenue to Holme avenue, and Crispin street 
of the width of sixty (60) feet, from Pennypack street 
to Willitts avenue. 


5. The City agrees that it will maintain in good repair 
and working order any and all municipal utilities and 
facilities, provided by it or by the Government for the 
use and benefit of the Project and the tenants thereof; 
that it will maintain in good repair public streets or roads 
(not including sidewalks), which are adjacent to, or which 
are within the boundaries of, the Project; that it will 
accept as public streets or roads any streets or roads within 
the boundaries of the Project which are placed upon the 
City plan and constructed and dedicated by the Govern- 
ment: Provided, however, That nothing in this paragraph 
shall be construed to make the City liable for the charges 
of original paving, or the original installation of facilities ; 
nor to relieve the tenants of such duties of maintenance 
as are now imposed by law, upon tenants of other proper- 
ties in the City. 


6. The City further agrees that it will grant an ease- 
ment to the Government for the purpose of permitting 
the installation of the necessary sewer outlets for the 
Project within the boundaries of Pennypack Park, and 
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that it will permit the reservation of easements in streets 
to be dedicated for public use for the purpose of main- 
taining gas distribution lines and poles and wires neces- 
sary for the supply of electricity to the electrical distribu- 
tion system of the Project owned by the Government: 
Provided, however, That the City shall have the right to 
install and maintain upon the said poles such facilities as 
may be necessary for fire and police protection and street 
lighting. 


7. (a) The Government agrees that it will dedicate 
all streets placed upon the City plan in accordance with 
paragraph 4 (c) of this agreement together with all 
municipal utilities and facilities which shall be installed 
at the expense of the Government, and in a manner ac- 
ceptable to the City; subject, however to the provisions 
of Paragraph 6, above. 


(b) The Government agrees to construct, at its own 
cost and expense, including the cost of inspection, such 
public sewers and drainage structures as may be neces- 
sary within the public streets, which are herein authorized 
to be placed on the City plan and dedicated, together with 
such outlet sewers as may be necessary to be built within 
the boundaries of Pennypack Park, in order to connect 
with the intercepting sewer adjacent to Pennypack creek, 
and further agrees that such sewer construction shall in- 
clude all manholes, inlets, laterals, spur connections, and 
appurtenant work, and that the construction of said sewers 
and appurtenant work shall be done in a manner accept- 
able to the City. 


8. The annual payments in lieu of taxes required by 
this Agreement shall be made by the Government to the 
Receiver of Taxes of Philadelphia. The sums so received 
shall be distributed between the City and the School Dis- 
trict in the proportion of 60 per cent. to the City and 40 
per cent. to the School District. 


9. It is agreed that the amount to be paid in lieu of 
taxes for any year with respect to the project shall never 
exceed the taxes that would be paid upon such property 
if it were not exempt from taxation. The City and the 
School District agree that they will furnish the Govern- 
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ment with such information as may from time to time 
be requested to evidence what taxes would be paid if the 
properties were not exempt from taxation. 

10. This Agreement shall continue in full force and 
effect until either (1) the United States of America ceases 
to hold title to the Project; or (2) the President declares 
that the emergency declared by him on September 8, 1939, 
to exist, has ceased to exist, in either of which events this 
Agreement shall cease and determine: Provided, however, 
That so long as title to the Project is held by the Govern- 
ment after said emergency has terminated, this Agree- 
ment shall continue in full force and effect until sixty (60) 
days after either party has given to the other written notice 
that the Agreement shall terminate at the end of said 
sixty (60) days. 

11. Upon the termination of this Agreement and sub- 
ject to the terms and conditions hereof, the Government 
shall be liable for such portion of the annual payments 
called for by Paragraph 1 hereof as the elapsed portion of 
the twelve-month period bears to twelve months. 

12. No Member of or Delegate to the Congress of the 
United States of America shall participate in the funds 
made available under this Agreement.

Srcot. 3. Upon the execution and recording of the said 
Agreement, the Department of Public Works, Board of 
Surveyors, is hereby authorized to revise the City plan 
in accordance with paragraph 4 (c) of the Agreement, 
provided the said Pennypack street and Crispin street are 
dedicated in accordance with the terms of this ordinance 
and Agreement.

To levy and fix the rate of taxes on real property for the 
year 1942. 


Section 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, ‘That the Board of Revision of Taxes is hereby 
authorized and required forthwith to levy on the tax- 
able real property returned by the assessors as the assess- 
ment made in the year 1941 a tax for the year 1942, of 
one (1) dollar and seventy (70) cents on the one hundred 
(100) dollars on the assessed value thereof. 


Srot. 2. The said tax to be levied for the year 1942 
as one City and County tax, and is hereby voted for the 
following objects for the said year, viz.: 

For the payment of interest and State tax on the 
funded debt and for the Sinking Fund, the sum of 
sixty (60) cents. 

For health, the sum of six (6) cents. 

For lighting the City, the sum of four (4) cents. 

For the care of the public highways, the sum of 
nine (9) cents. 

For the supply of water, the sum of three (3) cents. 

For the care of markets and City property, the sum 
of one (1) cent. 

For the police, the sum of twenty-three (23) cents. 

For fire, the sum of ten (10) cents. 
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For prisons, the sum of two (2) cents. 

For the expenses of the City Commissioners, the 
sum of ten (10) cents. 

For supphes, the sum of eight (8) cents. 

For the remaining expenses of the City and 
County, the sum of thirty-four (84) cents. 

Said amounts are hereby declared to be appropriated 
for said objects, subject to further direction by ordi- 
nance, and it shall be the duty of the Receiver of Taxes 
to cause to be printed on the tax bills the rate voted for 
the objects hereinbefore mentioned. 


Sect. 8. That upon all taxes paid up ito and including 
the last day of March of the year in which such taxes 
shall be assessed and payable there shall be a discount of 
one per cent. allowed; during the months of April, May 
and June no discount shall be allowed and no penalties 
shall be imposed; if paid during the month of July an 
addition or penalty of one per cent. shall be imposed; if 
paid during the month of August an addition or penalty of 
two per cent. shall be imposed; if paid during the month of 
September an addition or penalty of three per cent. shall 
be imposed; if paid during the month of October an addi- 
tion or penalty of four per cent. shall be imposed; if paid 
during the month of November an addition or penalty of 
five per cent. shall be imposed; if paid during the month 
of December an addition or penalty of six per cent. shall 
be imposed; and upon all taxes remaining unpaid on and 
after the first day of January, 1948, there shall be an 
addition or penalty of seven per cent. and the cost of 
advertising added to and made payable on the same. It 
shall be the duty of the Receiver of Taxes to display 
from day to day, in large figures and in a conspicuous 
place in the tax office, the amount of discount or penalty 
fixed by ordinance: Provided, That the Receiver of Taxes 
be, and is hereby authorized to accept payment of all 
taxes in four equal portions, subject, however, to the dis- 
counts and penalties as prescribed in this section.

For the adoption of a Financial Program for the City of 
Philadelphia for the year 1942, and making appropria- 
tions to carry such program into effect. 


Wuereas, The Mayor, on October 15, 1941, furnished 
to the Council, in the form and detail determined by it, 
a statement of the estimated receipts other than from 
taxation, and of liabilities of every kind for the calendar

All employees of the City and County depart- 
ments paid from the hereinbefore appropriations shall be 
bona fide residents of the City of Philadelphia for at least 
one year prior to their employment. On the first day of 
each month, all employees receiving a salary, wage or 
other compensation from the City of Philadelphia at the 
time of receiving his or her salary, wage or other com- 
pensation, shall certify as to his or her place of residence 
by endorsement of the pay check.

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AN ORDINANCE 


To further national defense and to safeguard. lfe and 
property within the City of Philadelphia; prohibiting 
and making it unlawful during any period of blackout 
and defense to violate any of the rules and regulations, 
requirements and directions relating thereto; authoriz- 
ing the proclaiming of periods of blackout and defense 
and the adoption of rules and regulations therefor and 
the procedure and enforcement thereof; and imposing 
penalties. 


Secrion 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia 
ordains, That it is strictly prohibited and it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person within the City of Philadelphia, during 
any period of blackout and defense, to violate any of the 
rules or regulations pertaining thereto established and 
promulgated by the Mayor of Philadelphia pursuant to 
the authority of this ordinance, or which may be required 
by any proper authority of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania or the Government of the United States or by 
the armed forces thereof, or by the Coordinator of Civilian 
Defense for this area. 


Sect. 2. In order to further national defense and 
safeguard and protect life and property within the City 
of Philadelphia, the Mayor is authorized, in case of air 
raids or attacks or threatened air raids or attacks or for 
the purpose of trials or tests to prepare to meet such air 
raids or attacks, to proclaim periods of blackout and de- 
fense during which periods all persons within the City 
shall be required to comply with the rules and regulations, 
requirements and directions pertaining thereto: Provided, 
however, That warnings of the beginning and termination 
of the said periods shall be given throughout the City by 
audible signals to be adopted and published by the Mayor. 
The Mayor is further authorized to change such rules and 
regulations from time to time as, in his judgment, may 
seem warranted. 


Sect. 3. The Mayor is authorized to establish and 
promulgate rules and regulations pertaining to and gov- 


t 
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erning blackout plans and defense measures, against air 
raids and attacks, threatened air raids and attacks and as 
trials and tests to prepare for and meet such air raids and 
attacks. 


Sect. 4. All police and firemen and all members of 
the auxiliary police and fire forces and air raid wardens 
of the City are hereby authorized and directed to enforce 
blackout plans and defense measures and the rules and 
regulations pertaining thereto during such blackout and 
defense periods and summarily to compel compliance 
therewith. In cases where urgent need of action exists, 
they may abate conditions dangerous to the public safety. 


Secor. 5. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance or, during any period of blackout and de- 
fense, any of the rules and regulations, requirements and 
directions pertaining thereto or who shall fail or refuse 
during any such period to comply with any instructions 
lawfully given by any police or fireman or any member 
of the auxiliary police or fire forces or air raid warden 
of the City shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred (100) dollars for each such violation, recoverable 
with costs, together with judgment of imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days if the amount of the said fine and 
costs shall not be paid within ten days from the imposition 
thereof.

To authorize the paving of Mt. Airy avenue, from Chelten- 
-ham avenue to Temple road, twenty feet wide in the 
center. 


Srction 1. The Council of the City of Philadelphia

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to enter into a contract with competent pavers for paving 
Mt. Airy avenue, from Cheltenham avenue to Temple road, 
twenty feet wide in the center, with Portland cement con- 
crete. 

The cost of the work to be paid for by the City shall be 
paid out of Item 4703-Loan in the appropriation to the 
Department of Public Works, Bureau of Highways, for 
grading, paving and repaving streets and roads.

Dear Director Graxketow:—Your oral request for 
an opinion as to whether or not the contract for printing 
awarded to the Department of Welfare to be performed 
by inmates of the Eastern Penitentiary for the Depart- 
ment of Wharves, Docks and Ferries of the City of Phila- 
delphia during the year 1941 has been received. 

We understand that objection has been made to the 
legality of the award. The action taken by your depart- 
ment is warranted, under the terms of the Act of May 10, 
1927, P. L. 862, which provides, inter alia: 


“That the Department of Welfare is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to sell to * * * any * * * 
citv * * * of the United States; and to any institu- 
tion maintained by or receiving aid from any State 
* * * such surplus printing or products printed in 
the industries established by the Department of Wel- 
fare in the Eastern Penitentiary.” 

The contract thus consummated falls precisely within 
the authority created by the Act of Assembly. Inasmuch

as the Department of Wharves, Docks and Ferries is an 
agency of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania; of the City 
of Philadelphia; receives aid in the form of money for 
dredging operations from the Commonwealth, there can 
be no doubt that it falls within the purview of the afore- 
mentioned Act.

Dear Dr. Batpit:—Your letter of December 31 last 
has received due and careful consideration. I thoroughly 
agree with vou that ‘“*The solution for this (problem) is 
obviously to put them to work.” 

As you know, the subject of your letter is governed by 
the Act of May 20, 1931, P. L. 188, which, in counties 
of the first class, that 1s to say, Philadelphia County, au- 
thorizes the inspectors of the prison to sell the products of 
convict labor only to such county, to any city or school 
district co-extensive therewith, or political subdivision 
within such county, and to any public institution situate 
within such county and maintained by it or by the city 
co-terminus with it or any political subdivision within 
such county. The second section of the Act provides for 
a scale of wages which, it is provided, shall not be less 
than 10 cents a day. As already observed, this Act re- 
lates only to the County of Philadelphia and for this reason 
the products of convict labor in other counties are not 
governed by this enactment. 

You ask whether there is any statute, Act of Congress 
or ordinance which would interfere with the establish- 
ment of the manufacture of rugs or other industries in 
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the county prison. I know of no such enactments which 
forbid the manufacture of such products, but as already 
noted, the Act of 1931 seriously curtails the output of 
such products. 


The various Acts of Congress upon this subject in the 
main relate to prisons maintained by the United States 
Government and not to State institutions. However, by 
the Act of Congress of May 14, 1930, Chap. 274, Sec. 3, 
it is provided that Federal prisoners in State institutions 
shall be employed only in the manufacture of articles for, 
the production of supphes for, the construction of publie 
works for, and the maintenance and care of the institu- 
tions of, the State or political subdivision of the State in 
which they are imprisoned, and some further general regu- 
lations as to the rate of pay of such Federal prisoners. 

Another Act of Congress, that of January 19, 1929, 
Chap. 79, Secs. 1, 2, provides in substance, that prison- 
made goods, except those manufactured in Federal insti- 
tutions for use of the Federal Government, which are 
transported into any State or territory of the United 
States and remain therein for use, consumption, sale or 
storage shall, upon arrival and delivery in such State or 
territory, be subject to the operation and effect of the 
laws thereof to the same extent and same manner as though 
such goods, ete., had been manufactured, produced or 
mined in such State or territory. These Congressional 
provisions and others of a more or less similar nature 
are only remotely pertinent to the subject of your inquiry. 

I gather from your letter that the problems confronting 
you are of a practical nature arising out of the meagreness 
of the appropriation for the purpose of establishing manu- 
facturing industries within the prison and from the re- 
strictive conditions of the Act of 1951, which, as already 
noted, limit the opportunities for the output of goods 
made in the prison, and provide a minimum of 10 cents a 
day for payment for the labor of the prisoners. 

Perhaps your energies should be directed to securing 
an amendment of the Act of 1931 which will enlarge the 
field of operations in the sale of the goods produced in 
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the prison, and secondly, in an appeal to Council to in- 
crease the fund applicable to this purposes unless, indeed, 
such an increase in the available monies can be found in 
the profits resulting from the labors of the inmates. As 
already stated, these are practical considerations and if 
the assistance of this department is desired by you, it 
might be well for you to arrange for an interview for the 
consideration of such recommendations to clear up the 
situation as may appeal to you.

My prar ContTrotiER:—I have before me your letter 
of January 3, 1941, enclosing bill amounting to $625 
for premium due the New Amsterdam Casualty Com- 
pany on bonds given by officers and inspectors of the 
Bureau of Building Inspection, the premiums in question 


being due March 1, 1940. 

You inquire whether the bonds are authorized by law 
and whether this department considers the bill for the 
premiums proper. 

The Act of Assembly approved May 1, 1929, P. L. 
1063, created in cities of the first class a Bureau of Build- 
ing Inspection and Section 204 of the said Act of Assembly 
provided as follows: 


“Section 204. Bond. Every such officer shall, 
moreover, before entering on the duties of his office, 
be required to execute, and thereafter maintain at 
the expense of the said city, a bond to the Common- 
wealth in the sum of five thousand dollars, with one 
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or more sureties to be approved by the said court, or 
by one of the judges thereof in vacation, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties imposed 
upon him by law, which bonds shall be for the use 
of the said cities and of any and all persons who may 
be aggrieved by the acts or neglect of such officer. 
Whenever the connection of any such officer with the 
bureau is severed, the bond herein provided for shall 
be, after the expiration of ninety (90) days, cancelled 
and marked satisfied of record by the city solicitor, 
upon the request of the Director of Public Safety, 
who shall first certify that the accounts of such officer 
are correct, and that there is no dereliction, and that 
no claim has come to his knowledge from or on behalf 
of any person or persons alleged to have been ag- 
grieved by the acts of neglect of such officer.” 


The Act of Assembly approved April 14, 1937, P. L. 
313, repealed the above-mentioned Act of May 1, 1929. 
However, ordinance of Council of the City of Philadel- 
phia, approved August 31, 1937, re-enacted the Building 
Code contained in the Act of May 1, 1929, P. L. 1063. 

While certain provisions of this ordinance in connec- 
tion with procedure for enforcing its provisions in case 
of violation of said Building Code, were held invalid in 
the case of Philadelphia vs. Bartell, 139 Superior 319, 
this decision does not affect the legal integrity of the 
ordinance in other respects and in particular does not 
affect the provision for the filing of bonds by officers and 
inspectors of the Bureau of Building Inspection. 

By reason of the above-mentioned ordinance of August 
31, 1937, the provision as set forth in the Act of 1929 
requiring each officer and building inspector in the Bureau 
of Building Inspection to give and maintain, at the ex- 
pense of the City, a bond in the sum of $5,000, must be 
deemed in full force and effect, and I therefore beg to 
advise you that the bonds to which you refer in your letter 
of January 3, 1941, must be deemed proper and necessary. 

The bonds in question were prepared by and are on file 
in this office. 
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If any of the employees in question ever becomes dis- 
associated from the Bureau of Building Inspection dur- 
ing the current year for which the bond is given, I am 
confident that we would have no difficulty in having the 
bond cancelled pro rata and proper credit given for any 
premium that accrued under the bond subsequent to the 
date of termination of liability under the bond. 

As regards the blanket bond which you suggest in your 
letter I beg to call your attention to the provision of the 
Act of Assembly which is re-enacted by the ordinance, 
which provides that every officer of the bureau shall give 
a bond in the sum of $5,000, and I am therefore of 
opinion that separate bonds should be taken from the 
employees in question. 

I am herewith returning to you the bill of $625 which 
you forwarded to me together with the voucher of the 
Department of Supplhes and Purchases for the same. I 
consider the bill proper and am of opinion that it should 
be paid by the City.

Drar Mr. Crrnron:—Your request for an opinion as 
to whether you are legally bound by any Act or ordinance 
to issue a permit to blast without the necessary bond has 
been received. 


The particular blasting to be done by Angelo Del Casale, 
of 4913 Stiles street, Philadelphia, is pursuant to work 
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in Fairmount Park sponsored by the City under W.P.A. 
Project No. 26621, Schuylkill Avenue, Low Level. It 
is necessary in order to drive piling at that location to 
eliminate part of the foundation of the former Voigt 
Abattoir Plant near Arch street and these cannot be re- 
moved without a certain amount of blasting. 


The present situation differs from the ordinary case to 
the extent that the work to be done is a City-sponsored 
project; no funds are available to obtain bondsmen and 
the City has not made available moneys to obtain indem- 
nity insurance. In fact, there would be no point in the 
City insuring itself against any eventuality and there is 
no other responsible agency to give it such indemnity. 

The City has for many years maintained a fund of 
$500,000, with accretions, in the custody of the Sinking 
Fund Commission, and the ordinance creating that fund 
has forbidden the payment of premiums for insurance 
covered by the fund to outside insurance companies. I 
am informed that there is no property within 3800 feet 
of the proposed blasts and, therefore, little likelihood of 
any damage to property developing. It is my opinion 
that the ordinance governing explosives was never 1n- 
tended to require the City to insure itself at its own ex- 
pense and without attempting to control your discretion 
in the matter I suggest that you have the power in your 
wise judgment to issue a permit for the completion of the 
project to the applicant in this case. It would seem wise 
to put a limitation upon the amount of dynamite in any 
one charge and to have one of your inspectors present when 
blasts are to be set off, whenever possible. 


Trusting this will satisfy any doubts in your mind, I

Dear Docror Owrn:—You have submitted to this 
department seven queries respecting certain phases of 
the administration of the affairs of the City’s Bureau of 
Vital Statistics, to which same I shall respond seriatim: 


Ist Query: Ifa person applies for a certified copy 
of a birth certificate and no record has been filed, 
can it be registered ¢ 


By the Act of March 8, 1860, P. L. 1380, there was 
established in the City of Philadelphia a bureau for the 
registration of births, marriages and deaths occurring 
within the City. That Act required every person prac- 
ticing midwifery to keep a register of each birth occurring 
under his charge or Biperintemd ane and enter the same 
on a blank schedule to be furnished by the health officer 
(Section 6). The schedule referred to was required to 
be delivered duly signed by the practitioner in the form 
of a certificate on the first day of each and every month, 
to the health officer or to any other authorized person 
calling for the same. No provision was included for 
delayed registration of births; all were required to be 
registered at the end of the month during which they 
occurred. 


By a supplementary Act, namely, that of April 9, 1869, 
P. L. 821, it was provided as follows: 


“That any person residing in the State of Penn- 
sylvania who has never had a public record made 
of their birth, or if such a record does exist, the 
place of said record is unknown, the fact may be 
proven by the affidavit of the party, setting forth the 
date and place of birth, name of father and mother, 
father’s occupation, mother’s maiden name, and place 
of birth of father and mother, and the identity of 
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the party being verified by at least two witnesses; 
and the proof being satisfactory to the health officer, 
a record shall be made, and for said record the fees 
of the said health officer shall not exceed one dollar, 
including the certificate and seal of such officer, which 
shall be of like force and effect as evidence or other- 
wise as the certificates provided for in the act to 
which this is a supplement.” 


The Act of June 7, 1915, P. L. 900, establishing a State 
system of registration of births, deaths, marriages and 
disease contains this provision: 


“* * * and no system for the registration of births 


and deaths shall be continued or maintained in any 
of the several municipalities of this Commonwealth 
other than the one provided for and established by 
this Act.” 


The effect of the 1915 Act you will note, was to abol- 
ish the municipal bureau of vital statistics, and from 
the effective date of that statute the local bureau has had 
no legal right to maintain a registration system of statistics 
of the nature as provided therein. That Act provided 
for the registration of all births within ten days of their 
occurrence (section 13). Nowhere within the text thereof 
is there any provision for the filing of such certificate 
at any later day or date. By a later Act, to wit, that of 
April 22, 1987, P. L. 399, it is provided that the Depart- 
ment of Health shall have discretionary power to accept 
for filing birth certificates after the period of ten days 
have elapsed. It is required that said certificates be 
accompanied by an affidavit or affidavits acceptable to the 
Department of Health, from the physician or midwife or 
by the parents or citizens having knowledge of the facts. 

No doubt you can readily appreciate the fact that the 
Act of 1937 is not applicable to the Philadelphia Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, since the latter has not been actively 
functioning since the effective date of the Act of 1915 
aforementioned, and the filing of a birth certificate at this 
time would manifestly be in contravention of that statute. 
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For the same reason the Act of 1869, above quoted, could 
not be invoked. Hence, my answer to your first query 
is that the City is without authority to accept at this time 
the registration of births. 


2nd Query: If the physician who delivered the 
mother is living, what steps does he have to take in 
order to register the birth ¢ 

3d Query: If the physician is deceased, could 
anyone else register the births, and on what evidence ¢ 


I believe that the answer to your first query is respon- 
sive to both the second and the third. It is manifest that 
after the lapse of twenty-five years it would neither be 
safe nor advisable to accept affidavits or other date estab- 
lishing the facts of a particular birth. 


4th Query: In other States, it is permissible to 
file delayed birth records. Is that true of Pennsyl- 
vania ¢ 


I am not aware of the precise practice pursued by other 
States with respect to the registration of births after the 
lapse of several years. Such practice, in my opinion, is 
inadvisable and tends to destroy the authenticity and 
reliability of the entire system and in view of the fact 
that these records are frequently employed as evidence 
in court or before some administrative tribunal in estab- 
lishing various property rights, it is of the utmost 1m- 
portance to maintain the highest degree of credence and 
authenticity with respect thereto. 


5th Query: Are the records in the Division of 
Vital Statistics considered as privileged or public 
records? If insurance companies, physicians, 
lawyers, or neighbors request information, should 
they be allowed to look at the records without secur- 
ing a certified copy ? 

6th Query: Is anyone allowed to secure a certified 
copy of a tecord or must it be used for some specific 
purpose ? 
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It is apparent that the intention of the Legislature was 
to regard the records of births, marriages and deaths as 
public records. Section 11 of the Act of May 8, 1860, 
above referred to, requires the health officer to receive 
fifty cents for granting a certificate or certified copy of 
any record; said section further providing as follows: 


“* * * but said registers shall at all times be 
accessible to physicians, clergymen and lawyers with- 
out charge.” 


That provision merely permits men of the professions 
indicated to examine the records of your bureau without 
charge, but for certified copies of the records a fee must be 
charged as provided in the former portion of said section. 
The Act of May 1, 1905, imposes upon the State registrar 
the duty to furnish upon request a certified copy of the 
record of any birth or death registered under the provi- 
sions of that Act; and the Act of June 7, 1915, also 
contains a provision to the effect that the State registrar 
upon request shall furnish any applicant a certified copy 
of the record of any birth. 


You will note from those provisions that the law does 
not restrict the identity of the party or person to whom a 
certified copy of any record must be granted. It seems 
to me that these records are public records and, upon the 
payment of the charge fixed by the Legislature for a certi- 
fied copy thereof, any applicant is entitled thereto. The 
same rule should be applicable to any person who desires 
to examine the records, provided the charge for such ex- 
amination as provided by law be paid by him. | + 


Tth Query: If Philadelphia is not permitted to 
record delayed births, can the people be referred to 
the State Health Department at Harrisburg, in order 
that that office may record such birth ? 


Until the enactment of the Act of 1915, above referred 
to, records of all births occurring within the City of Phila- 
delphia were maintained by our local bureau. Since the 
effective date of that Act, vital statistics are maintained 
by the Commonwealth through its local Bureaus of Vital 
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Statistics. Since records of all births occurring within 
the corporate limits of the City up to the year 1915 were 
not maintained by the Commonwealth but by our munic- 
ipal bureau, I do not believe that the Commonwealth has 
records of Philadelphia births prior to that year (1915) 
and, hence, doubt whether there are any facilities for 
recording same at this time. | 

Upon the question of your receiving delayed birth cer- 
tificates, the foregoing indicates the view of this depart- 
ment, which I think should govern your practice unless 
and until the question involved should be otherwise 
judicially determined. .

Dear Mr. Fretron:—In your recent communication 
you advise me that you have been requested by the treas- 
urer of a certain company that an ordinance be introduced 
in Couteil to appropriate $30 in refund of certain elevator 
license fees paid during the years 1937, 1938 and 1989. 
You state that there appears to be some confusion resulting 
from the fact that the State has assumed inspection of 
elevators, and you request information for the benefit of 
the City Council as to the status of this question, par- 
ticularly as respects the City’s hability for payment of 
claims of the nature referred to by you. 

Recently I had occasion to render an opinion upon 
the same subject to the Receiver of Taxes, and I believe 
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the following excerpts from that opinion will fully answer 
your query : 


“You are undoubtedly familiar with the decision 
of the State Supreme Court of Girard Trust Co. v. 
Philadelphia, 336 Pa. 433, wherein it was held in 
eftect that the Act of April 8;°1987, P. L. 277, 
exclusively vested in the Commonwealth the inspec- 
tion and supervision of all elevators in the City of 
Philadelphia. That decision was rendered on No- 
vember 27, 1939. Between the passage of the Act 
and the date of that decision, a large number of 
elevator license fees had, nevertheless, been paid to 
the City through our local Bureau of Elevator In- 
spection which since has been abolished. In my 
opinion, however, the City is not required to return 
those. fees since they were voluntarily paid without 
any mistake of fact. 

“The general law in Pennsylvania has always been 
that money voluntarily paid on a claim of right 
where there has been no mistake of fact cannot be 
recovered back on the ground that the party supposed 
he was bound in law to pay it, when in truth he was 
not. There are numerous Supreme Court decisions 
to that effect among which I might mention: Union 
Insurance Company v. City of Allegheny, 101 Pa. 
250; Peebles v. City of Pittsburgh, 101 Pa. 305, and 
Shenango Furnace Company v. Fairfield Township, 
Boe Raed (: 

“In procuring payment of those fees no compul- 
sion nor coercion was employed by the City as those 
terms are defined in the law. Hence they would be 
regarded as voluntary payments and-as such are not 
recoverable.” 


I trust that the foregoing fully answers all questions 
at present before you or any of the members of Council 
regarding the refund of elevator inspection fees paid dur- 
ing the years referred to.

Dear Mrs. Carson :—Replying to your letter of Janu- 
ary 20, I know of no law which forbids the sale of 
cigarettes singly, but the Act of June 24, 1939, P. L. 872, 
codifying the law on the subject of crimes, provides in 
Sections 647 and 648 as follows: 


“Section 647. Sale of Tobacco to Minors. Who- 
ever sells tobacco, in any form, to any minor under 
the age of sixteen (16) years, or by purchase, gift 
or other means, furnishes tobacco, in any form, to a 
minor under the age of sixteen (16) years, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be 
sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars ($100), or to undergo imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding thirty (80) days, or both. 

“Section 648. Furnishing Cigarettes or Cigarette 
Papers to Minors. Whoever furnishes to any minor, 
by gift, sale or otherwise, any cigarettes or cigarette 
paper, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon being 
convicted thereof in a summary proceeding, shall be 
sentenced for the first offense to pay a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty-five dollars ($25), and, in default of the 
payment thereof, shall be imprisoned for a period not 
exceeding thirty (30) days; and for the second 
offense shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars ($100); and for the third or subsequent offense 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be sentenced to pay a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), or to undergo 
an imprisonment not exceeding one (1) year, or 
both.” 7 


You will see from the foregoing that tobacco in any 
form may not be sold to minors under sixteen years of 
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age, and that cigarettes shall not be furnished by sale or 
otherwise to minors of any age under penalty upon con- 
viction as prescribed in the respective sections of the Act. 

With respect to pin-ball games, the Superior Court in 
the recent case of Commonwealth vs. Mihalow, reported 
in 16th Atlantic Reporter, 2nd, 656, decided that the 
mere maintenance of such a device and permitting it to 
be played, without more, would not sustain a conviction 
on the charge of setting up and maintaining “A game 
or device of address or hazard,” ete. But the Court said, 
page 660: 

“Tf defendant permitted persons to assemble on his 
premises for the purpose of gambling on this ma- 
chine, or knowingly allowed them to use the machine 
for such purpose, it would be an entirely different 
matter.” 


I believe you will find the reading of this decision 
interesting and we will be glad to make it available to you 
if you will call at the department. 

Both subjects of vour letter relate to the criminal law 
and would be entirely proper to be taken up with the office 
of the District Attorney.

Dear Mr. Wittarp:—This will acknowledge receipt 
of your letter dated January 25th, m which you request 
an opinion from this office upon the subject of the employ- 
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ment of female clerical help to perform services between 
the hours of 5 P. M. and 12 o’clock midnight. 


You ask whether there is any legal objection to the 
employment of female help during those hours. 

The only provisions of any Act of Assembly which 
pertain to the employment of females within the hours 
stated by you are as follows: 


‘“No female shall be employed or permitted to work 
in any manufacturing establishment before the hour 
of six o’clock in the morning, or after the hour of 
ten o’clock in the evening, of any day: Provided, 
That this section shall not apply to managers, super- 
intendents, or persons doing clerical or stenographic 
work.” 

Act of July 25, 1918, P. DL. 1024, Section 4. 


“No female under twenty-one years of age shall 
be employed or permitted to work in, or in connec- 
tion with, any establishment before the hour of six 
o'clock in the morning or after the hour of nine 
o'clock in the evening of any day: Provided, That 
this section shall not apply to females over the age of 
eighteen years employed as telephone operators.” 


Act of July 25,:1918, P. L. 1024, Section a. 


Section 4 above quoted was last amended by Section 1 
of the Aet of June 9,.19389, P.-L. 806, so thatergemeae 
reads as follows: 


‘““No female shall be employed or permitted to work 
in any manufacturing establishment before the hour 
of six o’clock in the morning, or after the hour of 
ten o’clock in the evening, of any day, except that in 
manufacturing establishments operating not more 
than two shifts, females may be employed between 
the hours of six o’clock in the morning and twelve 
o'clock midnight: Provided, That employment in 
such cases shall not exceed eight (8) consecutive 
hours in any one day (exclusive of meal period) or 
five (5) days in any one week. The provisions of 
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this section shall not apply to managers, superin- 
tendents, or persons doing clerical or stenographic 
work.” 


Section 5 is still in force as originally drawn. 

From the above quoted Act, you will see that no female 
under the age of twenty-one years may be permitted to 
work in or in connection with any establishment after 
the hour of 9 P. M. except females over the age of eighteen 
years employed as telephone operators, but that the only 
other prohibition against the employment of a female 
during evening hours is the prohibition contained in Sec- 
tion 4 of the Act of 1913, as amended by the Act of June 
9, 1959, which is that females may not be emploved in 
manufacturing establishments before the hour of 6 o’clock 
in the morning or after the hour of midnight, where not 
more than two shifts are operated. This latter prohibition 
apphes to manufacturing establishments alone, and you 
will notice that the provisions of the section are specifically 
stated not to be applicable to managers, superintendents or 
persons doing clerical or stenographic work. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that you are not pro- 
hibited from employing females over the age of twenty-one 
years as late as 12 o’clock midnight, especially since you 
intend to employ them for clerical or stenographic, pur- 
poses, provided, of course, that the other provisions of the 
Act of July 25, 1913, as last amended, are complied with, 
the principal ones being that employment of such females 
shall not exceed eight consecutive hours in any one day, 
exclusive of meal periods, or five days in any one week, or 
more than forty-four hours in such week.

Drar Mr. Crurnton:—lIn your letter of the 1st inst. 
you speak of a problem which has recently arisen through 
the operation of hospitals and homes for convalescents, 
in what were formerly private houses which are turned 
into institutions of this character. From your letter it 
appears that the State Department of Welfare has agreed 
with your office that it will not issue licenses for such pur- 
poses until you approve the building-from the standpoint 
of public safety. You further state that you insist that 
where a building has been converted in this manner, only 
the first floor can be used for housing of invalids or con- 
valescents, and that if they are kept on the second and 
third floors, a fire escape must be erected and reasonably 
safe means of egress provided. 

You state that you have served notice on several of 
these occupancies, namely, nursing homes, convalescent 
homes and homes for the aged, but have not had your 
orders comphed with fully; that your procedure formerly 
has been to summon these persons before a magistrate and 
order the building vacated. 

Since, however, the State has a co-operative agreement 
with vour office, you are uncertain whether or not they 
will enter into the prosecution jointly with you to help 
close these offending buildings down until they have been 
approved by your office; or in the alternative, you ask 
whether you shall pursue the usual method without the 
aid of the State Department and “possibly use the District 
Attorney’s Office or County offices to help in this prosecu- 
tion.” 

Your problem appears to be one of policy rather than 
of law. In my judgment, the Act of June 8, 1911, P. L. 
705, gives you ample power to compel obedience to your 
orders requiring reasonable protection from the fire hazard 
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in such cases and, as you suggest, the matter may be taken 
up with the District Attorney’s Office for prosecution. 

However, since the State Department of Welfare seems 
from your letter to afford co-operative facilities, we see 
no objection to your consulting with that department and 
endeavoring to enlist its aid, but I think it doubtful 
whether te form of legal prosecution jointly with the 
Commonwealth would bes admissible, but that department 
may well be asked to second your efforts in specific cases 
by any means within its power.

Drar Mr. Bennam:—The Receiver has requested an 
opinion as to his status a responsibilities under the Act 
of June 9, 1939, P. L. 322, section 1 of which Act is as 
follows: 

“Whenever the receiver or collector of taxes in any 
county of the first class shall certify to the Board 
of Revision of Taxes that the hen upon real estate of 
any tax levied for county, city, school, or poor pur- 
poses has been discharged by ope ration of law, the 
board may order the receiver or collector of taxes and 
the taxing authorities and officers in whose possession 
a record of such tax may be, to strike said tax from 
their records; and thereafter the amount of such tax 
shall not be used in computing the solvent debts of 
such county, city, school, or institution or poor dis- 
criet.? 
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Prior to this Act there was no law giving the Board of 
Revision ‘‘equitable supervision over the assessments after 
the duplicates” (Hlliott vs.. Philadelphia, 229 Pa. 215, 
222), were placed in the hands of the Receiver of Taxes 
for collection; and after the dupheate was in the hands 
of the Receiver of Taxes there was no authority in any 
one “to alter or change the amount of such tax” (City vs. 
McGonigle, 4 Philadelphia 351) upon the books of the 
Receiver (App. of Lumber Company, 232 Pa. 191), 
except by appeal or other proceedings duly taken in the 
courts. 

There are many ways by which the lien may be dis- 
charged by operation of law, and’the amount due become 
‘“uncollectible because of the financial disability of the 
owner. Mr. Willard informs me that charges upon his 
books of this character run back as far as 1886. They 
appear upon his books as assets of the City of Philadel- 
phia, when as a matter of fact, they are of no avail to 
the City. The Legislature, in the Act above quoted, recog- 
nized this condition, and provided, by giving the Board 
of Revision equitable jurisdiction over the accounts of 
the Receiver of Taxes, for this purpose, a means by which 
the condition could be remedied. There is nothing in 
the Act which prevents the City from collecting the taxes 
from the person or persons lable if such opportunity 
presents itself. The sole purpose of the Act is to remove 
them as “‘solvent debts” of the City. 

Two cases: Cramp’s Shipyard and Cliveden Hall, will 
illustrate. The liens upon the real estate have been dis- 
charged by operation of law. The only available means 
of the City to collect the amounts now appearing on the 
books of Receiver is an action of assumpsit against the 
corporations, both of which are hopelessly insolvent or 
defunct. Yet, unless you avail yourselves of the power 
granted you by the above Keli the City might be greatly 
embarrassed, if, in the eit a charge is ne that ites 
carrying false assets upon its books where there exists 
a legal means to remove them. 

It is not my desire to interfere, in any way, with the 
management or discretion of your board, and I sincerely 
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hope that you will not consider this letter such an in- 
trusion; but before giving my opinion to Mr. Willard, I 
thought it best to communicate with you to see if we can 
iron out any difficulties of operation which may occur. 


The Act was drawn by the Law Department at the re- 
quest of the Receiver of Taxes, and as a complement to 
the Act of 1939,-P. L..1100 (Cramp’s Act), and the au- 
thority reposed in the public officials (Receiver of Taxes 
and Board of Revision), best qualified to investigate and 
decide the merits of each case.

Dear Drrector Extry:—Your letter relative to the 
closing of the stairway at the Erie Station of the Broad 
Street Subway entering the tube through the Northern 
Central Trust Building has been received. 


This stairway is supplementary of another stairway 
only eighty (80) feet away which is the property of the 
City and is all that is necessary to reach the subway station 
from that corner of the intersection of Erie avenue and 
Broad street. The City does not own the stairway in 
question; did not pay for it; has no proprietary interest 
of any kind in it, and no right to exercise any control 
over its use or physical condition. No binding agree- 
ment was ever entered into between the City and the 
owner of the property and it is not anticipated that any 
such agreement will ever be entered into. We are advised 
that this stairway was put in for the convenience of the 
owner of the building and inasmuch as it has become 
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possessed of many of the attributes of a public nuisance 
there is no doubt but that it should be sealed up. 


It is my opinion that the Philadelphia Transportation 
Company should be advised to exercise its own discretion 
with respect to sealing up this stairway and that the City 
has no control over it.

Dear Str:—Replying to your letter of this date, in 
which you desire to be informed whether the debris in 
the street resulting from the recent explosion in Green- 
wich street may be cleared by your department, that being 
necessary in order that a complete examination be made 
of the sewer in the street, I beg to advise you that it is 
the duty of the Department of Public Works, Bureau of 
Highways, to see that the streets and highways of the 
City are kept in travellable condition and that any debris 
in the street which interferes with traffic may be removed 
by that department and bureau. 


It would seem to be especially proper and desirable 
that this debris be removed in order that access to the 
sewer manhole should be obtained. 


You state in your letter that Mr. Ryan, of this depart- 
ment, and yourself have discussed the matter and are 
ready to move the wrecked material, if advised that you 
have the legal right to do so and “that there will be no 
comeback from the various agencies involved.” 

I believe you have the legal right to do this and I can 
not conceive of any ‘‘comeback” in the matter. 
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If any articles of personal property or apparent value 
are discovered, they should be retained by you to be 
claimed by the owners.

Dear Dr. Owen :—I am in receipt of your communica- 
tion of the 11th inst. to which you attach copy of a letter 
of Dr. C. W. Leuders respecting the matter of the medi- 
cal examination of employes of a certain manufacturing 
plant as requested by the State Department of Health. 
The writer of that letter seems concerned with the fact 
the examining physicians frequently hesitate to disclose 
the existence among employees of a disease which would 
necessitate the discharge of such employees, because of 
the fact that the physician fears such disclosure by him 
might subject him to an action at law for damages. It 
is, therefore, suggested the device of the Ohio State Med1- 
cal Association be employed whereby a memorandum 
eranting permission to the examiing phy sician to convey 
all Ger orasation to the employer aiid waiving all provi- 
sions of the law relating to such disclosure be executed 
by each employee who sibthits himself for a medical 
examination. 


In response I desire to direct your attention to the two 
sections of the Act of April 27, 1917, P. L. 437, entitled 
“An Act for the protection of ahe public health by regu- 
lating the conduct and operation of public eating and 
drinking places within this Commonwealth * * *.” The 
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first being Section 2 as amended by the Act of April 14, 
1937, P. L. 300, and which provides as follows: 


“Section 2. No proprietor shall hereafter (em- 
ploy) work, or keep in his employ any employe who 
is sufferimg from trachoma, active tuberculosis of 
the lungs, open skin tuberculosis, infectious or con- 
tagious syphilis, gonorrhea, open external cancer, or 
barber’s itch, or other infectious and contagious dis- 
ease; and any such employe, who at the time of the 
passage of this act, is suffering from any of the above 
named diseases, shall at once be excluded from such 
employment in such public eating or drinking place.” 


The other is Section 3, which includes this provision: 


“Section 3. Every employe of any public eating 
or drinking place in this Commonwealth shall obtain 
a certificate from a registered doctor of medicine, 
certifying such employe is free from the diseases 
mentioned in section 2 of this act; and no employe 
shall be employed, or permitted to work, in such pub- 
he eating or drinking place in this Commonwealth, 
without having first obtained such certificate.” 


From the above you will notice that there is no necessity 
for the examining physician to: disclose to the employer 
the exact nature of the disease suffered by the particular 
employee examined by him. If that employee (or 
prospective employee) is suffering from any of the dis- 
eases set forth in Section 2 of the Act of Assembly referred 
to, it becomes the duty of the physician to refuse to 
issue the requisite certificate. And, of course, upon 
failure to produce such certificate the proprietor has no 
right under penalty of the provisions of Section 8 of the 
Act to employ the prospective employee or retain in his 
employment the employee failing to produce the certificate. 

I assume the real root of the evil to be the fact that 
certain physicians, who, despite the vital importance of a 
careful and accurate examination being made and a truth- 
ful certificate being issued in order that infection to 
patrons of public eating and drinking places may be 
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avoided, apparently, nevertheless, disregard the seriousness 
of the matter and either for a small fee or other considera- 
tion issue certificates where none should have been issued. 
I do not know, however, how that situation can be 
eliminated except that upon discovery such physician 
should be answerable to the State Medical Board as well 
as to the courts.

Dear Director Nerson :—In your letter of the 21st 
inst. you refer to the construction of sewers in various 
streets of the City under ordinances authorizing such 
construction. You state that in a number of instances, 
the streets designated for such sewer construction are not 
entirely legally opened and, as typical of the situation, 
you refer to the proposed construction of a sewer on 
Oxford avenue, between Bleigh street and Verree avenue, 
as to which you state that “whereas Oxford avenue is 
upon the confirmed City plan to the width of 70 feet, 
its legally opened width varies from 52 feet to 65 feet. 
The unopened portions include a 13-feet wide strip on 
the west side, registered in the names of the Freihofer 
Baking Company and the New York Short Line Railroad, 
and a 5-feet wide strip on the east side registered in the 
names of ten different owners. The sewer proposed to 
be constructed in Oxford avenue will be situated 19 feet 
east of the west house line of Oxford avenue, or at a loca- 
tion entirely within the legally opened portion of the 
street.” 
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You further refer to an opinion of A. T. Ashton, Esq., 
then City Solicitor, dated June 16, 1929, and which will 
be found on page 94 of the City Solicitor’s Opinions of 
that year. That instance was concerned with a property 
on the southeast side of Summerdale avenue southwest 
of Robbins avenue, in which an owner of property held 
a triangle covering the unopened part of Summerdale 
avenue and running to a point at the line between the 
sidewalk and the cartway and having a breadth on Sum- 
merdale avenue of some 52 feet. In that case, Mr. Ashton 
stated his opinion to be that the said property was sub- 
ject to the claim of the City and of the contractor, who 
was the use plaintiff therein. Mr. Ashton formulated 
his opinion by saying that the practice of your bureau 
in liening this property is not contrary to legal require- 
ments and ‘in our opinion, future and pending cases 
under similar circumstances should be proceeded with on 
the theory that the abutting property is not discharged 
of lability for the improvement laid in the street, in cir- 
cumstances similar to that involved in this case.” | 

This defines the situation much as it exists in the sub- 
ject of your present inquiry. The fact that strips along 
the highways have not been opened, although appearing 
as part of the street on the City plan, does not affect the 
right of the City or of the use plaintiff (the contractor ) 
to file liens and proceed for the collection of the proper 
proportion of the cost of constructing the sewer which, 
as appears above, is located within the opened portion 
of the highway. 

The mere fact that a street is plotted of a greater width 
than the opened portion thereof does not divest or affect 
the title of the owner of the abutting property, with respect 
to that part which is not included within the lines of the 
opened portion of the street. | 

This department concurs in the opinion of Mr. Ashton 
and believes that the properties abutting on such streets, 
in the circumstances in question, are subject to the usual 
charge for the improvement and may be liened accordingly. 

Your inquiry I understand to be a general one with 
respect to cases which are similar to that concerned with 
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the Oxford avenue sewer, of which you have written, and 
in which the sewer is laid j in the opened part of the street. 
In that particular instance, different considerations may 
apply to that part of the abutting ownership which is 
vested in the New York Short Line Railroad. You are, 
no doubt, familiar with the proposition that the rights- 
of-way of railroad companies are not in the same category 
with other property with respect to liens for the laying of 
street improvements along such rights-of-way.

Drar Str:—You have asked this department with 
regard to directing repairs to be made to a 700 HP motor 
at the Philadelphia General Hospital. It appears that 
the repairs thereto could not be properly handled except 
by the General Electric Company, which originally in- 
stalled the motor, and from a letter of William G. Turn- 
bull, M. D., Superintendent of the Hospital, it further 
appears that the repairs required are of such an emergent 
character that they should and practically must be made 
immediately. The General Electric Company in a letter 
dated March 3, 1941, states that “In order to repair this 
motor it will be necessary to strip out all old stator wind- 
ings, rebuild the stator core and rewind with all new 
coils, rebabbitt one bearing, assemble, test and install in 
your plant.” And they quote a price for doing this work 
of $885. 

In my judgment the unusual and emergency character- 
istics here involved would justify the acceptance of the 
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terms of the General Electric Company if those terms be 
deemed just and fair and to order them to proceed 
doing the required repairing work without awaiting either 
bids or entering into a more formal contract. 

I return herewith the papers submitted to me in connec- 
tion with this matter.

Dear Srr:—You inquire in your recent letter with 
respect to a requirement of the Fairmount Park Commis- 
sion that ‘‘four trees will have to be removed, and thirteen 
or more topped. These trees are on the Corinthian ave- 
nue side of the prison, on State property.” 

You ask whether the cost of this work should be borne 
by the City or by your institution. 

If these trees are on the highway, the subject is gov- 
erned by the Act of May 21, 1907, P. L. 349 (53 P.S. 
671 et seg.). Under the provisions of that Act, the Fair- 
mount Park Commission has been vested with power to 
control the subject of trees upon the highways of the City. 
Section 4 of the Act provides that ‘‘the cost of planting, 
transplanting, or removing any trees in any highway, and 
of suitable guards, curbing, or grating for the protection 
thereof, when necessary, and of the proper replacing of 
any pavement or sidewalk necessarily disturbed in the 
doing of such work, ‘shall be borne by the owner of the 
real estate in front of which such trees are planted, set 
out, or removed.” 
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Section 5 of the Act provides that the cost and expense 
of caring for such trees after having been planted or set 
out and the expense of publishing the notices shall be borne 
and paid for by a tax to be levied annually by the City. 

In the Budget Ordinance of 1941, there is an item of 
appropriation to the Fairmount Park Commission as 
follows: 


Wes (are oratreat trees shea. eek ale $25,000” 


If the trees are upon the highway, therefore, it would 
appear that their removal should be paid for by the owner 
of the abutting property; the “topping,” if that be an 
element in ee care of the trees, may be paid for out of 
the appropriation above mentioned. 


If the trees are not upon the highway but on the prop- 
erty of the institution, inside the street lines, it would be 
its duty to pay for both of the above cited items. 

In this connection, I may call your attention to an ordi- 
nance of April 9, 1910, which makes it a nuisance for 
any property owner to permit the branches of trees over- 
hanging a street upon which his property abuts, whether 
such trees stand on his own lot or in the street in front 
thereof, so as to grow or leave less than eight (8) feet 
clear headway over the footwalk and less than eleven (11) 
feet clear headway over the car track. 

Section 2 of that ordinance makes it the duty of the 
property owner to trim the branches of all trees growing 
on his lot or in front thereof in such manner as at all times 
to preserve the headways required. 

I do not know whether the provisions of this ordinance 
have any application to the situation to which your inquiry 
is directed.

My pear Director Nerson :—Under date of March 13 
you wrote to this department respecting a certain strip of 
ground of 3 feet 6 inches in width on Martin’s Mill road, 
between Unruh street and a point 465 feet north thereof 
and as to a triangle which is part of the highway of Unruh 
street at its Junction with Martin’s Mill road and Rising 
Sun avenue. In connection with these pieces of ground 
you desire to be informed whether, if sewers were laid in 
Martin’s Mill road and on Unruh street, assessment bills 
could be filed against the owners of the properties abutting 
thereon, and you suggest that this situation may be dif- 
ferentiated from that which existed in connection with 
which the opinion of this department was recently ren- 
dered on the ground that there the ownership of the 
premises was vested in one party whereas in the present 
instance the ownership has been separated. 

Taking up first the strip of ground on the east side of 
Martin’s Mill road, between Unruh street and Oakley 
street, the facts appear to be that you have affidavits show- 
ing public user of the strip in question for a period of 
sixteen years, the 3 feet 6 inches strip consisting of an ex- 
tension of the width of Martin’s Mill road on the City 
plan but without a formal opening of the widened portion. 
The original width of Martin’s Mill road was 33 feet and 
under ordinance of Council it was widened to 40 feet, 
the 3 feet 6 inches strips on each side being added to the 
former width. The entire stretch has been built up with 
houses and stores abutting upon the road as widened and 
this condition has existed for many years. I gather from 
the report of the surveyor, part of mci vou note in your 
letter, that no reservation of title has been made by the 
builders, owners or occupants of these premises during 
the interval since they were built up to the present time nor 
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by the grantors thereof or otherwise, but that the street 
has been thrown open for use by the public and has been 
freely used as a highway at all times since the erection of 
these structures. The street is paved with a cartway and 
sidewalks in the usual manner and these extend to the 
boundary line of the widened street. From the report of 
the surveyor it appears that from Unruh street the deed 
of the properties on Martin’s Mill road to a point about 
365 feet north thereof extend to the former 33 feet line 
of the street. rom the last mentioned point and for a 
distance of about 100 feet the deeds extend only to the 
confirmed line of the street. As to the first 365 feet the 
deeds having called for the 33 feet street as a boundary 
carried title to that point and to the center of the street 
subject to the easement of the City for highway uses and 
there can be no doubt whatever that when the sewer is 
laid in Martin’s Mill road assessment bills against this 
365 feet in breadth abutting on the road are assessable 
against the owners in the usual manner. 

With respect to the 100 feet as to which the deeds called 
for the widened street or road as an abutter, somewhat 
different considerations apply. Ordinarily a conveyance 
calling for a plotted street as a boundary line does not 
carry title beyond that boundary line and leaves the title 
of the grantor beyond that line unimpaired and if this 
were the only fact to be considered it would follow that 
the ownership in the 3 feet 6 inches wide strip would 
remain in the grantor and liens could not be filed against 
the remaining portions of the property conveyed. But 
as already indicated, the unimpaired use of the highway 
for a period of sixteen years, the voluntary throwing of it 
into the bed of the street, its paving and public use as a 
highway without objection and the absence of any acts 
indicating a desire to reserve the title or restrict the 
easement of the City with respect to this strip, together 
go to constitute a dedication of the strip as a part of the 
public street. It does not require twenty-one. years to 
ripen a dedication of this character into an accomplished 
fact. The acceptance of the widened street by public 
user for a period of sixteen years or indeed for a much 
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lesser period would be suflicient to constitute an accept- 
ance of this implied dedication and I am of the opinion 
that in building the sewer on Martin’s Mill road assess- 
ment bills may properly be rendered against owners of 
the abutting property both with respect to the 365 feet 
first considered and with reference to the 100 feet. for 
which the deeds call only for the widened plotted street 
as the abutter. 


With respect to the triangle at Unruh street and Rising 
Sun avenue and Martin’s Mill road your inquiry is di- 
rected toward the sewer which is to be constructed in 
Unruh street. Considerations similar to those concerned 
with the 100 feet frontage on Martin’s Mill road, last 
referred to, govern with respect to the Unruh street 
triangle. The surveyor’s report on that branch of your 
inquiry is as follows: 


“This triangular area in Unruh street is bounded 
by the northeast side of Unruh street, the northwest 
side of Rising Sun avenue, and the former east side 
of Martin’s Mill road. On December 20, 1920, Otto 
Grupp, the owner of the property on the northeast 
side of Unruh street, conveyed the property to the 
present owner, but sold only to the confirmed line 
of Unruh street and therefore retained title to the 
triangular area in front of the property conveyed. 
The area retained is entirely in the bed of Unruh 
street. Curb is set and the sidewalk laid to the con- 
firmed lines and grades. The remaining portion of 
the triangular area is in the cartway of Unruh street, 
which is improved with macadam paving and used 
for highway purposes. 

“The northeast side of Unruh street, between 
Rising Sun avenue and Martin’s Mill road, is fully 
improved and there are no encroachments beyond the 
confirmed line of the street.” 


The circumstances thus elucidated, in my judgment, 
show a complete and accepted dedication of this triangular 
area and would justify the collection of the usual frontage 
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charges against the property between Martin’s Mill road 
and Rising Sun avenue which would abut upon Unruh 
street in which the sewer is intended to be laid.

My pear Drrectror:—Your letter of March 24, 1941, 
to Mayor Lamberton in relation to the pay of employees 
of your department in military or naval service has been 
referred to me. You ask two questions which must be 
treated separately. 


The first relates to the pension payments of an employee 
who has no dependents and will therefore receive no pay 
or pension from the City during his military service. 
You ask “What is to become of his pension? Is it to be 
earried on during his absence? If so, who is to make 
the payments, and how 2” 


Under a resolution passed by City Council on August 
1, 1940, and approved by the Mavor a few days thereafter, 
it was provided : 


“That any City or County employee who is 
ordered, enlisted, selected or drafted into the military 
or naval service of the United States shall be per- 
mitted during the period of his service to pay his 
present contribution into any pension fund into 
which he has been paying and his period of Federal 
service shall be counted as a credit toward the re- 
quired period for the receipt of pension.” 
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This permits the employee to make his pension pay- 
ments and thus maintain his status. There has been be- 
fore a Committee of Council for some time an ordinance 
providing for the payment by the City of the pension 
assessments of those in military service. No action has 
as yet been taken upon this however. 


Section 8(b) of the Selective Training and Service Act 
of 1940 provides in substance that any person who leaves 
a permanent position for military training and who re- 
ceives a certificate of satisfactory service from the Army, 
is still qualified to perform the duties of such position and 
makes application within forty days after discharge from 
training (A) if such position was in the employ of the 
Umted States Government ‘shall be restored to such 
position or to a position of like seniority, status, and pay;” 
(B) if in private employment, shall be similarly restored 
“unless the employer’s circumstances have so changed as 
to make it impossible or unreasonable to do so;” and (C) 
if such employment was by ‘“‘any state or political sub- 
division thereof, it is hereby declared to be the ‘sense of 
the Congress that such person should be restored to such 
position or to a position of like seniority, status and pay.” 


Section 8(c) of the same Act provides that any person 
restored to a position under paragraphs (A) or (B) 


“shall be considered as having been on furlough or 
leave of absence during his period of training and 
service in the land or naval forces, shall be so restored 
without loss of seniority, shall be entitled to par- 
ticipate in insurance or other benefits offered by the 
employer pursuant to established rules and practices 
relating to employees on furlough or leave of absence 
in effect with the employer at the time such person 
was inducted into such forces, and shall not be dis- 
charged from such position without cause within one 
vear after such restoration.” 


While the provisions of (A) and (B) above are manda- 
tory and the provisions of (C) are expressed as “‘the sense 
of the Congress,” I presume that the City of Philadelphia 
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will accept and carry out the provisions of Section (c) 
in so far as is possible. 

In the comment on Section 8 (c) of the Selective 
Training and Service Act in the presently recognized 
“Conscription Manual” now in use, it is stated: 


“It would seem that the ‘other benefits’ referred. to 
in Section 8 (c) would include employees’ pension 
plans. Whether the period of training and service 
should be included in computing the annuities or 
other benefits which an employee receives under such 
pension plans would depend upon the established 
rules and practices of the employer with respect to 
furloughs and leaves of absence of employees.” 


It is noted that Congress in 1940 amended the Rail- 
road Retirement Acts to provide that the period of military 
training should be included as employment service in com- 
puting eligibility for. an annuity. 

Under ordinary circumstances, a City employee who is 
“on furlough or leave of absence” for personal reasons 
does not receive any pay, does not make pension payments 
and does not have credit for such a period toward pensoin 
eligibility. It would, therefore, appear that the answer 
to your first question, unless some action is taken by Coun- 
cil for payment by the City of pension contributions, is 
that any employee is permitted to continue the payment 
of his monthly contribution imto the pension fund estab- 
lished by law governing his position, but that he is not 
compelled to do so and that he will be credited for pension 
eligibility with the time spent in military service only if 
such payments are made by him or by some person for him. 


Your second question is as to whether any length of 
City service is required for eligibility for the benehis of 
eect of 1917, .P. 1. 600, relating to payments to de- 
pendents. You point out that some men about to enter 
military service might seek City appointments merely to 
obtain such benefits. The Act of 1917 under which the 
half-pay is awarded to dependents contains no provision 
relating to length of service. Its only restriction is that 
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it refers to permanent employees. The 1916 City ordi- 
nance providing for the payment of the difference between 
military and City pay to all employees required at least 
three months’ service to the City. This ordinance has 
been repealed but there is to be submitted to the Legisla- 
ture an amendment to the Act of 1917 containing a similar 
provision as to the requirement of at least three months’ 
service. Until this is enacted, however, there is no time 
limit. 

It is true that this makes it possible for a person to 
obtain City employment and to enlist or be inducted into 
military service, thus requiring the payment of one-half 
his salary to his dependents. This is definitely a matter 
which should be borne in mind by you and by the other 
appointing officers in the various departments and offices 
of the City. While we cannot prevent an employee of 
the City from enlisting in military service, the fact that 
a man is within draft age is one of the factors which 
should be considered as to appointing him. Of course, 
if he has no dependents, no payment will be made by the 
City and the only consequence of his entry into military 
service will be that his duties must be performed by a sub- 
stitute who will have to be removed upon the return of the 
drafted or enlisted employee. If he has dependents he 
will presumably be in Class III and therefore deferred 
for some time period which will depend upon the extent 
and duration of the national emergency.

Dar Director Nrrson:—From your letter of the 
fourth instant it appears that between December 30, 
1929, and January 11, 1982, various complaints with 
respect to gas meters were found to be justified, whereby 
the complainants were entitled to the return of the $1 
required to be deposited in each instance when the com- 
plaint was made. In thirty (30) such cases the return 
of the money is still unclaimed although due notice by 
mail was given to every person so entitled: 


You ask what disposition should be made of this fund 
of thirty (30) dollars and how long a time must elapse 
before such claims may be bevarded as abandoned and 
forfeited. 


The money now held ape your department should be paid 
to the City Treasurer and will go into the City’s general 
funds. The usual period of time when such claims would 
be barred by limitation is six (6) years. On the expira- 
tion of that period, and after proper notice, you could with 
safety pay the cash so accumulated into the City Treasury.

Dear Mr. Mayor:—lI beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of April 2nd, relating to the proposed ordi- 
nance for the removal of branches of trees which obstruct 
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the light from lamps or trate signals on the streets, in 
which you call my attention to the fact that members of 
the Fairmount Park Commission regard the proposed 
ordinance as illegal, basing their views upon the provisions 
of the Act of May 31, 1907, P. L. 349. 

It will be noted that the proposed ordinance relates to 
trees upon either private property, or upon the abutting 
footways of the City. The Act of 1907 relates only to 
the latter subject, that is, to trees upon the highways. 
That Act requires acceptance by the City, which accept- 
ance was given by the ordinances of July 13, 1911, page 
264, and June 17, 1915, page 180 (to approve the regu- 
lations for the protection of street trees adopted by the 
Commissioners of Fairmount Park). Obviously, so far 
as trees upon private property are concerned the subject 
is not confined by the Act of 1907, or any other legisla- 
tion to the Fairmount Park Commission. That the City 
should proscribe as a nuisance the maintenance of the 
branches: of trees which obstruct lights placed and paid 
for by the City is obvious, and it has long been established 
by ordinance that such interference with the lights is 
illegal. So far, therefore, as the proposed ordinance re- 
lates to trees upon private property, it would seem that 
no question of its legality can arise by reason of the 
statute. 

As to trees upon the footways the Act of 1907 devolves 
the care of these on the Fairmount Park Commission, 
provided, however, that the Act be accepted by the City 
Council. Since the Act is without force unless so accepted, 
it may be that the acceptance of the City, being by the 
action of the City Council, can be repealed by that body 
and if so the general repealing clause in the fourth section 
of the proposed ordinance would seem to be sufficient for 
that purpose, as it repeals all inconsistent Councilmanie 
legislation. 

The title of the Act of 1907 is ‘‘To provide for the 
planting and care of shade trees on highways,” ete. The 
purpose of the proposed ordinance, even with respect to 
trees upon the highways, is not concerned with them as 
shade trees, but is to assure that the lights provided by the 
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City upon the streets shall not be obscured. The subject 
is a different one, and I believe that there would be no in- 
consistency in making it a nuisance to obscure the lights, 
and in providing for the abatement thereof. 

It is true that the ordinance of June 17, 1913, provides 
in Section 1 that ‘no trees shall be pruned, sprayed, 
planted, cut down or removed from any highway in the 
City of Philadelphia without authority from the Commis- 
sioners of Fairmount Park.” It was because of this pro- 
vision of the ordinance, as well as in accordance with the 
Act of 1907, that there was inserted in the proposed new 
ordinance a provision requesting the co-operation of the 
Commissioners of Fairmount Park (see Section 2). 
Whatever the legal right of the City to act independently 
of the Fairmount Park Commission may be it is clearly 
desirable that they should co-operate with the City in the 
removal of these obstructions, although their authority in 
the premises is limited to trees upon the highways. 

You wonder if, under the existing law, it would be pos- 
sible to continue this authority in the Park Commission, 
and at the same time require the householders to pay the 
cost. If the action of the Commissioners is to be predi- 
cated upon the Act of 1907, I fear that the language 
of that Act presents an obstacle to the suggestion of the 
Mayor. Section 4 of the Act provides that the cost of 
planting, transplanting or removing any trees in any high- 
way, and of suitable guards, curbing or grating for the 
protection thereof when necessary, and of the proper re- 
placing of any pavement or sidewalk necessarily disturbed, 
shall be borne by the owner of the real estate in front of 
which such trees are planted, set out or removed. Section 
5, however, provides that the cost and expense of caring 
for said trees, after having been planted or set out * * * 
shall be borne and paid for by general tax to be levied 
annually in the manner that taxes * * * are now levied. 
The removal of the branches which interfere with the lhght 
by pruning would probably be regarded as a part of the 
care for said trees. It certainly could not be held to be 
the planting, transplanting or removal of trees in the high- 
way, as to which Section 4 of the Act imposes the cost 
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on the owner of the abutting property. As already stated, 
however, I believe the removal of interfering foliage from 
trees is a distinct subject from the care of shade trees, 
even in the highways of the City, and if the Fairmount 
Park Commission is disposed to co-operate with the City 
authorities, as the letter of April 2nd indicates, and as 
the proposed ordinance provides, very little real difficulty 
could arise with respect to the pruning of the street trees, 
and none at all insofar as concerns such of the interfering 
trees as are on private property. |

My pear Mr. Watnut:—Reference is made to your 
inquiry concerning the question whether Patrolman 
Charles Leo McLain is entitled to a preferential credit 
in: his promotion examination as a “‘soldier’ within the 
meaning of the Soldiers’ Preference Act of June 27, 1939, 
P. L. 1198 (51 P. 8S. 491.1-5), for service in the United 
States Navy on board the U. 8. S. “Osborne” during the 
second Nicaraguan Campaign of 1923. 


The Act provides (51 P. 8S. 491.1) that “The word 
‘soldier’ as used in this act shall be construed to mean a 
person, male or female, who served in the military or naval 
service of the United States during any war in which the 
United States was engaged and who has an honorable dis- 
charge from such service.” 


4] 


In Opinions dated September 13, 1940 (Ops. City Sol., 
p. 150), November 12, 1940 (Ops. City Sol., p. 175), 
and December 17, 1940 (Ops. City Sol., p. 199), respec- 
tively, I have construed the word “‘war” as employed by 
this Act. In doing so, I have been guided principally 
by the requirement of the Statutory Construction Act of 
Mewes 951, 2. I. 1019, ‘Arty: TILT Sec. 83. (46-P..S: 
533), which provides that “‘words and phrases shall be 
construed * * * according to their common and approved 
ences,” 

With this principle in mind, I have in effect defined as 
wars all military engagements which have been recognized 
as such by either legislative or administrative definition. 
See Pennsylvania Veterans’ Compensation Act of Janu- 
ary 5, 1934, P. L. 223, Sec. 2, as amended by the Act of 
May 28, 1937, P. L. 1012, Sec. 1 (51 P. S. 443-2); Fed- 
eral Veterans’ Regulation promulgated as Part I of Ex. 
Ord. 6098, pursuant to the Act of March 28, 1934, C. 102, 
Title III, 48 Stat. 526 (38 U. S. C. A. 700 et seq., at 
p. 312). 


In addition thereto, I was persuaded by other authori- 
ties that the armed conflict between the forces of Pancho 
Villa and the United States at the Mexican border during 
1916-17 amounted to a condition of war, and so advised 
you in my opinion of September 13, 1940, supra, while 
holding in the same opinion that the so-called Cuban 
Pacification could not be regarded as a war. 


I find no authority to support the view that the 
Nicaraguan Campaigns should be construed as a ‘‘war” 
within the meaning of the Soldiers’ Preference Act of 
June 27, 1939, supra. 


In conclusion of the present question, and in summary 
of my opinion with respect to all questions concerning 
this subject, I respectfully suggest that claims for service 
during “‘war’ should be denied by your Commission in 
all cases except service during the following military 
engagements, leaving to the applicant the burden of estab- 
lishing his right to preferential credit by such procedure 
as he may be advised to pursue:

Dear Mr. Crryton :—You have asked the opinion of 
this department as to your right to require that a license 
be obtained by a motion picture machine operator engaged 
to operate a motion picture machine in the Philadelphia 
State Hospital for Mental Diseases. I gather from your 
letter that the Superintendent of that hospital, on advice 
from the Attorney General, has declined to permit you to 
inspect ‘‘certain parts’ of the hospital ‘‘and persons em- 
ployed therein as motion picture operators.” The letter 
from the Superintendent of the Hospital, attached to your 
request, contains a quotation from the opinion of the 
Attorney General to the effect that the City has no power 
to regulate or supervise the hospital on the ground that 
“to all intents and purposes, the Philadelphia State Hos- 
pital is State territory, subject only to the control and 
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regulation of the State government to the extent of the 
grounds occupied by the said State Hospital.” 

By the ordinance approved February 25, 1908 (page 
26), as amended by the ordinance approved May 24, 1935 
(page 252), operators of motion picture machines in the 
City of Philadelphia are required to obtain a license to 
operate such machines, to be granted after examination 
by a Board of Examiners, consisting of the Fire Marshal 
and Chief of the Electrical Bureau, such license to be 
granted by the Director of the Department of Public 
Safety. Section 6 of the ordinance of 1908 provides that 
any person violating any provision of the ordinance shall 
be subject to a penalty of $100. 

The letter of the Superintendent of the Hospital further 
states that the operator of that machine “has a State 
license,” which the Superintendent considers “‘sutlicient.” 
A study of the statutes reveals no authority in the Com- 
monwealth to grant licenses to operators of motion picture 
machines in cities of the first class, which, of course, means 
Philadelphia. The Commonwealth’s Administrative 
Code, 1929, P. L. 177 (71 P. S. 562), in section 2202, 
provides that ‘“‘The department of labor and industry shall 
have the power, and its duty shall be: (1) to issue licenses, 
after examination, to motion picture projectionists and 
apprentices as may now or hereafter be provided by law.” 
The only State law requiring motion picture projectionists 
to be licensed is the Act of 1927, P. L. 465, and its 
numerous amendments, which Act specifically does not 
apply to cities of the first class, second class, and second 
class A. Hence, there is no State regulation of motion 
picture operators in this City and we are not faced with 
any conflicting regulation in this instance. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that any individual who 
operates a motion picture machine anywhere in the City 
of Philadelphia, including the Philadelphia State Hos- 
pital for Mental Diseases, without a leense from the 
Director of Public Safety is violating the law as set forth 
in the ordinances above mentioned, and is subject to the 
$100 penalty. In this way you have the power to perform 
your duties looking toward the elimination of fire hazards. 
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With respect to the much broader question as to the right 
of the City to compel the State Hospital authorities to 
conform to the ordinance, there appears to be some doubt. 

The Act of Assembly of 1938, P. L. 53, authorized 
the Commonwealth to take over the Philadelphia Hospital 
for Mental Diseases together with certain other mental 
hospitals. In Section 4 of that Act, it is provided that 
the Commonwealth’s Department of Welfare is to operate 
and manage the institution ‘‘in accordance with the laws 
of the Commonwealth relating to such hospitals.” There 
is nothing specific in that Act as to whether that institu- 
tion can be included as among those subject to the City’s 
police powers. 

The Charter of the City of Philadelphia, as set forth in 
the Act of 1919, P. L. 581, does not help us on this sub- 
ject by any specific grant of power to the City to extend 
its police regulations to State-owned buildings. No deci- 
sion of the courts of Pennsylvania has been found that 
covers this point. 

There are, of course, expressions in decisions of the 
courts of Pennsylvania to the effect that the City’s police 
powers arise from powers originally delegated to the City 
by the State. For instance in the case of Roumfort vs. 
Delaney, 230 Pa. 374, our Supreme Court held as fol- 
lows (p. 380): 


“It is true incorporated municipalities may adopt 
police regulations in reference to buildings of the 
same character, but in so doing they act under power 
delegated by the state. Under the constitution our 
police power is lodged in the commonwealth which 
may and frequently does delegate it to municipalities 
for certain purposes. The commonwealth, however, 
is not estopped from exercising its sovereign power 
directly if it chooses to do so.” 


In this connection it is to be remembered that in 1789, 
by the Act approved March 11th (2 Sm.L. 462) in Sec- 
tion 16 (538 P. S. 6364), the Legislature granted broad 
powers to the City as follows: 


“The mayor, recorder, aldermen and common 
councilmen, in common council assembled, shall have 
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full power and authority to make, ordain, constitute 
and establish such and so many laws, ordinances, 
regulations and constitutions (provided the same 
shall not be repugnant to the laws and constitution 
of this Commonwealth), as shall be necessary or 
convenient for the government and welfare of the 
said City, and the same to enforce, put in use, and 
execution, by the proper officers and at their pleasure 
to revoke, alter, and make anew, as occasion may 
require.” 


Another Act bearing on this subject is the Act of 1937, 
P. L. 318, as amended by the Act of 1939, P. L. 474. 
That Act authorizes cities of the first class, and others, 
“to enact and enforce suitable ordinances to govern and 
regulate the construction, alteration, repairs, occupation, 
maintenance, sanitation, lighting, ventilation, water sup- 
ply, toilet facilities, drainage, use and inspection of all 
buildings * * *.” Again, as you will note, there is 
specific reference to buildings owned or operated by the 
Commonwealth in such cities. 

The following Acts of Assembly relate to your statu- 
tory powers as Fire Marshal, apart from your duties in 
enforcing City ordinances. 

The Act of 1903, P. L. 48, and the Act of 1911, P. L. 
705, both of which relate to the powers and duties of the 
fire marshal in cities of the first class, contain no specific 
reference to State institutions. In the Act of 1903, Sec- 
tion 3, provides, inter ala: 


“The fire marshal or his assistants may enter and 
examine all livery and other stables, hayboats or 
vessels, and any place where any powder, hemp * * * 
and any explosive or combustible material, may be 
stored or deposited; and to ascertain whether any 
provisions of the law relating to explosives or com- 
bustibles are violated * * *.” 


Section 4 of that Act provides, inter alia: 


“The fire marshal may enter all buildings of a 
public character, departmental stores and_ hotels, 
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churches, theatres, public halls, and other structures 
used or intended to be used for the purpose of assem- 
bles, amusement or instruction, and buildings used 
for manufacturing, where a large number of people 
congregate or are employed, and ascertain whether 
the hall, doors, stairways, passageways and aisles 
thereof, furnishing egress, are kept clear and free 
from all obstructions during business hours or when 
any performance, service, exhibition, lecture, or ball 
1s COIN POne a 


The Act of 1911, in Section 5, provides, inter alia, as 
follows: 

“The Fire Marshal may order the inspection of all 
buildings used for business or private purposes, and 
all buildings used for public purposes—meetings, ex- 
hibitions, or theatrical or operatic performances, or 
any amusement place—and enforce all laws relating 
LONE HE sSaTne! Seka. 4 


It is to be noted that these Acts passed by the General 
Assembly do not specifically relate to State-owned institu- 
tions nor even to hospitals. 7 

The Act of 1911, P. L. 658, established the office of 
State fire marshal and attention is called to that part of 
Section 14 of that Act which reads as follows: 


“Tt is further hereby declared to be the true inten- 
tion and meaning of this act, that the same shall not 
apply or be operative in any city or county of this 
Commonwealth where, under existing laws, whether 
special or general, the position and duties of a fire 
marshal are provided for.” 


At the time this Act establishing the State fire 
marshal was passed, the Act of 1903, establishing the 
office of fire marshal in cities of the first class, was, of 
course, in effect and the Act of 1911 also relating to the 
office of fire marshal in cities of the first class was ap- 
proved five days later. Therefore, if part of the City 
of Philadelphia were deemed to be beyond the scope of 
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your powers and duties such part would have no super- 
vision by a fire marshal. That result would be undesirable. 


The necessity for supervision by some agency such as 
yours 1s obviously desirable in any modern community. 
Your regulations and inspection and the regulations 
adopted by the City Council are designed to protect the 
persons and property of all persons within the City limits. 
They should be respected by all persons and the owners 
or occupiers of all properties regardless of the status of 
such persons or properties. That this may result in affect- 
ing State officials or employees of State property should 
be considered as merely incidental to the vital object to 
be achieved, namely, the preservation of life and prop- 
erty. If a State-owned building is in a crowded and 
highly built-up section of the City is would be dangerous 
to hundreds of other properties and their thousands of 
occupants if such State-owned building were not to be 
subject to the fire prevention regulations that apply to 
all other buildings. No fine-spun legalistic theories should 
stand in the way of this essential protection that must be 
accorded our citizens. It is doubtful, at least, that the 
State authorities on mature consideration would allow a 
question of jurisdiction to create a situation of actual 
hazard. 


I am, therefore, of the opinion that until it shall be 
judicially determined that the City’s powers to make regu- 
lations for the prevention of fires cannot apply to build- 
ings owned and operated by the Commonwealth although 
situate within the City’s limits, it would appear to be 
vour duty to continue to exercise your powers of inspec- 
tion, investigation and regulation to the extent that you 
have been so doing in buildings covered by the pertinent 
Acts of Assembly and City ordinances whether or not 
they are owned and operated by the Commonwealth. 


In any event, I believe that your purposes, at least 
with respect to the operation of a motion picture machine 
in the Philadelphia State Hospital, can be accomplished 
as suggested above by action against the individual who 
attempts to operate a motion picture machine anywhere 
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within the City limits without complying with the City 
ordinance pertaining thereto. Such action may lead to a 
judicial decision upon the entire subject.

Drar Mr. Mayor:—You recently transmitted a letter 
from Director Exley calling your attention to a request 
of The Pennsylvania Railroad Company that the City 
contribute fifty per cent. of the cost of repairing the tracks 
and roadbed of a certain off-street area adjacent to the 
Thirtieth Street Station. The letter from Mr. Morse 
estimates the cost of the repairs at approximately $1,400, 
and requests that the City contribute fifty per cent. of 
that cost. 

The ordinance of May 18, 1931, authorized the then 
Director of City Transit to enter into an agreement with 
The Pennsylvania Railroad Company to divide equally 
the cost of the temporary relocation and permanent loca- 
tion of the surface car tracks of the underground facilities 
of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company in or about. 
Market street, between the west bank of the Schuylkill 
river and Thirtieth street, and authorized the said Diree- 
tor to draw a warrant or warrants to an amount not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate $40,000 to cover the City’s share 
of the cost. 

Pursuant to the authorization contained in the ordi- 
nance the then Director of City Transit entered into an 
agreement, dated May 26, 1931, providing for the tem- 
porary relocation of the subway-surface car tracks from 
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the Schuylkill river to Thirtieth street on land belonging 
to The Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and limited the 
responsibility of the City under the agreement to $40,000, 
as provided for in the enabling ordinance, chargeable 
against Loan Item 461 theretofore appropriated to the 
Department of City Transit. 

We are advised by Director Exley that since the 26th 
of May, 1931, the sum of $37,921.46 has been paid out 
by the City under the terms of the said agreement, leaving 
a theoretical credit of $2,078.54 still remaining for the 
purposes of the agreement. We are further advised that 
this balance has been eliminated from Loan Item 461 of 
the Department of City Transit, and that, at the present 
time, no funds remain available against which to draw 
warrants in the possession of the City Treasurer. 


This situation raises no legal obligation on the part of 
the City to pay any part of the costs of the present pro- 
posed repairs, unless, and until, City Council makes sums 
available for that purpose. The immediate cost to the 
City, it appears, will be in the neighborhood of $700 
and while, as already indicated, the Railroad Company 
could not enforce this expenditure on the part of the 
City, yet the situation presented is one in which the public 
safety and convenience are to some extent involved. 

The City Couneil has, of course, the power to provide 
this sum if it is deemed necessary and proper so to do, 
and have heretofore agreed with The Pennsylvania Raul- 
road Company, in accordance with the ordinance of 1931, 
to pay half the cost of the repairing and repaving up to 
the sum of $40,000, which sum has been depleted, 
above stated. 


It would be entirely proper, if the Council saw fit to 
do so, to provide by appropriation the necessary sum to 
bear our share of this cost, and this department will be 
glad to prepare the necessary ordinances if, in your judg- 
ment, you desire to recommend that one be passed.

My pear Drrecror GraKxeLow :—I am returning here- 
with the schedule of bids and other papers relating to a 
proposed contract for a police motor launch. These bids 
were advertised for, and duly opened, on March 26, 1941. 
There appear to be two bidders, the Yacht Sales & Service, 
Incorporated, and the Ocean City’ Engine Yacht Co. At 
the time of the advertisements, and after the specifica- 
tions had been framed, bids were invited for the furnish- 
ing of a police motor launch and it was provided that 
police boat No. 1 and police boat No. 2 were to be taken 
by the successful bidder in part payment for the launch 
to be furnished, and bidders were required to state what 
allowances they would make for these two police boats. 
After the invitations to bid had been advertised a change 
was made in the proposed arrangements, whereby only 
one of the two police boats was to be taken by the con- 
tractor. The contract has been awarded to the Yacht 
Sales & Service, Incorporated, as the lowest responsible 
bidder. 

Various questions are raised by these bids, specifica- 
tions, etc., to which answers are required from this depart- 
ment as to the legal situation as thereby developed. 


1. Although the specifications provided that bids 
should be made on the regular forms issued by the depart- 
ment, this was not done by the Yacht Sales & Service, 
Incorporated, but the bid of that company was furnished 
upon its own letterhead. It provided, however, that the 
bidder would comply with the specifications, and, as re-. 
quested therein, it furnished blueprints and further speci- 
fications with regard to the launch which it proposed to 
furnish. This was an irregularity which might have 
justified the rejection of that bid. In my judgment, how- 
ever, it alone did not require such rejection, it being a 
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mere irregularity which, if the contract were afterwards 
executed, would be merged in the specifications which 
would be attached thereto. 

2. Speed: It was provided in the specifications that 
the boat should demonstrate by actual tests its ability to 
attain a speed of at least 20 statute miles per hour. The 
bid of the Yacht Sales & Service corporation deviated by 
proposing to furnish a launch with an estimated speed of 
from 16 to 20 statute miles per hour “‘according to con- 
ditions.” This was not a compliance with the require- 
ments of the specifications, and the bid should have been 
rejected for this reason. It is true that after the bids 
were opened in a letter from the corporation, dated April 
21, 1941, a memorandum was enclosed in which it was 
provided that ‘‘boat shall demonstrate by actual tests its 
ability to attain a speed of at least 20 statute miles per 
hour.’ This was in accordance with the specifications, 
but it was too late. It has been many times determined 
by the courts that no negotiations or changes may be had 
with a bidder after the opening of the bids. Thus in 
Harris vs. Philadelphia, 283 Pa. 496, a bidder by in- 
advertence underestimated the amount of the certified 
check which was to accompany the bid, and enclosed a 
check of a smaller amount than that required. Upon 
the opening of the bids this discrepancy was discovered, 
and the bidder at once offered to make up the amount of 
the certified cheek to the sum required. It was held, how- 
ever, by the Supreme Court that to permit such a change 
after the bids had been opened would be unfair to other 
bidders and would be in violation of the law. The action 
of the City im rejecting this bid, although it was the 
lowest, and although there was no question of the respon- 
sibility of this bidder, was sustained by the court, and 
the judgment of the lower court to the same effect was 
affirmed. 

In Louchheim vs. Philadelphia, 218 Pa. 100, it was 
held that private negotiations of any character between 
the municipal authorities and a successful bidder for a 
city contract by which the conditions of the competitive 
bid are modified so that he becomes in effect the lowest 
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bidder, are inadmissible and at the suit of a taxpayer an 
award of a contract to him was set aside. 

3. Change in the specifications: As already stated 
in the original specifications it was proposed that two 
police boats be taken over by the contractor, and he was 
required to state what allowance he would make for these 
two boats. The Yacht Sales & Service, Incorporated, .bid 
for the furnishing of the launch the sum of $5,330, with 
an allowance of $250 for each of the two police boats. 
The Ocean City Engine Yacht Co. bid for the furnishing 
of the launch $5,800, with an allowance of $700 each 
for the two police boats. On this footing the Ocean City 
Engine Yacht Co. would be unquestionably the lower of 
the two bidders if the original intention to turn over two 
police boats had been adhered to. Their net bid would 
in that event have been $4,400. The bid of the Yacht 
Sales & Service corporation was $5,330, with an allow- 
ance of $250 for each of the two old boats would have 
made its net bid $4,830. The change which has been 
made providing for the turning over of but one boat alters 
this situation by making the net bid of the Ocean City 
Engine Yacht Co. $5,100, and that of the Yacht Sales & 
Service, Incorporated, $5,080. It has been held, how- 
ever, that to change the situation by an alteration in the 
specifications of this character is unjustifiable and illegal. 
It is quite possible in the present instance that if the speci- 
fications had originally provided for the transfer to the 
contractor of but one boat other bidders might have made 
proposals, as it is at least conceivable that some prospective 
bidders might be unable to dispose of or use the two old 
boats, but might be in a position to use one, and thus they 
would be deterred from bidding, and the purpose of re- 
quiring municipal contracts to be let to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder would thus in a measure be nullified. 

In the case of Flinn vs. Philadelphia, 258 Pa. 355, a 
substitution in the specifications authorizing alternative 
bids for the eutting of stone both inside and outside of 
the City of Philadelphia, was held to be invalid, although 
made before the opening of the bids, and while the adver- 
tisement for proposals was running, and although notice 
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of this change was given to all who had taken out specifica- 
tions, blueprints, ete., presumptively in the status of 
possible bidders, it was held that this course might elimi- 
nate prospective bidders, and that the proposed entering 
into a contract with the lowest bidder was, therefore, 
improper, and the City was enjoined from following that 
course. It was held in that case that the proper procedure 
when this change was made would have been to readvertise 
with full notice of the proposed alterations, thus putting 
all possible bidders on an equal footing. 

In the present case the change from the allowance for 
one boat instead of two, has materially altered the situa- 
tion, and in accordance with the last cited decision and 
others, the proper procedure would be to reject all the 
bids and advertise anew for proposals in which it should 
clearly appear that but one of the old police boats is to be 
taken in part payment of the contract price. 

There are two other matters to which I desire to call 
your attention. In inviting bids it was stated that 
“bidders may offer discounts on the prices quoted below 
for payment of bills within 30, 45 or 60 days.” This 
method of asking bids with time discounts may prevent 
the ascertainment of who is actually the lowest bidder, 
for if payment is made within the discount period one 
bidder may be the lowest, but if payment is not made 
within the prescribed time, another bidder may be the 
lowest. In the present instance an examination of the 
schedule shows that the Ocean City Engine Yacht Co. 
offered a three per cent. discount on 30-day payments, 
two per cent. discount on 45-day payments, and one per 
cent. discount on 60-day payments, whereas the Yacht 
Sales & Service corporation offered no discounts. <A fixed 
discount without respect to the uncertain condition when 
payment would be made might be allowed, but a con- 
tingent discount or discounts of the above character im- 
ports uncertainty in the ascertainment of the lowest 
bidder, and I am of the opinion that this practice should 
be discontinued, not only with respect to the readvertise- 
‘ment for the present contract, but in all cases. 
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I refer you on this subject to the Opinions of Mr. 
Ashton, when City Solicitor, of December 6, 1930, page 
149, and of June 1, 1931, page 62. I thoroughly concur 
in his views. 

I note also that in the specifications bidders are invited 
to state the time within which they will deliver the launch. 
If the time element has any significance the proper course, 
as indicated in the case of Edmundson vs. Pittsburgh 
School District, 248 Pa. 559, is for the official inviting 
bids to fix a time within which delivery will be required, 
with, if it is deemed desirable, appropriate penalties or 
bonuses, or both, for undue delay or for anticipation. 

In the present instance, it appears that the contract has 
already been awarded to the Yacht Sales & Service, In- 
corporated. This need, however, furnish no objection to 
the course which has been suggested above as the proper 
one, that is, to reject all the bids and advertise again for 
new bids, since the City is not bound in any contractual 
relation by the mere award of a contract without more. 
In the case of Hollenback vs. Hadley, 312 Pa. 176, and 
in many other cases, this has been held by the Supreme 
Court to be the law. In the Hollenback case, indeed, the 
execution of the contract in question had gone so far that 
it had been signed by the contractor and by the City 
officials charged with its execution, but had not been coun- 
tersigned and charged against the item of appropriation 
by the City Controller, but was lying on his desk awaiting 
such action. In that situation it, with a number of other 
contracts, was withdrawn from the City Controller and 
the City having determined not to go on with the improve- 
ment to which the contract related, appropriated the 
money which was to have been paid, to other purposes. 
Mandamus proceedings having been instituted to compel 
the steps necessary to make it a binding contract, the 
Supreme Court called attention to the provisions of Article 
XII, Section 4, of the Charter Act of 1919 to the effect 
that ‘“‘every contract involving an appropriation shall 
designate the item on which it is founded and shall be 
numbered by the City Controller in the order of its date 
and charged as numbered against such item and so cer- 
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tified by him before it shall take effect as a contract,” 
and to other sections of the Charter Act of a similar 
purport, and accordingly held that even in the advanced 
stage to which the contract there in question had gone it 
was not binding upon the City as a contract and no lability 
to the proposed contractor existed. 

I repeat the suggestion that in this instance the wiser 
course would be to reject the bids and advertise anew 
with specifications indicative of what the exact rights and 
obligations of the successful bidder would be when the 
contract shall have been executed.

Dear Str:—Your letters with respect to the account 
stated of the Philadelphia Electric Company for use of 
ducts in South Philadelphia for their service lines have 
been received. 

We note that your calculations would show an accrued 
rental charge from 19385 to 1940, inclusive, of $10,200. 
You state that this figure does not include any charge 
for the use of the duct that feeds the Municipal Stadium, 
located at Broad and Terminal avenue, and you ask 
for an opinion as to whether the Philadelphia Electric 
Company should pay for the use of this duct although it 
feeds the City service. 

In your letter of May 5, 1941, you state that since you 
formerly advised us with respect to this situation you 
have ascertained that the usual service to the Municipal 
Stadium was rendered by the Philadelphia Electric Com- 
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pany through cables in conduits belonging to the Keystone 
Telephone Company and that the cable in the municipal 
conduit leading to the stadium was merely used as a 
second source of supply in case of breakdown in service 
through the Keystone conduits. You also state that it 
has not been the custom of your bureau to charge rental 
for the use of City conduits by the Electric Company for 
such (auxiliary) service. 

Under the new facts appearing from your last letter it 
is clear that any charge for rental for the period covered 
by the adjustment for the use of the municipal conduit 
to the stadium for the purposes outlined would not import 
any liability on the part of the company to pay rental. 
It is, therefore, my opinion that the adjustment of the 
rental charges on the conduits involved in the amount of 
$10,200 would constitute a proper accord and satisfaction 
of the outstanding and unpaid rentals in the premises. 

Will you be kind enough to return my letter of April 
2, 1941, as it was founded upon incomplete information 
with respect to the subject matter ¢

Dear Mr. Freiron :—Your oral request for an opinion 
with respect to the claim of dependency under the Act of 
June 7, 1917, P. L. 600, with respect to a City employee 
or official who has been enlisted, enrolled or drafted into 
the military or naval service of the United States of 
America and subsequently married has been received. 

A careful reading of the Act referred to gives every 
evidence of the intention of the Legislature to determine 
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the right to compensation from a municipal employer to 
such dependents as were determined to be such as of the 
date of the enlistment, enrollment or drafting. Section 2 
of the Act subsequently provides : 


“Srotion 2. Any said officer or employe, so en- 
listing, enrolling, or drafted, and having a dependent 
or dependents as aforesaid, may, at the time of his 
enlistment, enrollment, or draft, or immediately 
thereafter, file with the head or chief of the depart- 
ment, bureau, commission, or office in which he is 
employed, a statement in writing, executed under 
oath, setting forth the fact and date of his enlistment, 
enrollment, or draft, his intention to retain his said 
office or employment, and to resume the duties thereof 
after the expiration of his service in the military or 
naval service, or any branch or unit thereof; and the 
names and addresses of his wife, children, and de- 
pendent parent or parents, if any such he have; and 
requesting and directing that one-half of the salary 
or wages of his said office or employment, not exceed- 
in two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars per annum, shall 
be paid during his service in the military or naval 
service or any branch or unit thereof * * *.” 


This language is clearly intended to mean that the de- 
pendency from which the liability of the employer springs 
must exist at the time of the enlistment, enrollment or 
drafting. A dependency subsequently arising by the 
voluntary act of the employee imports no liability to the 
municipality. 

It is my opinion, therefore, that until the obligation of 
the City under the circumstances has been more fully 
defined either by the Legislature or the courts that no 
claims of any dependency arising after the enlistment, 
enrollment or drafting has occurred shall be recognized.

Dear Director Exiry:—Your oral request for an 
opinion advising you whether or not the ordinance pro- 
viding for the double tracking of the Bustleton surface 
line on Oxford avenue, from Griscom street to Harrison 
street, and north of Sanger street through Oxford Circle 
to Castor avenue just north of Roosevelt boulevard modi- 
fied the Frankford Elevated lease so as to permit the 
Philadelphia Transportation Company to charge against 
the City’s contribution the cost of putting new rails in the 
areas to be double tracked, has been received. 


The answer depends upon an interpretation of that 
part of Section 4 of the ordinance of December 23, 1940, 
which provides: ‘The provisions of this ordinance shall 
not be deemed to modify the provisions of the ordinance 
authorizing the existing leases for the Frankford Elevated 
and Bustleton surface line, except to the extent that it is 
necessary to make the provisions of this ordinance opera- 
tive.” It was not the intention of City Council, or this 
department, or of your department, or any other City 
agency, that the Philadelphia Transportation Company 
should be relieved in this transaction of the burden of 
maintaining proper rails to accommodate service on the 
Bustleton surface line. Furthermore, the language above 
cannot be construed to require the City to pay for the 
substitution of new or different tracks in place of those 
now existing on Oxford avenue unless it is impossible to 
use such rails and other facilities as now exist in the 
prosecution of the work. 


Inasmuch as the rails concerned in the relocation and 
double tracking of the Bustleton line across the boulevard 
at Oxford Circle contemplates the substitution of com- 
paratively straight rails for those now installed which 
have been conformed to a radius curve around the circle, 
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I consider the substitution of new or different rails for 
those now existing at the Oxford Circle and charged 
against the sums provided for in the ordinance, a proper 
bookkeeping entry in the premises. In such case the 
salvage value of the rails conforming to a radius curve 
removed from the location should be credited to the City 
under any circumstances. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that the only items of ex- 
pense for new rails or other facilities in connection with 
the program on Oxford Circle should consist first, of such 
additional rails as may be necessary to supplement the 
existing facilities on Oxford avenue, between Griscom 
street and Harrison street, and, second, that all new or 
substituted rails necessary to complete the double track- 
ing across the boulevard at Oxford Cirele should prop- 
ely be chargeable against the sums allocated in the ordi- 
nance, with a proper credit to the City for the salvage 
value of any rails replaced at that location by new or 
substituted rails of a different physical conformation.

Dear Mr. Harrts vom your letter of May 14th, it 
appears that Emanuel Wirtschafter and Morris B. 
Rappaport operate a chain of stores in Philadelphia at 
different locations; that on May 15th of last year the City 
Treasury issued to them a going out of business sale 
license which expired August ee 1940, for premises 
6312 Woodland avenue; that Mr. Rappaport is now apply- 
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ing for another going out of business sale license for prem- 
ises 2803 West Girard avenue, where he conducts business 
under the trade name “Okay Dress Shop.” 

You ask whether Section 5 of the Act of July 2, 1937, 
P. L. 2821, forbids the issuance of such a second license. 

Section 5 of the Act of 1937 provides that ‘“tany license 
so granted, as aforesaid, shall be good for no more than 
a period of ninety (90) days, and shall not be renewable 
nor shall any other such license be granted to the same 
person within the same city or borough for a period of 
one year succeeding the expiration of a previous license.” 

If, as I understand, the present application is for the 
same firm which received the license on May 15, 1940, 
the above quoted language of the Act specifically provides 
that it may not have a second license until one year from 
the expiration of the previous license. If, therefore, Mr. 
Rappaport is now applying for the second license to the 
same firm which operated under the first license, the ap- 
plication should be refused. 

Answering your inquiry, “whether Section 5 of Act 
591, which prohibits the granting of a similar lecense 
within a year to the same person, applies to stores at dif- 
ferent locations simultaneously operated but under the 
same ownership,’ I would say that so far as concerns 
places operated within the City, the issuance of the new 
license is prohibited by that statute.

Dear Dr. Owen :—Your communication of the 14th 
inst., to which is attached a copy of a departmental memo- 
rand from Dr. John L. Laird, Chief of the Division of 
Laboratories to you, has been received by this department. 
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From the data contained in said memorandum, it ap- 
pears that on various occasions the City laboratories are 
requested to make Wassermanns and other laboratory 
examinations, including tests for contagious disease con- 
trol and for marraige licenses to be issued in another State 
where private laboratories have no reciprocal agreement 
with such States. In a number of those instances, the 
persons benefited are in reasonably good financial stand- 
ing and can well afford to pay for those examinations. 
In fact, as Dr. Laird states, in a number of instances 
when the specimens are forwarded to the laboratories by 
physicians, fees therefor are enclosed. 

You request my opinion as to whether the labora- 
tories may retain such fees as are voluntarily paid, and 
whether fees could be imposed and charged for such 
services. 


In response I desire to advise you that there is no legal 
objection to accepting such fees as are voluntarily paid 
by the persons benefited or by their respective physicians. 
In those cases, of course, the money should be paid daily 
to the City Treasury, in compliance with Section 6 of 
Article XI of the City Charter. 

There does not seem to be any provision, however, in 
the City Charter or any statute or City ordinance provid- 
ing for charging a fee for those services. Undoubtedly, 
however, Council may by ordinance adopt a schedule of 
fees for various examinations and tests. In adopting 
same, I think it well to bear in mind the questions sug- 
gested by Dr. Laird, particularly with respect to the 
persons who, by reason of their financial condition, can 
not afford to pay such fees.

Dear Curer Van Loan:—I have received your oral 
request for an opinion with respect to the effect of the 
ordinances of April 12, 1909, and July 5, 1928, relating 
to the installation of water mains by private persons in 
the public highway, and the effect of the lapse of ten 
years from the date of the installation upon the ownership 
of mains so laid. 


I understand that the mains in question constructed 
in the bed of certain streets’in the Thirty-fourth Ward 
of the City of Philadelphia adjacent to City avenue were 
installed and paid for by the Wood Estate, the owners 
of most of the adjacent property. Subsequently to their 
installation water was served through the pipes from the 
lines of what is now the Philadelphia Suburban, Water 
Company through a meter at Green Hill Farms at the 
corner of Lancaster avenue and City avenue and the Wood 
Estate collected proportionate water rents from the cus- 
tomers along the line. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
ordinance of 1909 provided that the beneficial enjoyment 
of the Wood Estate in the lines should only extend for a 
period of ten years. J understand that water is still being 
supphed from the Philadelphia Suburban Water Com- 
pany’s lines through these mains. 

The ordinance of April 12, 1909, provides as follows: 


“Upon the completion of the work of laying pipe 
as authorized in Section 1, the District Surveyor 
shall prepare a plan and file the same in the Bureau 
of Water, with the cost thereof, and no permit shall 
be granted for a connection therewith to any person 
until a receipt has been produced showing that such 
person or some preceding owner of the property de- 
sired to be so connected has contributed a pro rata 
part of the cost of its laying, which prohibition shall 
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be null and void after the lapse of ten years from the 
laying of said pipe; but after the lapse of said period 
any person desiring to connect with said water pipe 
shall, before a permit be granted, pay into the City 
Treasury the same amount he would be required to 
pay if the said water pipe had been originally laid 
by the City.” 


It is my opinion that the expiration of the ten-year 
period operates under the provisions of this ordinance to 
vest the ownership of the water mains and facilities in the 
street so installed in the City of Philadelphia. 


Under the terms of the ordinance the property belong- 
ing to the person who paid for the installation abutting 
on these water lines was freed from len or assessment for 
and on account of the installation not only in the hands 
of the owner of the property, but of any subsequent 
erantee. If, however, property not belonging to such 
person abuts upon the water mains such property is, and 
should be, assessable when and as service connections are 
made with the main for the benefit of such properties.

Drar Dr. Owrn:—Your communication of the 16th 
inst. enclosing copy of letter sent to you by C. Radford 
Berry, Director of Bureau of Engineering, Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission, has been received by this de- 
partment. Mr. Berry inquires whether the Health De- 
partment of the City has issued a regulation prohibiting 
smoking and spitting in street railway cars and buses. 
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You request “any data” that I may have available in this 
office so that you may respond to Mr. Berry’s inquiry. 

I do not know of any regulation of the Department of 
Public Health regarding the subject of Mr. Berry’s in- 
quiry. There are, however, two City ordinances prohibit- 
ing spitting, to which same I might direct your attention. 
The first of these is the ordinance of March 9, 1903 (p. 
34, Ordinances 1903), of which Section 1 provides as 
follows: 

“That from and after the passage of this ordi- 
nance, expectorating upon the sidewalks of the City, 
on the floors and passageways of public buildings, on 
the floors of public conveyances, propelled by steam, 
electricity or otherwise, on the floors of theatres, rail- 
road stations and other indoor places resorted to by 
the public, is declared to be a nuisance, prejudicial 
to the health of the City and is prohibited.” 


The second is the ordinance approved December 26, 
1917, regulating the government of the municipal market 
houses a the Gite Bei Philadelphia. In Section 9 of that 
ordinance the following provision is contained : 


“Spitting on the floors of the market is strictly 
probibitede) oa. 

The State Legislature has also forbidden spitting in 
public paces; thus the Act of Assembly of May 11, 1909, 
P. L. 516, entitled “An Act for the further protection of 
public health by prohibiting spitting in public places; 
providing penalties for violation thereof,’ includes the 
following provision in Section 1: 


“That from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall be unlawful for any person to spit on any public 
walk, public wharf or landing, or on the floor, 
platform, stairway, or elevator, or covering used 
thereon, of any railroad or railway station, or other 
building to which the public has access; or on the 
floor or platform or steps, or any covering used there- 
on, of any railroad or railway car, or other vehicle, 
conveyance, or common carrier used for the trans- 
portation of the public.” 
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It therefore appears that while expectorating in public 
places and public conveyances has been the subject of 
legislative regulation by both City and State, smoking 
does not seem to have been regulated except for the ap- 
parent purposes of safeguarding against conflagration. 
Thus the Act of April 17, 1878, P. L. 23, Section 1, 
forbids lighted cigars or pipes on board any ship while 
lying within a certain distance of a maritime wharf at or 
near to which petroleum is kept or stored. 

ne mct-or June 9, 1911, P. L.'756, Article: X XV, 
General Rule 22, forbids miners to smoke while handling 
explosives. 

The Act of April 27, 1929, P. L. 1523, Section 5 (re- 
pealed and adopted as ‘‘City Building Code” in ordinance 
approved August 31, 1937, p. 433, Ordinances 1937), 
forbids smoking in any auditorium, balcony or gallery of 
any theatre or motion picture theatre. 

Should it appear to be a necessary police measure to 
regulate smoking in street railway cars and buses it seems 
to me that the proper procedure would be by ordinance 
of Council. 

I trust that the above will give you the information 
which you desire upon the subject matter.

Dear Docror Owen :—I am in receipt of your recent 
communication, with which you enclosed a copy of a letter 
addressed to you by the Secretary of the Department of 
Health of Upper Darby Township, Delaware County, 
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inquiring as to the possibility of entering into arrange- 
ments whereby the Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases would admit cases of contagious diseases from 
Upper Darby Township for treatment at the Philadelphia 
institution. It appears that the number of such cases 
average about six in each year; that the charges would be 
about $4 per day. You request my opinion as to whether 
such arrangements may be entered into. 

In my opinion the course suggested would require the 
sanction of an ordinance of Council. This appears to be 
the manner in which similar authorizations were con- 
ferred on previous occasions. An ordinance adopted 
March 30, 1866 (p. 109), directed the Board of Health 
to receive persons afflicted with contagious or infectious 
diseases who would otherwise be a charge upon the 
guardians of the poor; another on May 19, 1866 (p. 162), 
directed that body to receive for treatment in the Munic- 
ipal Hospital all persons afflicted with any contagious or 
infectious diseases sent to it by the Inspectors of the 
County Prison. 

In considering the submission of such an ordinance to 
Couneil it would, of course, be advisable that considera- 
tion be given to the possibility of overcrowding the hos- 
pital with cases from adjoining counties to such an extent 
that residents of the City might be seriously affected 
through difhculty in obtaining admission thereto.

Dear Dr. OwEN:—In your recent communication you 
advise me that a question has arisen in your department 
as to whether or not hospitals and convalescent homes are 
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to be regarded as included within the term ‘public eating 
or drinking place’ under the provisions of the Act of 
Assembly of April 27, 1927, P. L. 487, as amended. 

Section 1 of that Act, as amended by the Acts of March 
Meme osi ts le lerand April 14°1937, P.-L. 300: 
defines a public eating or drinking place as one where 
“food or drink is served to, or provided for, the public, 
with or without charge, including among others, hotels, 
restaurants, cafes, dining cars, cafeterias, boarding houses, 
ice cream saloons, soda water or soft drink fountains and 
bars or taverns.” 

Under that definition there may be some doubt as to 
whether or not hospitals and convalescent homes are in- 
cluded within the purview thereof. A well known maxim 
of construction to aid in ascertaining the meaning of a 
statute is known in the law as ‘“tejusdem generis,” the 
doctrine being that where an enumeration of specific 
things is followed by some more general word or phrase, 
such general word or phrase is to be held to refer to things 
of the same kind. ‘The nature of the businesses specified 
in the definition is the purveying of food which is the 
principal purpose of their existence. While it is doubt- 
lessly true that food and drink are served in hospitals and 
convalescent homes, hotels, restaurants, ete., enumerated 
in said definition all relate to businesses where the pur- 
veying of food is their primary and normal purpose. 
While food and drink are served in hospitals and con- 
valescent homes it is manifest that that function is only 
incidental to their primary purpose which is the care and 
healing of the sick. 

However, if the supervision of those institutions is 
deemed necessary to safeguard the public health it would 
be advisable to require them to comply with the terms of 
the statute and the ordinance of the City passed to carry 
same into effect; and should the right to enforce such 
compliance be challenged the question then could be finally 
determined by the courts.

Dear Mr. Frianacan:—Your letter requesting an 
opinion as to whether or not you can waive the customary 
fee for the issuance of stationary engineers’ and firemen’s 
lieenses under the ordinance of July 1, 1940, has been 
received. 

There is no provision in the ordinance providing for the 
issuance of free licenses and the practice has been not to 
do so. A similar situation has arisen with respect to the 
issuance of elevator operators’ licenses under a similar 
ordinance, and no free licenses were issued to City opera- 
tors in that situation. 


If it is desirable that the Department of Public Wel- 
fare should have the advantage of inmate engineers and 
firemen without such inmates paying for their licenses, 
funds should be made available from that department’s 
appropriation to pay for the same.

Drar Director Owen :—Your letter asking for an 
opinion as to whether or not the full fee should be charged 
for the apartment house located at 2601 Parkway for the 
year 1940 has been received. You state as follows: 
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“The Chief, Division of Housing and Sanitation, 
is in receipt of the following letter from Mr. Joseph 
J. Greenburg, President, 2601 Parkway: 

“With reference to a bill for licensing for Apart- 
ment House operation, we received a bill for both 
1940 and 1941 at $251.00 per year. 

“Since a majority occupancy of the building only 
occurred almost at the ending of last year, we feel 
that it is a little untair to be charged for the full 
year for 1940, and we would appreciate very much 
if some adjustment could be made for that year. I 
understand this matter is to be passed on by the City 
Solicitor’s office and if it can be legally done, I should 
lke very much to have it adjusted equitably.’ 

“The amount of two hundred and fifty-one dollars 
($251.00) per year is in comphance with Section 44 
of the Act of Assembly approved June 11, 1915 
(P. L. 954), which states, ‘Each application shall be 
accompanied by a fee * * * for a tenement house, of 
fifty cents ($.50) for each apartment that is to be 
occupied for living purposes.’ 

“Tt is true that this particular tenement house was 
not occupied until very late in the year 1940.” 


An examination of Section 44 of the Act of June 11, 
1915, P. L. 954, discloses that it contemplates future 
occupancy and not actual occupancy. The Act makes no 
provision for apportionment of fees nor for any considera- 
tion to be given to non-oceupancy. 


It is my opinion, therefore, that it would establish a 
very bad precedence and would further be improper to 
make any abatement in the charges for the license of the 
apartment house at 2601 Parkway for the year 1940.

Drar Mr. Nerson :—On May 29, 1941, you wrote me 
pertaining to the ordinance of Council approved March 
21, 1941, under which ordinance a new City plan is being 
prepared to accommodate the Federal Emergency Housing 
project now under construction at Penrose Ferry road 
and Magazine lane. The new City plan streets are: 


Twenty-fourth street, from Penrose avenue (Pen- 
rose Ferry road) to Packer avenue; 
Twenty-third street, from Hartranft street to Packer 
avenue ; 

Packer avenue, from Penrose avenue (Penrose Ferry 
road) to Twenty-fourth street ; 

Hartranft street, in a new location, from Penrose 
avenue (Penrose Ferry road) to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 


The beds of the above streets are to be dedicated by the 
Federal Government to the City without cost, and in 
accordance with the plans submitted, which plans show 
the new street arrangements and the portions of the beds 
of said streets to be dedicated. 


In your letter you likewise state that you felt that the 
dedication of these streets should include all of the gas 
mains, water lines, and storm and sanitary sewers, and 
all of the appurtenant structures to these municipal ser- 

: ae f a ae ; 
vices which the Federal Works Administration proposes 
to construct in those streets. 


Under the ordinance approved April 7, 1941, there is 
authorized the execution of a co-operation agreement 
among the Federal Works: Administrator, the City of 
Philadelphia, and the School District of Philadelphia, 
which, amongst other things, provides in Section 1, Para- 
graph 5, “The City further agrees that it will maintain 
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in good repair and working order any and all municipal 
utilities and facilities provided by it or by the Adminis- 
trator for the use and benefit of the projects * * *, pro- 
vided, however, that nothing in this paragraph shall be 
construed to make the City hable for * * * the original 
installation and facilities.” 


It is my opinion that the deeds of dedication of the 
streets involved should contain, firstly, a waiver clause, 
waiving all claims of damages for any change of grade, 
in accordance with the ead lines of he streets in- 
volved. Furthermore, it is my opinion that all the munic- 
ipal structures and facilities which are under construction, 
or about to be placed under construction, should be with- 
out cost to the City, in aecordance with the plans, specifi- 
cations and inspections approved by the Department of 
Public Works, and that upon completion, they are to be 
operated and niaintained as an integral part of the City’s 
gas, water and sewer system. The transfer of these 
structures to the City should be incorporated in the deeds 
of dedication of the streets involved.

Drar Mr. Mrrconeti:—TI received your oral request to 
be advised whether or not the ordinance of March 7, 1941, 
entitled ‘““An Ordinance to provide for the general welfare 
and public safety by regulating the parking of, or sale of 
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automobiles and automotive equipment in the City of 
Philadelphia, in open air parking spaces or in garages, 
and establishing limitations, regulations and obligations 
upon the owner, operator or maintainer of facilities. for 
the parking or sale of such vehicles, providing penalties, 
and for the issuance and cancellation of licenses by the 
Director of Public Safety,” as amended April 29, 1941, 
operates to require churches and charitable institutions, 
maintaining spaces for the accommodation parking of 
persons having occasion to visjt such institutions, to con- 
form to the provisions of the ordinance. 


Section 1 of the ordinance provides as follows: 


“That it shall be unlawful for the owner, operator 
or maintainer of all open air parking spaces or 
garages, including those operated for hire or for the 
sale of motor vehicles in the City of Philadelphia to 
carry on such business, except in conformity with the 
provisions of this ordinance.” 


You will note that the section refers to those who “‘carry 
on such business.” It is my opinion that churches and 
charitable institutions are not carrying on a “business” 
in the sense used in the ordinance and thus are not subject 
to its provisions. 

You will no- doubt have occasion to meet situations 
where parking spaces are not operated as an integral part 
of the business carried on on the premises. In such cases, 
you may use your best discretion with respect to whether 
such spaces should be licensed to protect the public, in 
keeping with the purposes of the ordinance.

Dear Sir :—Sinee the receipt of your letter of June 6, 
1941, Mr. Morris, representing the Haverford Township 
Commissioners, has been in touch with this department 
regarding the construction of an 8-inch terra cotta sewer 
through a section of ground included in Cobb’s Creek 
Park, bordering Cobb’s Creek in Haverford Township. 

It has been suggested to Mr. Morris that an ordinance 
would be necessary to authorize the agreement enclosed 
with your letter. In view of the fact that City Council 
has adjourned for an extended period such proceeding 
would necessitate a long delay and the Township Com- 
missioners have already awarded the contract for the work, 
I have suggested to Mr. Morris that the Township Com- 
missioners exercise their governmental authority to appro- 
priate the right-of-way described in the agreement as an 
exercise of eminent domain and thereby get quick action 
in the matter. Myr. Morris seemed to think it was the 
most practical answer to the problem and stated that he 
would so advise the Haverford Township Commissioners. 


I am returning herewith the letter from the Commis- 
sioners of Haverford Township, dated May 26, 1941, to 
Thomas Buckley, Survey Bureau, together with triplicate 
copies of a right-of-way agreement granting the privilege 
of constructing this sewer, which you sent to me.

Dear Mr. Mircueti:—lI have your letter of June 13, 
1941, in relation to the stopping of motor trucks loaded 
with Sasoline or oil at railroad grade crossings im the City, 
to saniat is attached a copy a a letter food J. W. Lord 
of the Atlantic Refining Company to you. You state 
that your question relates to two particular classes of 
intersections of City streets with railroad tracks at grade. 
In the first instance the street traffic is controlled by a 
policeman and in the second class of cases it is controlled 
by a traffic hght which can be operated by a railroad em- 
ployee to stop traffic in advance of the movement of a train. 
In both cases the train operation is within the City limits 
and, therefore, presumably at slow speed. 

You further state that the question is important from 
a safety standpoint in that the sudden stopping of large 
vehicles when street traffic is crossing the tracks in obedi- 
ence to the police officer or traffic signal may result in 
serious rear end collisions with other vehicles. 

Section 1027 of the Vehicle Code provides that “all 
motor buses and motor omnibuses * * * and vehicles trans- 
porting explosives, or flammable liquids as a cargo or part 
of a cargo, shall come to a complete stop immediately be- 
fore crossing a railway grade crossing.” Violation of this 
section is punished by a fine of twenty-five dollars or not 
more than five days imprisonment. IJ am of the opinion 
that this provision of the State law definitely covers the 
situation. It does not admit of any exceptions. It 
covers all crossings by such vehicles of railway tracks at 
gerade. The Leg islature could have added a modification 
excepting crossings within City limits or those controlled 
by police officers or traftic lights. It did not see fit to 
do so. The only remedy for the conditions of danger 
which you picture is, therefore, to have the Legislature 
change the Code. 
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Since your concern is as to the danger to other traffic 
when these large tank trucks come to a stop before cross- 
ing railway tracks, and since Mr. Lord’s letter refers to 
the condition at Broad and Washington avenue where the 
trucks “pull off to the side of Broad street and stop and 
then come back into traffic,’ may I direct your attention 
and his to Section 1004 of the Vehicle Code which requires 
that the driver of a slow-moving vehicle shall operate 
“as closely as possible to the right hand edge or curb of 
such highway.” If these trucks are always operated on 
the extreme right hand side of the highway they will leave 
at least two free lanes each way in the Broad street traffie. 
If they are stopped in the extreme right hand lane, where 
they should be driven, there will be no necessity for them 
to ‘‘“ecome back into traffic” and the lighter and supposedly 
faster-moving vehicles will not be interfered with. 

I am fully sensible of the merit in your thought that 
some modification could well be made in the strict rule 
laid down by the Vehicle Code. I repeat, however, that 
your remedy hes with the Legislature and not in an at- 
tempt to reason away an absolute prohibition in a general 
statute.

Dear Director Nerson :—In your letter of even date, 
you state that the Queen Lane Pumping Station is in 
such condition that immediate repairs are urgently re- 
quired, the boilers being required to operate at capacity 
to maintain the speed necessary to meet the pumping de- 
mands which have increased daily, largely due to the 
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National Defense Work Program; that Federal and pri- 
vate agencies must have an adequate water supply from 
the Queen Lane Pumping Station to keep up production. 
You further state that you are unable to perform the work 
with your own organization and that to accomplish the 
necessary repairs, contact has been made with agencies 
qualified to make boiler settings, etc., and that you have 
contacted three firms, which you name, as competent to 
handle this work; that due to the prevailing emergency, 
employees of each of these firms have been assigned to 
repair work at Queen Lane pumps. 


You ask if, in view of this urgent situation, you may 
continue with the work and pay for it on certified and 
approved bills from the funds made available by City 
Council, who by ordinance of June 12, 1941, transferred 
to your department the sum of $25,000 to Item 474 for 
“personal services, purchase of equipment, materials and 
supphes, for repairs and replacements of pumps, boilers 
and auxiliary equipment, in the water pumping stations, 
and for repairs or replacements of pumping station equip- 
ment by contract or open market order, including furnish- 
ing services of skilled labor.” 


In my judgment, the urgent character of this emer- 
gency justifies the departure from the usual legal methods 
of contracting for public work and that the language of 
the transfer ordinance, above referred to, seems to cover 
just what is being done at the Queen Lane Pumping 
Station. In my opinion, the serious nature of the emer- 
gency and the language of the ordinance above quoted 
justify you in continuing the course which you have 
adopted.

Dear Mr. Gotter:—In your letter of recent date you 
inquire whether the owner of certain real estate, who, 
intending to pay the taxes upon his own property, but 
who, by error pays the taxes upon his neighbor’s property, 
is entitled, as a matter of law, to have the records corrected 
to remove the payment from the property upon which he 
paid, and to have it applied to the property upon which 
he intended to pay. 

The exact question, so far as I have been able to ascer- 
tain has never been raised in a court proceeding, but from 
a study of the law, I have come to the conclusion that you 
would have no right to make such correction without the 
consent of the owner of the property upon which the taxes 
were paid. I would, therefore, advise you to refuse to 
make such correction until ordered to do so by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. 


The Receiver of taxes is a statutory officer, and his 
powers are restricted to those enumerated in the Acts of 
Assembly. There is no law which gives him equitable 
jurisdiction over the funds received by him in payment 
of taxes. 


The Acts of Assembly dealing with “refunds” have no 
application here, because they relate only to payments 
made “under an assumption that such taxes or license 
fees were due and owing, when in fact such taxes or license 
fees or a part thereof were not due and owing * * *.” 
(Act of June 2, 1937, P. L. 1211, amending Act of 1929, 
P. L. 1656.) Acts of this character relate only to dupli- 
cate payments upon a particular property, or payments 
made upon property exempted by law,’ or taxes levied 
under a law later declared unconstitutional. They do not 
confer upon the taxpayer an absolute right to a refund, 
but leave it to the discretion of the “‘corporate authorities.” 
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The Supreme Court in the case of Arrott vs. Allegheny 
County, 328 Pa. 293, at page 295, said: 


“* * * the plain fact is that no right to sue vim 


assumpsit is conferred by the legislation in question. 
Prior to the passage of the Act of 1929, supra, county 
commissioners were powerless to grant refunds of 
taxes erroneously but voluntarily paid, without pro- 
test, even in the most meritorious cases; nor was 
there any jurisdiction in the courts to grant such 
relief.” 


When payment is tendered of taxes due upon a_par- 
ticular property you must assume that they are being paid 
by or on behalf of the owner of the particular property. 
It is your duty to receive the money and credit the pay- 
ment to the particular property. When the money is 
received by you the claim for taxes against that particular 
property is ‘‘satisfied,’” and no further claim may be made 
therefor. City of Erie vs. Piece of Land, 308 Pa. 454. 

The cases dealing with payments made under a mistake 
of fact have no application. The distinction between 
“mistake” and “inadvertence” is definitely stated by the 
Supreme Court in the case of Shenango Furnace Company 
vs. Fairfield Township, 229 Pa. 357, at page 375: 


‘‘Mistake as a basis for refunding taxes is a mis- 
apprehension or misunderstanding arising from 
ignorance, an essential prerequisite, and is dis- 
tinguished from that inattention or absence of thought 
which are inherent in negligence, and is not such as 
results from inadvertence or negligence.” 


The case of Cardamone vs. Philadelphia et al., recently 
decided by Judge Sloane, has no bearing upon the matter. 
That was a contest between two individuals, Cardamone 
and Polere, as to which one paid the taxes upon a par- 
ticular property. Polere claimed that he had paid the 
taxes upon Cardamone’s property; Cardamone claimed 
that he, himself, had paid them. The court found that 
the payment had been made by Cardamone, and ordered 
the Receiver of Taxes to credit the property of Cardamone. 
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If, therefore, you have a case which seems meritorious, 
if no search has been issued in the meantime, it would be 
well to get in touch with the owner of the property upon 
which the tax was paid in error, and get his consent, in 
writing, to the transfer. If this cannot be effected, I 
would advise you to leave the parties to their rights at law.

Dear Mr. Futtaway:—Your letter of July 7th, with 
respect to the status of Church lane located in the Borough 
of Yeadon and also running through a part of an addition 
to or extension of Cobb’s Creek Park in Delaware County, 
has been received. 


At the time of the taking of this land by the Fairmount 
Park Commission, it was decided that it was necessary 
to validate the appropriation by an ordinance of Coun- 
cil. This was done by the ordinance of July 21, 1925 
(page 678 et seg., Ordinances of 1925), in which it was 
provided that the condemnation should be “Exclusive of 
the bed of Church lane.” 


At the time of the appropriation of the land for an 
addition to Cobb’s Creek Park, Church lane was laid out 
and opened as a public highway and had been improved 
with original paving. The City and the Fairmount Park 
Commission acquired no governmental rights by the ap- 
propriation, their acquisition thereof being merely that 
of any abutting private owner. 
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The maintenance and improvement of a highway of a 
political subdivision of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania are liabilities which inhere in the existing govern- 
mental authority in the political subdivision. The Borough 
of Yeadon and the County authorties of Delaware County 
stand in the same position with respect to Church lane 
today as they did prior to the taking of the abutting land 
for park purposes, viz.: they are the governmental au- 
thority upon whom the power to police and the duty to 
maintain this highway rest. 

There is, therefore, no obligation on the Fairmount 
Park Commission nor on the City of Philadelphia to re- 
pair or maintain the cartway of Church lane as long as it 
remains a recognized public highway of Delaware County.

In Re: Charge for Building Permits Issued to 
Philadelphia Housing Authority.

Drar Cuter Franacan:—Your letter of June 19, 
1941, inquires whether the Philadelphia Housing Au- 
thority is exempt from the payment of permit and inspee- 
tion fees usually charged by your department. Such 
exemption has been claimed by the Philadelphia Housing 
Authority by virtue of the provisions of the contract ex- 
ecuted between it and the City of Philadelphia in con- 
formity with the ordinance approved September 14, 1938 
(Ordinances of 1938, page 441). 
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The Philadelphia Housing Authority is an independent 
governmental agency established under the Act of May 
28, 1937, P. L. 955, known as the “‘Housing Authorities 
Law.” Section 16 of that Act expressly provides that 
“each housing project of an authority shall be subject to 
the zoning, sanitary and building laws, ordinances or 
regulations applicable to the locality in which the project 
is situated.” The Philadelphia Housing Authority is 
therefore required to comply with the local building code. 
The provisions of this code are to be found in the provi- 
sions of the Act of May 1, 1929, P. L. 1063, adopted by 
ordinance of August 31, 1937 (Ordinances of 1937, page 
433), enacted pursuant to the Act of April 14, 1937, 
P. L. 313, granting to cities of the first class the power 
to regulate construction of buildings. All permits 
granted under this code are ordinarily subject to the pay- 
ment of fees according to the schedule provided by the 
ordinance of December 9, 1929 (Ordinances of 1929, 
page 441). 

From inquiry made by me, I have learned that the 
permits already issued for the housing projects con- 
structed at T'wenty-sixth and Glenwood avenue, Thir- 
tieth and Tasker streets, and Ninth and Poplar streets 
were applied for by the contractors who constructed these 
buildings, and that no claim of exemption or for reim- 
bursement has been made with reference to fees paid by 
the contractors. It appears, however, that the specifica- 
tions for certain contemplated additions to these projects 
provide that permits shall be apphed for by the Housing 
Authority and furnished by the Housing Authority with- 
out charge to the contractor. 

A study of the ordinance of September 14, 1938, which 
is the foundation for the claim of exemption by the Hous- 
ing Authority, indicates that the prime purpose thereof 
was to fix the contribution to be made by the Philadelphia 
Housing Authority to the City in heu of ordinary taxes; 
and the contribution to be made by the City toward the 
Housing Authority. The relevant provisions of the ordi- 
nance are the title, Section 1, and Section 2, paragraphs 
1 (a), 4, and 6. 
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The title authorizes the City “to furnish services, 1m- 
provements and facilities for a low-rent housing project 
of the Philadelphia Housing Authority in consideration 
of certain payments in leu of taxes from the said Au- 
thority. case eas 


Section 1 provides that “‘the City shall cooperate with 
the Authority by furnishing Municipal services and 
facilities for the Project in consideration of the payment 
of certain sums by the Authority to the Cie in lieu of 
taxeshene ee 


Section 2, paragraph 1 (a) provides: ‘1. The follow- 
ing terms, whenever used in this agreement, shall have 
the following meanings: (a) The term ‘local annual 
contribution for any year’ shall mean an amount equal to 
(1) The amount which the City and the School District 
of Philadelphia would levy for that year (by means of 
taxes and special assessments on or with respect to the 
Project) if the Project were operated by private enter- 
prise and subject to normal taxation, less (11) the payment 
in lieu of taxes which the Authority agrees herein to make 
to the City and the School District of Philadelphia for 
that year.” 

Section 2, paragraph 4, provides: 

“4. The City agrees that during the period com- 
mencing with the date of the acquisition of any part 
of the site for the Project and continuing throughout 
the useful hfe of the Project it will not levy, impose 
or charge any taxes, special assessments, service fees, 
charges or tolls against the Project, or against the 
Authority for or with respect to the Project, with 
the exception of the following: 

(a) The payments in leu of taxes specified 
in Paragraph 2 of this Agreement, and 

(b) The water charges in accordance with 
the rates fixed by law. 

(c) Such other reasonable charges for 
utilities which the City may from time to time 
acquire or operate and supply.” 
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Section 2, paragraph 6, provides: 

“6. The City agrees that, during the period com- 
mencing with the date of the acquisition of any part 
of the site for the Project and continuing throughout 
the useful life of the Project, it will furnish, without 
charge to the Project or the tenants thereof, munic- 
ipal services and facilities for the Project and the 
tenants thereof of the same character as those fur- 
nished without charge to other dwellings and in- 
habitants in the City, including but not limited to: 
fire, police and health protection and services; sireet 
cleaning and lighting; fire hydrant service, sewer 
service, the collection and disposal of garbage, trash 
and ashes; and that it will maintain in good repair 
and working order any and all municipal utilities 
and facilities, provided by it for the use and benefit 
of the Project, and the tenants thereof.” 


From a consideration of the entire ordinance, it con- 
clusively appears: 

1. That the phrase ‘‘taxes, special assessments, service 
fees, charges and tolls” is intended to indicate charges of 
a character cognate to taxes; 2. e., charges that recur 
annually. Under a familar principle of interpretation, 
general expressions are restricted to things similar to 
those specifically enumerated in the language preceding 
the general expressions: Frederick’s Estate, 333 Pa. 327. 
Fees for building permits are not operative, annual 
charges, but are single payments constituting part of the 
eost of construction of the buildings. Comphance with 
the building code is expressly required of the Housing 
Authority by statute, and the securing of permits and 
payment of fees therefor is an integral part of the build- 
ing code. Exemption from the payment of fees due the 
public treasury is the exception rather than the rule, 
and the burden is upon the claimant to show such exemp- 
tion by clear and unmistakable language: Girard Trust 
Company’s Appeal, 3835 Pa. 129. 

2. If it had been the intention of the City Councils 
to issue building permits without charge to the Philadel- 
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phia Housing Authority, the issuance of such permits 
would have been set forth in paragraph 6 of Section 2 of 
the ordinance. On the contrary, this paragraph provides 
only that the City shall render the services ordinarily 
furnished without charge to other dwellings and in- 
- habitants in the City. 

3. As further indication that City Councils did not 
intend to exempt the Philadelphia Housing Authority 
from the payment of fees for building permits, it should 
be noted that the ordinance of March 18, 1940 (Ordi- 
nances of 1940, page 34), when originally introduced 
contained a provision requiring the issuance of permits 
by the City to the Philadelphia Housing Authority, which 
provision was stricken out before passage. 

The foregoing considerations would seem to be highly 
persuasive that the building inspection fees were not in- 
tended to be embraced in the language of Section 2, para- 
graph 4, (a) and in my judgment the bureau should con- 
tinue to exact these fees.

Dear Cuter Van Loan:—Your recent letter with re- 
gard to granting of license by the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company to install water main under its tracks 
at Twentieth street crossing under the detour right-of-way 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad now occupied by the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company under the ordinance 
of 1925, has been received. 
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I am in agreement with you that there seems to be no 
necessity for the execution of such a contract. If such 
agreement is entered into it would be necessary to obtain 
the approval of the Pennsylvania Public Utility Commis- 
sion, which would cause rather serious delays. 

It is my opinion that inasmuch as the water main is 
to be laid in a publicly opened highway in the City of 
Philadelphia, that the only obligation of your bureau in 
the premises is to so conduct or require the performance 
of the work, that no damage, hazard or danger will come 
to the facilities of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany lawfully occupying the Pennsylvania Railroard 
right-of-way at the intersection.

Dear Dr. Owen :—In response to your inquiry whether 
the words ‘‘public eating or drinking place,” as defined 
in the Act of April 27, 1927, P. L. 487, amended by the 
Bos UL way to. 1935, POL. 165; March 21,1937, P. L. 
189; and April 14, 1987, P. L. 300, include cafeterias 
maintained by private industries, clubs and other estab- 
lishments for the use of their employees, may I direct 
your attention to the definition of those words appearing 
in the 1987 Act, same being as follows: 


“Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the words 
‘public eating or drinking place’ shall mean any place 
within this Commonwealth where food or drink is 
served to, or provided for, the public, with or without 
charge, including, among others, hotels, restaurants, 
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cafes, cafeterias, boarding houses, ice-cream saloons, 
soda-water or soft-drink fountains, and bars or 
taverns.” 


From an examination thereof it would appear that the 
adjective “public” modifying the words “eating or drink- 
ing place” indicates that the intention of the Legislature 
was that the provisions contained in that Act shall be 
applicable to such eating and drinking places as are open 
and accessible to any and all persons regardless of their 
employment or association to enter and purchase or other- 
wise procure food or drink. <A eafeteria or lunch room 
maintained by a private industry and limited to the use 
thereof by its employees can hardly be regarded as being 
open to the general public. 

In the case of Union League vs. Ransley, 89 Pa. Sup. 
Ct. 514, it was held that the Union League of Philadel- 
phia was not “engaged in carrying on a restaurant, eating 
house, cafe, or quick lunch business” within the meaning 
of the Act of April 25, 1907, P.. L. 117, the purpose’ of 
which Act, as expressed in the title was ‘‘to equalize 
taxation of restaurants, eating houses, and cafes.” That 
case also held that the Union League was not “‘the keeper 
of a billiard or pool room for the purposes of profit” with- 
in the meaning of the Act of May 25, 1907, P. L. 244, 
which imposed a license tax ‘on the keepers of all shooting 
galleries, shuffle-board rooms, billiard or pool rooms, for 
the purpose of profit * * *.” 


In view of the provisions of the Act of 1927 and amend- 
ments thereto herein referred to, as well as the decisions of 
courts in cases analogous to the subject of your inquiry, 
my opinion is that cafeterias and lunch rooms maintained 
by private industries and private clubs for use of their 
own employees are not public eating or drinking places 
within the meaning of those Acts.

Drar Dr. Owen :—In your communication to this de- 
partment you request an opinion as to whether con- 
valescent or nursing homes are within the purview of the 
Housing and Sanitation Act of June 11, 1915, P. L. 954, 
and are subject to inspection and the other provisions con- 
tained therein. 


In response I would invite your attention to the Act of 
June 12, 1931, P. L. 510, as amended by the Act of June 
19, 1959, P. L. 438, entitled: 


“An Act providing for the licensure and regula- 
tion of certain private nursing homes and private 
Lif aE ae ire 


That Act requires private nursing homes and private hos- 
pitals ‘‘for persons requiring care, treatment or nursing 
by reason of sickness, injury, Litt or other dis: 
ability, ’ to be licensed by the State Department of Wel- 
fare. Included in the information to be furnished by 
the applicants of such licenses are: 


“The facilities of the private nursing home or hos- 
pital for the care, treatment, or nursing of patients 
or inmates, including sanitary and fire protection 
facilities.” (Section 2 (c)). 


Upon receipt of an application for a license under that 
Act the Department of Welfare is required to cause a 
thorough investigation to be made as to the character, 
financial responsibility and qualification of the applicant, 
etc., as well as “the sanitary and fire protection facilities” 
of the proposed home or hospital. 

Under the provision of Section 5 the said department, 
with the approval of the State Welfare Commission, is 
authorized to make reasonable rules and regulations for 
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the issuance and renewal of such licenses and for the 
proper maintenance and conduct of such institutions. 

The scope of the Act of 1915 above referred to, as 
defined in the title thereof is: 


“To protect the public health and safety: By regu- 
lating the erection, alteration, repair, use, occupancy, 
maintenance, sanitation, and condemnation of dwell- 
ings, two-family dwellings, rooming-houses, and tene- 
ments * * * in cities of the first class * * *.” 


It is manifest that the application of that Act is limited 
to buildings used as dwellings, including the individual 
and multiple varieties, but not to institutions, such as hos- 
pitals or convalescent or nursing homes; for although the 
inmates of the latter institutions dwell therein, primarily 
the purpose of such institutions is the rendering of medical 
and nursing services; the test, in my opinion, being the 
basic nature for which the building is used. 

Moreover there would be no purpose in imposing upon 
such convalescent or nursing homes dual inspection re- 
specting their sanitary and fire protection facilities, and 
since the Legislature has by a State-wide Act provided 
that the regulation of those facilities in such institutions 
shall be under the direct supervision and inspection of the 
State Welfare Department, it could hardly be regarded 
as intending that the Division of Housing and Sanitation 
of the Department of Puble Health of the City of Phila- 
delphia shall also be vested with the same powers in the 
City of Philadelphia, whereas in all other cities of the 
Commonwealth and all other parts thereof the the Depart- 
ment of Welfare shall have sole jurisdiction of the subject 
matter. 


It is therefore my opinion that convalescent or nursing 
homes duly licensed by the State Welfare Department 
under the statute above referred to and maintained under 
the supervision and inspection of that department are not . 
subject to the provisions of the Act of June 11, 1915.

Dear Cutrr Van Loan:—Your communication ask- 
ing whether the City may erect a tank or ground within 
the boundaries of Burholme Park for the purpose of 
facilitating the distribution of water in the adjoining area 
has been received. 


The City took title to the land under the will of Robert 
W. Ryerss and by deed from his widow, who, under the 
will, held a life estate. The deed to the City was in fee 
simple; the will, however, recites as follows: 


“After the death of my wife, I give, devise and 
bequeath to the City of Philadelphia all that part of 
my farm near Fox Chase with my country seat called 
Burholme in the Thirty-fifth Ward, to be used as a 
public park, the same to be called ‘Burholme Park’ 
* * * the park to be for the use and enjoyment of 
the people exclusively.” 


Subsequently, by codicil, the devisor revoked the devise 
to the City and substituted a new devise in the following 
language : 


“T revoke the tract of land left to the City in my 
will after the death of my wife, and instead I leave 
the tract as follows to go to the City after the death 
of my wife all that part of my farm only described 
as follows:” (then follows the description of the land 


devised ). 


Nothing appears in the will to show that the land de- 
vised in the codicil is coupled with any trust obligation. 
The City, however, by ordinance of July 27, 1905, ac- 
cepted the devise as well as a deed from the testator’s widow 
renouncing her life estate and directed that the land be 
turned over to the care, management and maintenance of 
the Fairmount Park Commissioners. 
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This does not necessarily constitute a dedication, how- 
ever, but it does require application to the Fairmount 
Park Commission for a permit to use the necessary area 
required for the water tank. If any objection is made 
to the granting of the permit, it will be necessary for an 
ordinance of Council to be passed authorizing and direct- 
ing the Fairmount Park Commission to issue such per- 
mit, as has been done in the past with park areas not 
included in the original Fairmount Park project, as set 
up in the Act of 1868. 

It is my opinion that there is nothing contained in the 
Ryerss will, in the deed from Mrs. Bawn, his widow, or in 
the ordinance of Council which would prevent in any 
way the reasonable use of any part of Burholme Park for 
a water tower such as you contemplate erecting.

Dear Mrs. Roperts :—This is in answer to your recent 
letter inquiring whether it will be necessary for your 
bureau ‘‘to pay the per capita cost of $40 per year to the 
State institutions for the feeble-minded after May 31, 
1941.” 


The liability of a county to the Commonwealth for the 
cost of clothing of feeble-minded was fixed by sections 
309: and 311 of the: Act of 19238, Pith. 9938 (600i ates 
sections 49 and 51). Section 309 of the 1923 Act related 
to mental defectives under the age of 20, and section 311 
of that Act related to all mental defectives, including 
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those of criminal tendencies. Both sections provided that 
when neither the said person nor his parents, or, in the 
case of a woman, her husband, are able to meet the ex- 
penses of the patient’s support the poor authorities or the 
county of residence should pay the expense of clothing 
such mentally defective person. Section 311 also pro- 
vides for payment of the care of mental defectives with 
criminal tendencies. By the amendment of 1937, P. L. 
973, lability for those of criminal tendencies was hmited 
to the cost of maintenance of such person if undergoing 
sentence—in such case the county liable for the mainte- 
tenance of the patient in the prison or other penal or cor- 
rectional institution from which he was transferred is 
required to pay full cost for such person’s maintenance as 
long as the sentence continues. 

At the special session in 1938 a statute was enacted 
(1938 Sp. Sess., P. L. 63) amending the 1923 Mental 
Health Act, including sections 309 and 311, by releving 
the poor districts and counties of all liability for any ex- 
pense attendant to the maintenance of mental defectives, 
except those undergoing sentence, said Act to be effective 
June 1, 1939. This 1938 amendment applied in the same 
way to all mental patients whether in State mental hos- 
pitals or schools for mental defectives. The Act of 1939, 
P. L. 195, however, amended the 1938 Act by postponing 
the effective date from June 1, 1939, to June 1, 1941. 
No legislation on this subject was enacted at the 1941 
session of the Legislature which has recently terminated. 

Therefore, as of June 1$ 1941, it became unnecessary 
for the City to pay the cost of clothing for mental defec- 
tives theretofore met by the City at the rate of $40 per 
year. The City, however, continues to be lable for the 
cost of full maintenance for all mental patients, including 
the feeble-minded and other mental defectives who have 
been sentenced for a crime as long as they are still under- 
going sentence.

Dear Director Owrn:—Dr. George E. Johnson, 
Chief and Diagnostician of the Division of Communicable 
Diseases, has requested my opinion regarding the right of 
the Department of Public Health to modify the provisions 
contained in paragraph 5 of section VII of the regulations 
of the Advisory Health Board pertaining to communicable 
diseases adopted April 18, 1941. That paragraph is as 
follows: 


‘No restrictions are imposed upon household con- 
tacts of measles, whooping cough, chicken pox, Ger- 
man measles or mumps.” 


Dr. Johnson seems of opinion that since measles is 
extremely contagious, susceptible household contacts 
should be restricted from attending school during the 
period of incubation, namely, fourteen days from the date 
of the appearance of the rash; and he inquires whether 
such restriction can be imposed by the Department of 
Health of Philadelphia. 

In response I might direct you to certain provisions 
contained in the Act of June 28, 1923, P. L. 888, amended 
by the Act of March 24, 1927, P. L. 60, and again by the 
Act of May 20, 1987, P. L. 754. Section 8 provides: 


“The health authorities of the several townships, 
boroughs, and cities of this Commonwealth may, and 
they are hereby authorized and empowered to, estab- 
lish additional rules and regulations regarding the 
isolation and quarantine of persons who may be 
suffering from any of the diseases comprehended by 
section one of this act * * * and for the carrying out 
of the provisions of this act and the regulations of 
the Department of Health, as they may in good faith 
declare the public safety and health demand; which 
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rules and regulations they may, from time to time, 
alter or amend, but in no instance shall such rules 
abridge in any way the provisions of this act or the 
regulations of the Department of Health.” 


Section 2, as amended by the Act of 1937, above re- 
ferred to, provides: 


“Upon receipt by the Health Authorities of any 
* * * city * * * of a report of the existence of a case 
of any disease declared communicable and quarantin- 
able * * * the said Health Authorities or Health 
Officer or Medical Representative of the Department 
of Health * * * shall quarantine or cause to be quar- 
antined, in the manner prescribed by the rules or 
regulations of the Department of Health of the Local 
Health Authorities, the premises in which such dis- 
ease exists and any person or persons who has or have 
been exposed thereto or any person or persons who, 
in the opinion of the attending physician, Health 
Authorities, or Medical Representative of the Depart- 
ment of Health, is or are reasonably suspected of 
having such disease, by quarantining such person or 
persons * * * in the manner prescribed by the rules 
and regulations both of the said Health Authorities 
and of the Department of Health.” 


It would thus appear that the health authorities of the 
cities of the Commonwealth are vested with authority to 
make rules and regulations regarding the manner and 
conditions in which a communicable and quarantinable 
disease shall be quarantined, the only restriction being 
that it may not adopt any rule which would abridge ie 
provisions ‘of the Act or the regulations of the State De- 
partment of Health. The imposition of additional and 
more stringent requirements as to quarantining one of the 
diseases enumerated in the Act is not in my opinion an 
abridgement of any regulation of the State Department 
of Health, but is supplmentary thereto. 


If, therefore, the Department of Public Health of 
Philadelphia is of opinion that the regulation of the 
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Advisory Health Board of July, 1941, is not entirely 
sufficient to safeguard the health of the community in 
Philadelphia, particularly the school children, it may 
adopt such regulations as to accord with the opinion of 
Dr. Johnson respecting the disease of measles.

Dear Dr. OwEn :—You have made oral request for my 
opinion as to whether the Director of the Department of 
Public Works is vested with authority to comply with the 
terms of a certain resolution adopted by the Board of 
Health respecting the removal, conveyance and transporta- 
tion of garbage and rubbish on and upon the highways of 
the City. It appears that following certain investigation, 
the Board of Health having learned that a number of 
farmers of the State of New Jersey were collecting 
garbage in Philadelphia intended as food for their hogs 
and were transporting such garbage together with rubbish 
in the same vehicle, adopted a resolution on August 7, 
1941, to the effect that the transportation of garbage and 
rubbish in the same vehicle, when such garbage is in- 
tended for food for hogs, constituted a health nuisance 
prejudicial to the public health; and that the Director of 
the Department of Public Works be requested to include 
in the rules and regulations for the transporting of garbage 
over the highways of the City a provision that licensees 
shall not transport garbage which is intended for food for 
hogs in the same vehicle with rubbish. 
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It appears that the subject of the collection, removal 
and conveying of garbage in the City has been a subject 
of various ordinances adopted by Council from time to 
time over a period dating back for about a half century. 
Under the ordinance adopted December 14, 1894 (p. 451), 
all persons other than contractors with the City were re- 
quired to procure a permit from the Board of Health for 
the collection of kitchen garbage or offal. 


Subsequently, the ordinance approved December 26, 
1924 (p. 696), provided that on and after January 1, 
1925, the Bureau of Street Cleaning, Department of 
Public Works 


“shall have charge of the cleaning and sprinkling of 
streets, removal and disposal of ashes and house waste, 
garbage and dead animals, and of snow and ice, to- 
gether with all other work which may be from time 
to time assigned to it by the Director of Public 


Works.”’ 


And by ordinance approved June 1, 1936 (p. 147), 
it was provided: 

“that it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration’ to engage in the collection of garbage or to 
transport garbage over the highways of the City of 
Philadelphia without first having obtained from the 
Department of Public Works, Bureau of Street 
Cleaning, a license to engage in such collection and 
transportation.” 


The last ordinance on the subject is that of August 19, 
1937 (p. 428), entitled: 


“An Ordinance to regulate the private collection 
and transportation of garbage, providing for the 
registration and licensing of private collectors thereof 
and fixing the fee therefor; authorizing the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Bureau of Street Cleaning, 
to make and promulgate rules and regulations govern- 
ing the private collection and transportation of 
garbage * * *.” 
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In Section 2 of that ordinance, it is provided as 
follows: 


“The Bureau of Street Cleaning is hereby author- 
ized to issue a license * * * to * * * any person, firm 
or corporation * * * to collect garbage in areas or 
routes designated by the Bureau and _ transport 
garbage over the highways of the City of Philadel- 
phia but only in such manner and with such carts, 
vehicles and other devices as shall comply with the 
laws and ordinances now or hereafter in force and 
with the rules and regulations relating thereto, which 
the said Bureau is hereby authorized to make and 
promulgate * * *.” 


You will note from the foregoing excerpt of the 1937 
ordinance that the Bureau of Street Cleaning is author- 
ized to make and promulgate rules and regulations regard- 
ing the transportation of garbage over the highways of 
the City. That authority seems to be limited only by the 
general condition imposed by law that such rules and regu- 
lations be fair and reasonable, and necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of the érdimumeens and laws pertaining 
to the subject matter. 

If, therefore, the Bureau of Street Cleaning is of 
opinion that the resolution adopted by the Board of Health 
is amply justified by the common practice of transporting 
garbage intended as food for hogs in the same container 
as rubbish, and that such practice constitutes a public 
health menace, the bureau would be fully justified in 
adopting a rule in accordance with the said resolution.

Dear Mr. Criryron:—Your letter asking for an 
opinion as to whether or not a four-story building can be 
legally used for two families without a fire escape has 
been received. 


The distinction has always been drawn in this City 
between a private residence and a tenement house, and 
the latter has always been treated by the Legislature as a 
building occupied by more than two families. In this 
connection, reference is made to the Housing and Sanita- 
tion Code of 1915. 

You state that heretofore you have always ordered a 
fire escape on four-story buildings, used for other than 
private dwellings. There is, however, no statutory stand- 
ard treating buildings occupied by two families as any- 
thing else than private dwellings. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that only in cases if im- 
minent hazard, of which you are the judge, can fire escapes 
be ordered on private dwellings occupied by not more 
than two families.

Dear Mr. Harris:—In your letter of this date, you 
state that the City Treasurer has received an inquiry ask- 
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ing information as to “the cost of fees for license of 
theatrical agencies and if bonding is required,” with re- 
gard to which you ask as to the legal requirements in this 
connection. 


There is no local requirement for licensing of these 
agencies but under the Act of May 2, 1929, P. L.-1260, 
as amended by the Act of May 25, 1937, P. L. 899, 
licensing and bonding of employment agents are required. 


An employment agent is defined by Section 1 of the 
Act as “every person, copartnership, association or cor- 
poration engaged in the business of, or maintaining an 
agency for, assisting employers to secure employees, and 
persons to secure employment, of whatever nature, or of 
collecting and furnishing information regarding employers 
seeking employees and persons seeking employment.” 

The license fee stipulated in the Act is found in Section 
9 of the Act, of 1929. -Class “B” licenses under this 
Act relate to “all employment agents known as profes- 
sional, technical or theatrical, and who confine their opera- 
tions to actors, actresses, musicians and performers of all 
kinds * * *.” The fee fixed for licenses under Class “*B” 
is $100 and the license period is fixed by Section 7 at 
one year. by Section 8 a bond is required in favor of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania by a duly authorized 
surety company in the penal sum of $1,000. In Section 
2 of the Act, as amended by the Act of May 25, 1987, it is 
provided that the term ‘‘employment agent” shall not apply 
to “theatrical or entertainment producers assembling, 
managing and directing their own performances at their 
own expense, and: who charge no commissions or fees, 
directly or indirectly.” 

This exemption would appear to have no application 
to the theatrical agencies which are the subject of the 
inquiry. Applications for such licenses are required to 
be made to the Secretary of Labor and Industry of the 
Department of Labor and Industry of the Commonwealth, 
and I would suggest that your inquirer be referred to that 
department at Harrisburg for details as to the applica- 
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tion for the procedure necessary to obtain the license 
concerning which he inquires.

Dear Mr. Mircurett:—Your letter referring to a case 
in which the hub caps were taken from a patron’s car by 
a parking lot operator at 1 A. M. and a note left in the 
car stating the caps could be obtained at a certain garage 
upon payment of the parking fee, has been received. 

You ask for an opinion as to whether the parking lot 
ordinance vests in the Department of Public Safety any 
authority to curtail such activities. 

The ordinance makes no reference to this situation and 
the facts you state negative any attempt to steal the hub 
caps, which would be necessary to any prosecution under 
the criminal statutes. 


It is, therefore, my opinion that the parking lot ordi- 
nance does not authorize affirmative steps to meet this 
situation.

Drar Mr. Connetzi:—lI am returning herewith letter 
to yourself from Magistrate William J. Hess, in which 
he complains of the release by your department of some 
prisoners who had been committed by him to the House 
of Correction for terms of three months, or ninety days, 
without his sanction for such release, and in which he 
threatens legal procedure if this should be repeated. 


You inquire as to the legal right of your department in 
the premises. 

The Department of Public Welfare was created by 
Article VIII of the Charter Act of June 25, 1919, which 
provides that that department “‘shall have the care, man- 
agement, administration and supervision of all charitable, 
correctional and reformatory institutions and agencies 
(including any House of Correction, but not including 
hospitals) the control or government of which is entrusted 
to such City.’ I do not think that the care, management 
and control of the House of Correction which is thus con- 
ferred extends so far as to authorize the discharge of a 
prisoner from the House of Correction during the term 
for which he has been sentenced to that institution by a 
magistrate. 

The decision of the magistrate in committing a defend- 
ant to the House of Correction is of a judicial nature and 
unless the magistrate reduces the period of confinement 
or consents by letter to the release of the prisoner the legal 
requirement is that he shall remain in confinement until 
the expiration of his sentence. 

An opinion of the City Solicitor (Mr. Gaffney) to 
Charles S. Grakelow, who was then Director of Public 
Welfare, dated June 24, 1924, page 153, City Solicitor’s 
Opinions, related to a subject which is distinguishable 
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from that of the present instance. The two questions 
answered in that opinion concerned the authority of magis- 
trates in the matter of commitment to the House of Cor- 
rection for drunkenness or for the use of drugs and as to 
the authority of the Department of Welfare in the deten- 
tion of persons physically unfit after their terms of com- 
mitment have expired. With respect to the latter inquiry 
the City Solicitor indicated that at the expiration of the 
sentence the prisoner must be discharged. In the present 
case I gather that the sentence has not expired, and con- 
sequently the opinion of 1924 is not relevant with respect 
to the question of their discharge. 

I think that the proper procedure in such cases as 
those to which Magistrate Hess inquires is to appeal to 
the magistrate to reduce the sentence or at least to give 
a written consent to the discharge of the prisoners before 
the expiration thereof.

My prsr Commissioner :—Your letter of August 27, 
1941, requests an opinion as to the legality of the certifica- 
tion by the Civil Service Commission of a provisional 
appointee to the position of stenographer (men) in the 
Department of Public Welfare. From the facts set forth 
in your letter and from those contained in a supplemental 
letter from the Acting Director of the Department of 
Public Welfare, the circumstances of this ease are unusual. 

It appears that a vacancy existed in the position of 
stenographer at the House of Correction, which is operated 
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by the Department of Public Welfare. There was no 
eligible list from which an appointment could be made. 
On April 1, 1941, Raymond T. Stevens was provisionally 
appointed in accordance with the provisions of the Civil 
Service Article of the City Charter Act. An examination 
was held on May 13, 1941, and the list of eligibles, con- 
sisting of eight names, was published June 19, 1941. 
This was in compliance with the requirement of Section 9, 
Article XIX, that in case of a provisional appointment 
“The Commission shall at once proceed to hold an ex- 
amination and procure an eligible list.” Stevens did not 
qualify and his name did not appear upon the list. 

On July 1, 1941, the provisional appointment expired 
and Stevens’ employment ceased. As of August 1, 1941, 
all of the eight eligibles had either been appointed to posi- 
tions in other departments or had declined appointment 
to the particular work at the House of Correction or had 
been removed from the list for failure to pass the physical 
requirements. The lst was thus exhausted. 


Upon the request of the Director of the Department of 
Public Welfare that there was urgent reason for filling 
the position and his nomination of Raymond T. Stevens, 
the Commission found that there was no list of persons 
eligible for appointment after a competitive examination 
and thereupon on August 5, 1941, certified the name of 
the nominee as a provisional appointee to fill the vacancy. 
He has since been performing the duties of the position. 
The City Controller has refused to permit the payment 
of compensation to him on the ground that his second 
appointment is in violation of law. 

The applecable portions of the City Charter Act are 
the first and third paragraphs of Section 9 of Article XIX. 
The first provides for provisional appointments in the 
competitive class and is as follows: 


“Sect. 9. Positions in the competitive class may 
be filled without competition only as follows: When- 
ever there are urgent reasons for filling a vacancy 
in any position in the competitive class, and there is 
no list of persons eligible: for appointment after a 
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competitive examination, the appointing officer may 
nominate a person to the Civil Service Commission 
for non-competitive examinations, and, if such 
nominee shall be certified by the said Commission as 
qualified after such non-competitive examination, he 
may be appointed provisionally to fill such vacancy 
until a selection and appointment can be made after 
competitive examination, but such provisional ap- 
poimtment shall not continue for a longer period than 
three months. In every case the Commission shall at 
once proceed to hold an examination and procure an 
eligible list.” 


The pertinent portions in the third paragraph are as 
follows: 


“Successive provisional appointments either of the 
same or different persons, shall not be made to the 
same position. At the end of the three months’ period 
the office of the provisional employe, * * * shall be 
declared vacant, and it shall be the duty of the City 
Controller and the City Treasurer to prevent and 
decline to permit the payment of any compensation, 
salary, or wages to such provisional * * * appointee 
for services rendered or claimed to be rendered after 
such periods respectively. * * *.” 


The intention of the Legislature is obvious from a 
reading of this section. A provisional appointment can 
be made only when there is no list of eligibles, when 
there are urgent reasons for filling the vacancy, when a 
person is nominated by the appointing officer and when 
the Commission considers the nominee qualified for the 
position. The appointment automatically expires at the 
end of three months. During this period the Commission 
must hold an examination and prepare a list of eligibles 
from which the permanent appointment shall be made. 


It appears that the original provisional appointment of 
Stevens was properly made. The Commission held the 
examination and prepared an eligible list. The provisional 
appointee was dropped at the end of three months. By 
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August 1, 1941, the list of eligibles had been exhausted 
and the position was still vacant. There therefore again 
existed the requirements listed above for the making of a 
provisional appointment. Under these circumstances the 
wording of the above-quoted prohibition against successive 
provisional appointments becomes important. “Succes- 
sive provisional appointments either of the same or dif- 
ferent persons,’ shall not be made to the same office. 
There is not merely a proscription against reappointing 
the same provisional appointee but the intent is to prevent 
the successive filling of the same position with provisional 
appointees, because it is the duty of the Commission to 
hold an examination and prepare a list of eligibles before 
the first provisional appointment has expired. 


It is this phase of this question that presents the unusual 
circumstances, The law was complied with, in that the 
Commission held the examination and prepared the list 
of eligibles but no appointee could be procured from that 
list for this position and there was on August 5, 1941, 
no list of eligibles. From the correspondence I learned 
that some of those on the list refused the position and took 
other employment because of the location of the work in 
the far-distant House of Correction. The provisional 
appointee lives near that institution. 


Your letter also presents a question as to whether the 
Commission was justified in certifying Stevens after he 
had failed to pass the examination and be placed on the 
eligible list. The examination was for “stenographer 
(men) any department.” The eligibles were qualified for . 
any vacancy at the particular salary in any part of the 
City’s employment. The nomination of the Director of 
Public Welfare for the second provisional appointment 
stated that the nominee’s prior service had been satisfac- 
tory in the position for which his appointment was re- 
quested. This was sufficient ground for the Commission 
to find, in a non-competitive examination, that he was 
qualified. 


It is my opinion that the provisional appointment of 
Raymond T. Stevens and the certification by the Commis- 
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sion on August 5, 1941, was proper and that he is entitled 
to be paid for any services that he has rendered or may 
render to the City under that appointment. This opinion 
is limited: solely to the unusual circumstances of this case 
and is not to be taken in any sense as approving any viola- 
tion of the very proper prohibition against successive 
provisional appointments under any other circumstances. 
Only the fact that the law was fully complied with, the 
examination held, the eligible list published and the list 
exhausted without obtaining an employee justifies my con- 
clusion and this opinion is not to be taken as a precedent 
in any case where all of these circumstances do not exist. 

I think also that the Civil Service Commission should 
at once hold another examination, so that this anomalous 
condition may not be unduly prolonged, and that legal 
requirements may be complied with.

Dear Mr. Mircurety:—Your letter has been received, 
asking for an opinion as to whether the Traffic Ordinance 
of August 29, 1939, authorizes the Director of Public 
Safety to establish zones for loading and unloading ve- 
hicles at locations where curb markets are being main- 
tained under authority of the City government. 

The Traffic Ordinance was approved the 29th day of 
August, 1939, and contains a provision that ‘All ordi- 
nances or parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed.” 
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All the ordinances of the City of Philadelphia provid- 
ing for the establishment of curb markets became effective 
prior to 1939 and were, therefore, subject to the sweeping 
impheations of the repeal clause above referred to. 

The Traftic Ordinance provides, inter alia, in Section 
12 that “Upon application to the Director of Public Safety 
by any person engaged in a business or profession, firm 
or corporation, the Director of Public Safety may estab- 
lish zones for loading and unloading vehicles of passengers 
or freight or both and install official signs, wherever an his 
judgment trafic conditions justify said zones, * * *.” 

The language of this section vests in the Director of 
Public Safety plenary discretion to determine the neces- 
sity or advisability of the establishment of such zones. 
Among the things to be considered would be whether they 
would interfere with the curb markets. Beyond that, 
however, the curb market ordinances would have no force 
or effect which would prevent the establishment of the 
zone, providing the Director of Public Safety in his judg- 
ment should determine that it should be established. 

In the circumstances here involved, it would seem to 
be desirable to consider whether the establishment of such 
a loading zone might not be authorized without serious 
interference with the curb market by adjusting the latter 
to another location so that the loading zone would not 
prevent the substantial enjoyment of the curb market 
privilege. This could possibly be arranged by consulta- 
tion with the Chief of the Bureau of City Property. In 
any case, the bona fides of the application for the estab- 
lishment of a loading zone should be carefully considered.

Dear Director GrakELow :—You have forwarded to 
this department for comment a letter to yourself from 
the General Motors Truck & Coach Division of Yellow 
Truck & Coach Manufacturing Company, in which it 1s 
stated that the management of that company “has made 
serious objection to bidding on City of Philadelphia busi- 
ness under the present form of contract and bond which, 
apparently, contain certain requirements which are incon- 
sistent with the situation resulting from the National De- 
fense Program.” With the letter is submitted a form 
of bond and contract which, it is stated, will be acceptable 
to the company. 


The bond submitted omits the usual provision for a 
confession and entry of judgment, otherwise it is, I think, 
not radically defective. 

The suggested form of contract, however, contains the 
following verbiage: 


“Anything in this agreement to the contrary not- 
withstanding, it is expressly agreed that the party 
of the second part shall not be hable for any damages 
resulting from, and party of the first part shall not 
have the right to cancel any order because of, any 
delays caused in whole or in part by fires, floods, 
windstorms, tornadoes, wars, riots, insurrections, 
strikes, lockouts, sit-downs, slow-downs, or other 
labor trouble, causing cessation or interruption of 
operation, or by accident, material shortages, labor 
or fuel shortage, or inability to procure labor or ma- 
terials, either on the part of the party of the second 
part or its Manufacturer, or because any plant, 
plants or any portion thereof, belonging to party of 
the second part or its Manufacturer, having been 
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commandeered by any legally constituted public au- 
thority, or because of any priorities or preferences 
established for the manufacture, assembly or allot- 
ment of material by order, decree or otherwise of the 
United States, or by any department, bureau, com- 
mission, committee, agent or administrator of any 
legally constituted public authority in any plant of 
party of the second part or its Manufacturer, or any 
of its supphers, or resulting from any other cause 
reasonably beyond the control of the party of the 
second part. 


“In the event that, as a result of any material 
shortage or because of any preferences or priorities 
established by the Federal Government, or any other 
legally constituted public authority, party of the 
second part or its Manufacturer shall be unable to 
construct, complete or deliver on schedule any ve- 
hicle or vehicles covered by this order, party of 
the second part or its Manufacturer shall have the 
right to make any changes in the design and to sub- 
stitute any materials which, in opinion of party of 
the second part or its Manufacturer, may be necessary 
in order to enable party of the second part or its 
Manufacturer to construct or to complete the vehicle 
or vehicles covered by any order, any specifications to 
the contrary contained in said order notwithstanding ; 
it being expressly understood and agreed that delays, 
changes in design or substitutions of materials made 
necessary by material or labor shortages of prefer- 
ences or priorities established by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, or any other legally constituted puble 
authority, shall not entitle party of the first part to 
cancel any order, to a reduction in price or to 
damages.” 


The legal effect of this language is not only to extend 
the provisions which appear in some of the City contracts 
with respect to labor strikes, ete., but in substance entirely 
displaces the specifications on which the contract is based 
in the event of the labor troubles referred to, or to the 
action of the Government of the United States or other 
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“public authority,” with respect to priorities or such other 
action as may be taken arising out of the present unsettled 
conditions of industry, due to war preparations. Under 
the terms suggested, the contractor would be subject to 
no supervision or control whatsoever by the City or any 
of its agencies in the substitution of materials or indefinite 
delays. The City would agree to pay the full price stipu- 
lated in the contract for articles in which uncontrolled 
substitutions might be made without consultation or agree- 
ment on the part of the City to accept such substitution 
and without allowance for any inferiority or lack of 
adaptability therein. In short, in the events which the 
contract has in view, the City would be obligated to accept 
whatever articles might be tendered to it, paying full 
contract price therefor and at any time beyond the con- 
tractual limit and would be deprived of all supervision 
or control as to what it would be compelled to accept. 

While it may be conceded that under present condi- 
tions of national emergency, some modifications in the 
formulation and enforcement of contracts may be proper, 
yet so sweeping a change in our contracts as is thus pro- 
posed, which in effect would make all the specifications 
meaningless forms in certain contingencies, appears to 
this department to be beyond reasonable adaptation to the 
country’s needs and to be inadmissible.

Dear Mr. Criyron:—Your letter requesting an 
opinion as to whether or not you could approve a garage 
which used space above the second floor for car storage 
purposes, has been received. 
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Section 3804 provides as follows (Building Code) : 


“No building used as a garage or automobile ser- 
vice station or for any similar purpose which is not 
of first-class construction shall be erected to a greater 
height than two (2) stories nor have an undivided 
floor area exceeding five thousand (5,000) square 
feet: Provided, That one-story buildings of second- 
class construction used for the purposes set forth in 
this section may have an undivided floor area of ten 
thousand (10,000) square feet.” 


This provision became effective on September 1, 1929. 
With respect to all uses above the second floor of other 
than first-class construction begun since that date, you 
have no power to issue a permit approving such use. 
With respect to uses which began before that date, the 
Building Code is not effective to prohibit such use. 

It will, therefore, be your duty to ascertain whether the 
buildings for which your approval is requested have been 
so used since prior to September 1, 1929, in which event 
you have no function to perform except to prohibit any 
use which is in and of itself an imminent hazard to human 
life.

Drar Direcror:—lIn the matter of Contract No. 81268 
between the City and Jules Junker, Inc., for the supply 
of bread and rolls to your department for use of the 
Philadelphia General Hospital, it appears that some of 
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the bread as delivered has been found to be mouldy, and 
in other cases ants have been found inside the sealed 
containers enclosing the loaves. Numerous complaints 
have arisen for these reasons. Moreover, Dr. Hubley R. 
Owen, Director of Public Health, reports to you that an 
examination of the bakery shows unsanitary conditions 
to exist therein. The examination of the bakery, Dr. 
Owen reports, was made pursuant to the occurrence of 
many cases of ptomaine poisoning at the hospital, as well 
as to the complaints of the defective quality of the bread. 

The contract between the parties contains the following 
provisions: 


“It is further_agreed that in case the said party 
of the second part shall neglect or refuse to furnish 
and deliver the said articles or supplies above men- 
tioned, or any part or portion thereof, of the quality, 
at the times, at the places, or in the quantities, re- 
quired by the terms of this contract, or shall neglect 
or refuse, upon forty-eight hours’ notice and demand 
so to do, to furnish suitable articles or supplies in 
place of any which may be rejected as unsuitable as 
aforesaid, then, and in any such ease, the said Direc- 
tor shall have the right, and he is hereby authorized 
and empowered, to purchase such articles or supplies 
of the quality required by this contract, in the open 
market, at the then current prices, from any party 
or parties, and in such quantities as may be required 
to fulfill the terms of this contract, at the cost and 
expense of the said party of the second part; and in 
the event of the said being so done, the party of the 
second part covenants and agrees to pay unto the 
party of the first part, upon demand, any difference 
between the price or prices thus paid in open market 
and the price or prices named in this contract, to- 
gether with the costs, charges and expenses incident 
to such purchase or purchases in open market and 
the costs of delivery; it being likewise agreed that 
the party of the first part shall have the right to 
appropriate to the payment of the monies thus be- 
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coming due and payable by the party of the second 
part any monies which may then and there be due 
and payable, or which may thereafter become due 
and payable, to the party of the second part by the 
party of the first part. 

It is further agreed that in case the said party of 
the second part shall neglect or refuse to furnish 
and deliver the said articles or supplies above men- 
tioned, or any part or portion thereof, of the quality, 
at the times, at the places and in the quantities, re- 
quired by the terms of this contract, or shall neglect 
or refuse, upon forty-eight hours’ notice and demand 
so to do, to furnish suitable articles or supphes in 
place of any which may be rejected as unsuitable, 
as aforesaid, then, and in any such case, the said 
Director shall have the right, at his option, for and 
on behalf of the party of the first part, to annul this 
contract and to readvertise all or any portion of the 
articles or supplies herein contracted for; and in the 
event of the same being done the party of the second 
part hereby agrees to be responsible for and to pay 
unto the party of the first part upon demand, any 
difference between the contract price or prices herein 
provided for and the price or prices which may be 
paid upon such readvertising, together with all the 
costs and expenses of such readvertisement; it being 
hkewise agreed that the party of the first part shall 
have the right to appropriate to the payment of the 
monies thus becoming due and payable by the party 
of the second part any monies which may then and 
there be due and payable or which may thereafter 
become due and payable to the party of the second 
part by the party of the first part.” 


The facts and circumstances heré alleged, if established 
to your satisfaction, would, I think, justify the annul- 
ment of the contract. If this is to be done the fore- 
going language of the contract makes it your duty to 
readvertise for bids to supply so much of the bread as 
remains to be furnished. In the meantime, as bread is 
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an article of daily need and consumption, it may be pur- 
chased in the open market. 


Notice should be given in writing to the contractor, 
and its surety, of the annulment of the contract, and the 
reasons therefor, and that, in accordance with the terms 
of the contract, it would be readvertised, and in the mean- 
time purchases would be made in the open market; that 
the principal and surety would be held responsible for any 
difference in cost resulting from such new contract, and 
incidents thereto and such open market purchases, and 
the contract prices, and that all sums due to the contractor 
at the present time will be held to indemnify the City 
for any such increased cost and the advertising for 
new bids, ete.

Dear Mr. Mitten :—Receipt is acknowledged of your 
letter of September 24, 1941, requesting an opinion on a 
request for a permit for the installation and operation of 
an amplifier and associated equipment to produce chimes 
and carillon records to emanate from the tower of West- 
minster Presbyterian Church during the periods enum- 
erated in a letter from that church. 

There is no provision in the ordinances of the City of 
Philadelphia requiring or authorizing a permit for this 
purpose.

The ordinance of July 28, 1933, p. 252, provides in 
Section 1 thereof: 


“That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, 
corporation, association or organization to maintain 
and operate in, from or upon any building or prem- 
ises adjacent to the public highways in the City of 
Philadelphia, or in any motor or other vehicle operat- 
ing in or upon such highways or in any airplane 
flying over said highways, any radio, mechanical 
musical instrument, loud speaker or other devices of 
any kind whatsoever whereby the sound therefrom is 
cast upon said highways, or the ringing of any hand 
bell, beating or striking any pan or pail, the sound- 
ing of any gong, the blowing of any whistle or horn, 
or the mechanical amplification of the human voice 
by loud speakers or megaphones to promote the sale 
of goods, wares or merchandise: Provided, however, 
That this ordinance shall not apply to the electrical 
amplification of clock chimes.” 


The Anti-noise Ordinance of May 14, 1936, p. 138, 
provides in Section 12 thereof: 


“Radios, phonographs and other sound devices 
shall be subject as heretofore to the provisions of the 
ordinance approved July 28, 1933.” 


The ordinance of 1933, which is continued in effect by 
the ordinance of 1936 as to radios, phonographs and other 
sound devices, expressly provides that the acts there 
enumerated are prohibited when used “‘to promote the sale 
of goods, wares or merchandise.” 

It is apparent that this prohibition is not applicable to 
the proposed operation of the Westminster Presbyterian 
Church and there appears to be no other municipal legis- 
lation that would prohibit the proposed operation or re- 
quire a permit therefor.

Dear Cuter Franacan:—Your letter calling our at- 
tention to an ordinance approved September 20, 1941, 
requiring your bureau to examine and license, upon 
application, persons engaged in the installation of warm 
air heating apparatus, has been received. 


You ask for an opinion setting forth what heating de- 
vices are included within the terms of this ordinance. In 
considering this question, effect must be given to existing 
legislation, and an examination of the ordinances discloses 
that heating devices using steam or hot water as the 
medium have already been regulated by law. Electrical 
heating is also provided for and we are advised that the 
ordinance referrd to by you was intended to fill up a gap 
of unregulated heating installation and relates purely and 
simply to heating apparatus using the medium of flues, 
or pipeless heating apparatus, including smoke pipes as a 
medium to conduct by warm air circulation the B.T.U. 
from the source of heat to its objective. In construing 
the ordinance in this manner, we must apply the rule 
that the principal danger to be remedied is the hazard of 
fire and that hazard consists of the conducting of heated 
air through flues or directly, as from a pipeless furnace, 
from the source of the heat to its objective. The passing 
of these flues or of the warm air through partitions or 
walls in buildings is an immediate fire hazard, and City 
Council deemed it necessary to regulate persons installing 
such heating apparatus so as to provide a measure of safety 
to persons having such facilities installed in their 
buildings. | 

On the other hand, heat conducted from the source to 
its objective through the medium of water or steam does 
not carry the fire hazard involved in the hot air system 
of heating. 
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The foregoing presents the purposes as outlined by the 
proponents of the bill and since the passage of the bill 
through Council was carefully followed by this depart- 
ment, I know no other purpose was announced or proposed 
in connection with the ordinance during its passage. 

You are, however, subject to the obligation of exercising 
your best engineering judgment with respect to the scope 
of your regulation and what has been said here is ad- 
vanced for the purpose of assisting you in reaching a 
proper conclusion rather than as a yardstick to measure 
the scope of your duties.

My pear Drrecror :—With reference to your letter of 
the 16th inst. in regard to proposed contract for furnish- 
ing, fabricating, painting and delivering to Pennsylvania 
Museum of Art the structural steel required, you state 
that you advertised for bids three times and the fourth 
time requested by personal contacts bids by mail upon 
the same; that in one instance you received no bids at 
all and on the other three only one bid from the Belmont 
Tron Works; that as Messrs. Kimball and Garber of the 
Art Museum are very keen to have this work completed 
and co-ordinating engineer, Mr. M. Connell, concurs in 
this recommendation, you desire a letter to the effect that 
the award may be made to the Belmont Iron Works at 
the price of their last bid, namely, $6,950, for the com- 
plete job. 
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Assuming that there is no other matter raising any 
doubt as to the propriety of making this award than that 
indicated in your letter, I think you would be justified in 
regarding the Belmont Iron Works as the lowest respon- 
sible bidder and in awarding the contract to it accordingly.

Drar Mr. Wititarp:—This will acknowledge receipt 
of your letter, dated October 28, 1941, in which you state 
that Walter Camenisch, Deputy Receiver in charge of 
collection of income tax under the ordinance, has been 
subpeenaed to produce records on file in that department 
in connection with suits instituted by third parties against 
the taxpayer, and in which you ask whether he, or any 
other of the employees of your department, is obliged to 
testify as to the contents of the said records, or in any 
other manner divulge information contained therein in 
such litigation. 

By Section 3 of the ordinance in question, a duty is 
imposed upon each person “whose earnings or profits are 
subject to the tax” to “make and file with the Receiver of 
Taxes a return on a form furnished by or obtainable from 
the Receiver of Taxes setting forth the aggregate amount 
of salaries, wages * * * or net profits earned * * * during 
the preceding year * * * together with such other pertinent 
information as the Receiver of Taxes may require.” 

Section 9 of the ordinance imposes penalties upon “any 
person who shall fail, neglect or refuse to make any return

required by this ordinance * * * or any person who shall 
refuse to permit the Receiver of Taxes or any agent or 
employee appointed by him in writing to examine his 
books, records and papers.” The penalty imposed by that 
section is $100 and costs for each offense or imprisonment 
for not more than 30 days for the non-payment of such fine 
or penalty and costs within 10 days. 


Section 6-C provides: 


‘““Any information gained by the Receiver of Taxes, 
or any other official or agent of the City as a result 
of any returns, investigations, hearings or verifica- 
tions required or authorized by this ordinance, shall 
be confidential, except for official purposes, and ex- 
cept in accordance with proper judicial order, or as 
otherwise provided by law, and any person or agent 
divulging such information, shall be subject to a fine 
or penalty of one hundred (100) dollars and costs 
for each offense, or to undergo imprisonment for 
not more than thirty days for the non-payment of 
such fine or penalty and costs within ten days from 
the imposition thereof.” 


A taxpayer, therefore, is compelled to make disclosures 
of his net income or salary and such other pertinent in- 
formation as you may require under penalty of fine and 
possible imprisonment. In this connection it should be 
observed that the forms prepared by you require the tax- 
payer to disclose not only the amount of income, but the 
source thereof, and the nature and amount of expenses 
incurred in the operation of his business and much other 
information of a private nature. 


There is no common law right on the part of the tax- 
payer by which he can prevent the divulging of such in- 
formation, but the cases are uniform that where the Legis- 
lature has prohibited the divulging of such information 
by the tax collector, such prohibition is uniformly sus- 
tained on the ground that reasons of sound public policy 
support the legislation. It may also be observed that 
most statutes requiring such information prevent the tax 
collector from disclosing it. 
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In re Reid, D.C.E.D.S.D. 1906, 155 Fed. 933, a tax 
collector of the City of Detroit was subpoenaed by a 
creditor of a bankrupt concern, and was asked to produce 
a certain tax statement filed by the bankrupt with the 
Board of Assessors of Detroit. On instruction of the 
corporation counsel of the City of Detroit the witness 
refused to produce the statement basing his refusal on 
Section 3846 Comp. Laws Michigan, 1897, which is See- 
tion 23 of the General Law of Michigan, and on Section 
19 of the Act of 1893, page 362. The latter Act provides 
that: 

“Every owner of property lable to taxation under 
the general provisions of this act, being of full age 
and sound mind, who is a resident of this state, 
shall make out and deliver to the supervisor or 
assessor on demand a sworn statement of all the prop- 
erty owned or held by him as follows.” (Here fol- 
lows the form and requisites of such statement. ) 


Section 23 of the General Tax Law provides: 


“All the statements herein required to be made and 
received by the supervisor or assessor shall be filed 
by him; * * * but no such statement shall be used for 
any other purpose except the making of an assess- 
ment for taxes as herein provided, or for enforcing 
the provisions of this act, and any officer or person 
who shall make or allow to be made willfully or 
knowingly, any other or wrongful use of such state- 
ment shall be lable to the person making such state- 
ment for all damages resulting from such unauthor- 
ized or unlawful use of such statement.” (Emphasis 
supplied. ) 


It is to be noted that the bankrupt made no objection 
to the production of the statement and because of the 
failure of the bankrupt to enter such objection it was 
argued that the bankrupt had waived any right which he 
had to the protection given by the statute. The court 
decided that: | 


“Neither the taxpayer nor the tax officer has any 
privilege under the act, but each has duties which 
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he is bound to discharge. The former must ‘make 
out and deliver to the supervisor or assessor on de- 
mand a sworn statement,’ ete. The supervisor or 
assessor has three duties: (1) To file such statement. 
(2) To present it to the board of review ‘for the use 
of said board.’ (38) ‘After the assessment is re- 
viewed,’ to deposit ‘all such statements in the office 
of the township or city clerk as the case may be,’ 
whose duty it is to preserve them ‘until after the 
next assessment is made and completed, after which 
they may be destroyed on the order of the township 
or city council.’ 


“The purpose of the provisions of section 3846 is 
plainly to promote the collection from each taxpayer 
of his just share of state, county, and municipal taxes, 
and to that end to require from each property owner 
the full disclosure of all his taxable property under 
the state’s pledge that the statement shall be kept in- 
violate, save to the officials for whose information 
and guidance it was made. T'o permit that informa- 
tion to become public would defeat the plain purpose 
of the statute by deterring the taxpayer from reveal- 
ing what frequently could not be learned from any 
other source, Section 3848 makes it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, for the 
taxpayer to refuse to make a ‘true and correct state- 
ment’ under oath, and thus seeks by its penalty for 
refusal and by making such statement an absolutely 
privileged communication to the state only to obtain 
and insure as far as possible a just basis for the 
apportionment of public burdens. T'o sanction the 
violation of that pledge by denying the taxpayer the 
protection of the statute would invite refusals to 
obey the law, evasions, and perjury, often injuri- 
ously affect the witerests of the taxpayer, would 
obstruct the collection of taxes, and diminish the 
revenues of the state. The power of the Legislature 
to prevent these consequences is unquestionable. The 
wisdom and policy of the act must be conclusively 
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assumed. Its meaning is unequivocal, and needs no 
construction.” (Emphasis supplied. ) 


The court then proceeded to make an order that the 
witness could not lawfully be compelled to produce the 
statement of the bankrupt. 


A similar ease is in re Valecia Condensed Milk Co., 
decided by the Circuit Court of Appeals, 7th Circuit 1917, 
and reported in 240 Fed. Rep. at page 310. In that 
case also the petitioner who was Secretary of the Wis- 
consin [’ax Commission was served with a subpcena to 
testify and produce all reports, correspondence, certificates 
and documents in the possession of the Commission relat- 
ing to the bankrupts and of another corporation, also a 
bankrupt. He testified that the only papers of the kind 
mentioned in the possession of the commission were in- 
come tax returns made by the corporation bankrupts, and 
he claimed that the statute prohibited him from permitting 
income tax returns to be examined by any person. He 
refused to produce them, upon which a rule was entered 
requiring him to show cause why he should not be held 
in contempt. On this rule an order was entered holding 
him in contempt from which he appealed. The facts 
given show that the statute requires corporations to make 
out and present returns under oath answering all ques- 
tions propounded by the Commission with reference to 
the corporate affairs for the preceding vear and provides 
that no officer, commissioner or clerk shall divulge in any 
manner “except as provided by law” any information 
obtained in the discharge of official duties under penalty. 

After stating the facts, Alschuler, Circuit Judge, who 
delivered the opinion of the court, said: 


‘We have been referred to no adjudication, and 
we find none wherein this statute, or any income tax 
statute, has been considered with reference to the 
question here involved. But decisions under federal 
revenue law, other than the income tax law, respect- 
ing the production of papers and the revealing of 
information received in the course of official duty by 
revenue officers, are closely analogous.” 
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The court then proceeded to discuss various cases, in- 
cluding in re Reid, supra, and then takes up the next 
question raised as follows: 


“But the contention is made that the words ‘except 
as provided by law’ in section 1087m24, must be 
construed as excluding from the inhibition of the act 
the production of such returns when required through 
the processes of the law. In other words, that ‘pro- 
vided by law’ means when required by subpcena duces 
tecum, replevin, order to produce, or other manner 
or means whereby a court or any other authorized 
tribunal or functionary may require and compel the 
production of papers. The very statement of the 
proposition induces rather the conclusion that against 
this the inhibition was in the main directed. 


“Tt is scarcely presumable that inspection was thus 
intended to be denied to those only who seek it out 
of idle curiosity; or that it was the intention to per- 
mit such papers to be made public only at the behest 
of litigants, and not of nonlitigants, who may be not 
less interested in seeing them, but not being in litiga- 
tion, may not invoke legal processes to compel their 
production. 


“Without in any degree trenching upon the essen- 
tial and full power of courts to compel the production 
of papers, we must recognize also the generally de- 
clared public policy against revealing such returns 
—made, as they are, under compulsion of law, for 
the particular purpose of taxation; a public policy 
repeatedly recognized by the courts. With an enact- 
ment such as the one in question, directed against 
the production of these returns, it is not lightly to 
be presumed that the public policy manifested by 
such statute was intended to be practically neutral- 
ized by the excepting words. * * * and it is reason- 
able to conelude that the exception was intended to 
include such delivery or revelation only as is thus 
made necessary in the administration of the income 
tax law.” 
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See also in re Lamberton, D.C.W.D.Ark. 1903, 124 
Fed. Rep. 446, in which the court held that: 


“A collector or deputy collector of internal revenue 
cannot be compelled by a court to disclose as a wit- 
ness before the court or a grand jury the names of 
persons in whose places of business special tax stamps 
are posted, or the places in which the same are posted ; 
his information on the subject being obtained in an 
official capacity, and primarily from the records of 
his office, copies of which he is forbidden to furnish 
by the lawful regulations of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, as against public policy.” 


In the case of Boske vs. Comingore, 177 U. 8. 459, 44 
L. Ed. 846, the Supreme Court of the United States sus- 
tained a regulation adopted by the Secretary of the 
Treasury restraining collectors of internal revenue or any 
of their deputies from divulging any information obtained 
by them from the records and papers filed with them by 
taxpayers, saying: 


“Reasons of public policy may well have suggested 
the necessity, in the interest of the government, of 
not allowing access to the records in the offices of 
collectors of internal revenue, except as might be 
directed by the Secretary of the Treasury. The in- 
terests of persons compelled, under the revenue laws, 
to furnish information as to their private business 
affairs would often be seriously affected if the dis- 
closures so made were not properly guarded.” 


From these citations of authority it will be seen that 
the courts have on all occasions protected the interests of 
taxpayers where the legislation imposing the tax prevented 
the disclosure of the information. The same reasons 
which were advanced in support of the decisions cited are 
applicable to the City Income Tax Ordinance. There 
can be no doubt that it would be against the public in- 
terests to permit the divulging of such information since 
it would make the task of obtaining the information more 
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difficult by deterring the taxpayer from revealing what 
frequently could not be learned from any other source, 
and would invite refusals to obey the law, and thus 
diminish the revenues of the City, as’ well as affect in- 
juriously the interests of the taxpayer. That portion of 
the ordinance which permits the Receiver of Taxes to 
disclose information for official purposes and in accord- 
ance with proper judicial order obviously has reference 
to the administration of the ordinance itself and not to 
proceedings between private litigants, one of whom hap- 
pens to be the taxpayer. 

The right of the City of Philadelphia to impose this 
restriction cannot be doubted, in view of the statement 
made by the Supreme Court in the case of Blauner vs. 
The City of Philadelphia, 830 Pa. 340, in which that 
court said that the powers of collection granted to the 
City of Philadelphia by the Sterling Act (under the au- 
thority of which this ordinance was enacted) was limited 
only by constitutional provisions. 

It is my opinion, therefore, that the provision of the 
ordinance directing that information gained by you or 
your agents as a result of the administration of the ordi- 
nance shall be confidential, and imposing penalties upon 
you for divulging such information was a valid exercise 
of the powers granted the City of Philadelphia by the 
Act of August 5, 1932, P. L. 45, 53 P. 8. 4618, and that 
you are under no obligation to divulge any information 
gained by you or your agents in the administration of 
said ordinance, even though a subpcena is served upon 
you where the litigation does not involve the administra- 
tion of the ordinance. I do suggest, however, that out 
of deference and respect to the court which issues such a 
subpeena that you, or your representative, appear in court 
at the time and place designated, and there respectfully 
decline to testify for the reasons given in this opinion.

Dear Mr. Cox:—You submit to me the inquiry 
whether the bid of the low bidder for repairing electrical 
systems at Municipal Pier No. 38 South and Municipal 
Pier No. 98 North, Delaware river, should be accepted or 
rejected, because of alteration in the proposal for doing 
this work. You state that “the aggregate of the low bid, 
which was announced together with the aggregate of all 
other bids at the proposal opening, is $1,714; the aggre- 
gate of bid of the next lower bidder amounts to $1,944.” 
You refer to paragraph 6 of the Standard Contract Re- 
quirements which provides under the heading of ‘Informal 
Proposal” that ‘‘a proposal which is incomplete, obscure, 
conditional, or unbalanced, or which contains additions 
not called for, or irregularities of any kind, may be re- 
jected as informal. A proposal which contains altera- 
tions, erasures, or is not accompanied by the required 
check or certificate of deposit, shall be rejected.” 


It appears that the low bidder in this instance pasted 
over the printed proposal a typewritten page in which 
the sum bid for the items was written in ink in words 
and figures, and you assume that this was done ‘“‘presum- 
ably to alter the amount written in originally—all prior 
to the submission of the bid to the department.” 


The typewritten page which was thus pasted over the 
original page is in precisely the same form as the latter 
with the blank for amounts duly filled in in ink. 

A prospective bidder may quite properly alter the 
figures of his bid before the bids are opened and perhaps 
the most regular way in which this should be done would 
be to procure a new copy of the bid form and substitute 
it for the one which the bidder proposes to discard. I 
do not think, however, that this is essential. It has many 
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times been decided that all bidders should be required to 
make their proposals on exactly the same specifications 
of the work to be done or material to be furnished— 
Mazet vs. Pittsburgh, 137 Pa. 548, and a considerable 
number of other cases have so decided. The purpose of 
paragraph 6 of the specification is, among other things, 
to insure that all bidders are competing on the same basis. 
That section probably also has the object of preventing 
alterations and erasures which would tend to make the 
purport of the bid obscure or perhaps contradictory. 

I do not think that the pasting of a piece of paper on 
a page of the proposal, the language. of which conforms 
exactly to the form embraced in the invitation to bid, is 
such an alteration as would require the rejection of the 
bid, nor is such a method of bidding, incomplete, obscure, 
conditional or unbalanced,” nor does this constitute an 
addition not called for or an irregularity. 

To asume that the method of procedure followed by the 
bidder in this case is an infringement of paragraph 6 
would, in my judgment, be to construe that article with 
too much rigidity and strictness.

Dear Dr. Owen :—This is in response to your request 
for an opinion as to the disposition by the City of non- 
resident psychopathic cases. J understand that the Super- 
intendent of the Philadelphia General Hospital is con- 
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fronted with the problem created by the fact that from 
time to time there are brought to the Philadelphia General 
Hospital non-resident insane persons, and that it usually 
takes a substantial period of time to obtain from the cities 
or States in which those persons reside an expression of 
willingness to receive the patients. It further appears 
that several of these cases have been committed and sent 
to the Philadelphia State Hospital at Byberry, and that 
they have been returned to the Philadelphia General 
Hospital with the statement that State authorities have 
issued instructions to that institution directing them not 
to accept non-resident patients. The Superintendent of 
the hospital was concerned over his right to maintain 
psychopathic patients in his hospital, being a general 
hospital, for more than ten days. 

In my opinion the State hospital should receive patients 
properly committed whether or not they are residents of 
Pennsylvania. 

' I am aware of the provisions of the “Institution Dis- 
Pactalawy 195/00, bs 2017 (62 5:8. 2301 eb seq. ), 
where, in Section 501(k) it is provided as follows: 


“Tf a person becomes a public charge in an institu- 
tion district other than the one in which settled, such 
institution district, if he be a dependent, otherwise 
the Commonwealth shall be hable for support until 
the institution district, state or county of settlement 
is discovered, and removal to such institution dis- 
trict, state or county takes place. Any institution 
district of settlement shall be liable to the institution 
district in which the person became a dependent for 
the cost of care advanced and the expenses of re- 
moval.” 


Section 101 of that Act defines the word ‘‘dependent”’ 
to mean ‘‘an indigent person requiring public care because 
of physical or mental infirmity.” Therefore, Section 
501(k) would seem to require the Philadelphia institu- 
tion district to support non-resident mental cases until 
they are removed to their proper settlement. 
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The Act adopted at the special session held in 1988, 
P. L. 58 (50 P. S. Supp. 1051 ef seq.), however, provides 
in Section 2, as follows: 


“Tt shall be unlawful hereafter for any county, 
city or institution district to operate or maintain, 
in whole or in part, any existing institution for the 
care of mental patients, or thereafter to begin to 
operate or manage any institution, in whole or in 
part, for this purpose: Provided, however, That the 
county, city or institution district having charge of 
any such existing institution shall continue to 
operate and manage the same under existing laws 
until the Department of Welfare of the Common- 
wealth, with the approval of the Governor, formally 
takes over the management and operation of such 
institution, or formally closes such institution in 
the manner hereinafter prescribed in this act: And 
provided further, That the authorities of general hos- 
pitals may continue to maintain or hereafter may 
set apart, establish and maintain beds, wards or de- 
partments for the temporary care of mental patients 
under licensure by the Department of Welfare, as 
now provided by law.” 


The foregoing section of the Act of 1938 applies to 
Philadelphia, inasmuch as the Philadelphia Hospital for 
Mental Diseases has been formally taken over by the 
Commonwealth, and, therefore, this City is prohibited 
from operating or maintaining in whole or in part an 
institution for the care of mental patients, except that we 
may maintain our ward in the Philadelphia General Hos- 
pital to be used only for the temporary care of such 
patients. 


Since the Act of 1988 prohibits the City from caring 
for mental patients for longer than a temporary period, 
the provisions of the Act a 1937, imposing on the City 
the obligation of caring for mental patients until their 
legal settlement is determined, is no longer controlling. 
The Commonwealth, by its 1938 legislation, has declared 
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the care of the insane to be a State rather than a municipal 
function, and therefore the State cannot consistently 
refuse to admit mental patients to institutions on the 
ground advanced by it. 

There is no requirement in the “Mental Health Act,” 
1923, P. L..998, as amended (50 P. 8. 1 et seq.), that 
persons must be residents of Pennsylvania in order to be 
admitted to State mental institutions; in fact, the section 
dealing with admissions on court orders (Section 303) 
provides that an order for admission may be made by the 
proper court of the county ‘in which the said person 
resides or is.” 

Indeed, that Act contemplates the admission of such 
persons by the State authorities in that it provides specifi- 
cally for returning such persons to their residences. Sec- 
tion 413 provides that if upon investigation the Depart- 
ment finds that a patient is not a legal resident of this 
Commonwealth but has a legal residence in some other 
State or county it may cause him to be returned to that 
State or county and the costs thereof are to be paid from 
the State Treasury. To the same effect is Section 508, 
which provides that in the case of discharge or removal of 
any mental patient from any mental hospital if such 
patient has no residence in this Commonwealth, and is 
returned to some other State or county, the actual neces- 
sary expenses shall be paid from the State Treasury. 


With respect to the length of time for which a mental 
patient may be detained in a general hospital, we find 
that the Act of 1938, supra, has no specific limitation 
except such as the word “temporary” may furnish. 

The Mental Health Act, supra, in Section 201 as 
amended, provides, similarly, that the authorities of gen- 
eral hospitals may set apart or establish beds, wards, or 
departments for the temporary care of mental patients. 
Again we have only the word “temporary” to guide us as 
to the length of time for which mental patients may be 
detained in a general hospital. 

There is, however, another section of the Mental Health 
Act from which we may gain some assistance in our de- 
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termination of this problem. Section 305 deals with the 
right of a superintendent of a mental diseases hospital 
to receive and detain patients for temporary care. That 
section limits the period for such temporary care to ten 
days. | 

There is then this distinction: Section 201 reads that 
general hospitals are authorized to establish wards for the 
temporary care of mental patients, and Section 305 reads 
that the superintendent of a mental diseases hospital may 
detain for temporary care as a patient, for a period not 
to exceed ten (10) days, any person who is or is thought 
to be suffering from mental illness. 

The Legislature was probably motivated in making this 
distinction by a desire to insure that patients, whose 
mental illness is merely temporary, should not be detained 
for more than the definitely limited ten-day period in 
institutions designed for the care of persons whose illness 
is of such nature as to require extended hospitalization ; 
and on the other hand to insure that where the patient’s 
illness is of the latter class, general hospitals ought not 
to be burdened with the responsibility and expense of such 
extended hospitalization. 

It follows, therefore, that as soon as the general hos- 
pital diagnoses the patient’s condition it has two alterna- 
tives: 

(a) If the patient is found to be suffering from a 
mental disease requiring extended hospitalization the 
responsibility of the general hospital ceases except for 
the period of time required to complete a formal commit- 
ment and transfer to a mental diseases hospital. The 
1938 Act shows plainly the intent of the Legislature that 
in such circumstances it is illegal for any group or public 
body except the Commonwealth to care for such persons. 
The Act provides as cited above in Section 2, as follows: 


“Tt shall be unlawful hereafter for any county, 
city or institution district to operate and maintain, 
in whole or in part, any existing institution for the 
care of mental patients, or thereafter to begin to 
operate or manage any institution, in whole or in 
part, for this purpose.” 
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(b) If the patient is found to be suffering from a 
mental disease that may be cured without extended hos- 
pitalization, the general hospital may treat such person 
for a reasonable period of time only. In other words, so 
far as the powers and responsibilities of general hospitals 
are concerned, there are two classes of mental patients. 
For those whose illness is not of a temporary kind the 
general hospital may detain them only long enough to 
make a diagnosis and formally commit and transfer them 
to a mental diseases hospital. For those whose illness is 
thought to be of a temporary nature, the general hospital 
may detain them for so long a time as is necessary to 
subject the patient to treatment, provided this period is 
not unreasonably prolonged; if after such a reasonable 
time the patient does not recover from his mental illness 
the general hospital should no longer detain him but 
should commit him to a mental diseases hospital. 


When we further consider that the section dealing with 
general hospitals states that they may have wards for the 
“temporary care of mental patients’ while the section 
dealing with temporary detention of persons in mental 
diseases hospitals states, that the superintendent ‘“‘may 
detain for temporary care as a patient * * * any person 
who is or who is thought to be suffering from mental ill- 
ness,’ we find further support for the thought that the 
Legislature’s intention was that the mental diseases hos- 
pital must not incarcerate for more than a specific period 
of time, persons who may not be suffering from a per- 
manent form of mental disease, while the general hospital 
may care for mental patients pending determination of 
the probable duration of their mental illness or pending 
the course of treatment when the hospital authorities are 
of the opinion that he may be rehabilitated after treatment 
for a temporary period. 


The key to the situation is the condition of the indi- 
vidual patient and how his interests might best be served 
as that fact is established by proper diagnosis. 


With relation to the problem that is before the superin- 
tendent, it therefore would appear that if one who has 
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no legal settlement in Pennsylvania is brought into the 
paneral hospital and upon proper diagnosis is “found to be 
suffering from a mental illness of aa a nature that he 
should be committed to a mental hospital, and that his 
illness cannot be remedied in a short time by treatment in 
a general hospital, then the Commonwealth cannot prop- 
erly refuse to accept such patient, if properly committed, 
merely on the ground that he does not have a legal settle- 
ment in Pennsylvania. 


It seems proper to add that this problem is one calling 
for discussion with the State authorities who may have 
issued the order preventing the State hospitals from re- 
ceiving such persons.

Dear Dr. Owen :—Your letter, asking for an opinion 
regarding the possibility of inserting an amendment in 
the ordinance of June 25, 1941, providing for the regis- 
tration, regulation, ete., of persons engaged in the business 
of fumigating with hydroecyanie acid gas so as to permit 
the Bureau of Police to swear in the watchmen provided 
for therein as private watchmen, renewing their commis- 
sion yearly instead of for each individual location, has 
been received. 

The existing authority for the conferring of powers of 
a peace officer upon other than uniformed policemen of 
the City is contained in Article V, Section 6, of the City 
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Charter Act of June 25, 1919, P. L. 581. That section 
provides as follows: 


“The Director of Public Safety may appoint, and 
cause to be sworn in, any number of additional 
patrolmen to do duty at any place in the City desig- 
nated by, and at the charge and expense of, the 
person or persons who may ask for such appointment. 
They shall be subject to and obey the orders, rules, 
and regulations of the department, and conform to 
the general discipline and special regulations thereof.” 


This power has always been exercised to designate 
special policemen to serve at a specified location in the 
City of Philadelphia. It has not been construed to per- 
mit the appointment of policemen with the powers of a 
peace officer extending throughout the entire City. The 
delegation of police power by the Legislature to the City 
of Philadelphia must be strictly followed and no power 
exists in City Council to extend or enlarge the delegation 
of power from the General Assembly. 

It is my opinion that the ordinance of June 25, 1941, 
could not be amended so as to enlarge the scope of the 
powers of the watchmen provided for in the ordinance 
beyond the authority vested in the City government by 
the Charter Act.

Dear Mr. Franacan:—Your request for an opinion 
as to whether you can issue a permit for the erection of a 
building consisting of one enclosed story and an unen- 
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closed second deck as a second story for the storage of 
automobiles, has been received. 


Section 3804 of the Building Code of August 31, 1937, 
of the City of Philadelphia, provides as follows: 


“No building used as a garage or automobile ser- 
vice station or for any similar purpose which is not 
of first-class construction shall be erected to a greater 
height than two (2) stories nor have an undivided 

floor area exceeding five thousand (5,000) square 
feet: Provided, That one-story buildings of a second- 
class construction used for the purposes set forth in 
this section may have an undivided floor area of ten 
thousand (10,000) square feet.” 


You state that the building in question is intended to 
have an open roof parking space exceeding the maximum 
fixed in this section, and I assume that there is no intention 
to divide the area up so as to conform to its provisions. 

In construing legislation purporting to be in the ex- 
ercise of the police power the purpose of the legislation 
is the paramount consideration. The storing of hundreds 
of vehicles each containing inflammable liquids with a 
low flash point on the second level of a building with a 
large undivided area on the lower level which is not divided 
into segments of five thousand square feet or less by pro- 
tective fire walls would permit the creation of a hazard 
intended to be prohibited by the Code. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that the use of the second 
level of a building as a garage or automobile service 
station specifically for the live storage of automobiles con- 
stitutes such structure a two-story building within the 
meaning of Section 3804 of the Building Code of August 
Bkeakieue

Dear Mr. Stuon:—Your oral request for an opinion 
as to whether The Philadelphia Gas Works Company is 
required to obtain Councilmanic authority to lease two 
conduits from the Keystone Telephone Company for use 
in connection with the Gas Works Company’s operation 
of the Philadelphia Gas Works, has been received. 


Clause 1 of the, operating agreement between the City 
of Philadelphia and The Philadelphia Gas Works Com- 
pany, dated October 5, 1938, provides, inter alia, as 
follows: 


“The City, to the extent that it has or shall have 
the authority or power so to do, does hereby authorize 
and empower Gas Company during this agreement 
to retain possession of, maintain, change, alter, re- 
place, repair and operate said Gas W orks Hal appur- 
tenances and all the property hereby placed in its 
custody and control; to lay, repair, remove , relay, 
extend and maintain mains, pipes, services and ap- 
purtenances along and beneath the surface of the 
highways, streets, avenues, lanes, alleys, ways, and 
public places in said City, for ane supply ae dis- 
tribution of gas, subject to provisions hereinafter 
set forth; and Gas Company during this agreement 
shall have the exclusive right for said purposes to 
enter upon and occupy all said highways, streets, 
avenues, lanes, alleys, ways and public places, and to 
supply and distribute gas through pipes laid therein.” 


Clause 3 of the lease provides for the expenditure of 
an amount not in excess of one million dollars for the 
“renewal, alteration, replacement, enlargement, addition, 
extension, betterment or improvement of the manufactur- 
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ing and distributing systems or other facilities of the Gas 
Wiorksitga sn 


There can be no question but that the wires proposed to 
be installed in the conduits in question are appurtenances 
of the City-owned Philadelphia Gas Works, and under 
the language above quoted the Gas Company has the right 
to enter upon and occupy public highways in Philadelphia 
for any purpose pertinent to its operation of the City’s 
plant. 

It is my opinion, therefore, that no ordinance is neces- 
sary to validate a lease from the Keystone Telephone 
Company to The Philadelphia Gas Works Company of 


the conduits in question.

Dear Mr. Mayor:—Your oral request for an opinion 
with respect to the right of the Philadelphia Electric Com- 
pany to receive compensation for services rendered to the 
City of Philadelphia notwithstanding obligations of com- 
panies out of which the Philadelphia Electric Company 
was formed to ‘furnish certain free services, has been care- 
fully considered. 


Numerous cases in Pennsylvania, including Vernon 
Township vs. Public Service Commission, 75 Pa. Superior 
Court 54, Ben Avon Borough vs. The Ohio Valley Water 
Company, 75 Pa. Superior Court 290, Henshaw vs. 
Fayette Gas Company, 105 Pa. Superior Court 564, and 
many other cases sustain the legal propositions that, not- 
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withstanding the making of such a contract, rates estab- 
lished by the Public Utility Commission supersede any 
agreement as to rates or the non-payment thereof because 
the parties to such agreements are conclusively presumed 
to have entered into them with a knowledge that the rates 
agreed to could only be legally fixed by the parties so long 
as they were not fixed by the sovereign power of the 
Commonwealth. 

The Philadelphia Electric Company has filed tariffs of 
rates, including all services to municipalities which have 
been approved by the Pennsylvania Public Utility Com- 
mission. The provisions of the original franchise agree- 
ments to furnish free service to the City of Philadelphia 
are thus superseded by the rates so approved and all ser- 
vices rendered under these tariffs create a right in the 
Philadelphia Electric Company to demand and receive 
the tariff rates therefor from the City notwithstanding 
any franchise agreement to the contrary.

In re: Proposed Contract for Water Transportation 
and Disposal of Ashes, Rubbish and Street Dirt. 


Hon. Joun H. Nexson, 
Director, Department of Public Works, 
City Hall Annex, Philadelphia. 

Dear Director Nerxrson :—I have received your memo- 
randum of November 22, 1941, to which is attached a 
letter from David Bortin, Esquire, and a copy of a letter 
to Hon. Bernard Samuel, requesting an opinion from this 
department as to the subject matter contained therein. 
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The gist of Mr. Bortin’s letter is that the doing of the 
work in question under contract is in violation of Article 
XX, Sec. 5, of the Charter Act and, therefore, may be 
enjoined by a taxpayer. 

Article XX, See. 5, in part; provides as follows: 


“After the thirty-first day of December, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty, the repair and clean- 
ing of the streets, the collection of ashes, waste, 
rubbish, and garbage within the limits of such City 
and the disposal of street sweepings, ashes, waste, 
rubbish, and garbage, shall be done directly by the 
City: Provided, That any such work may be done 
by contract when authorized by the Council by a 
vote of a majority of all the members elected thereto, 
with the approval of the Mayor. For the purpose of 
determining whether it is to the best interest of the 
City to authorize the performance of any such work 
by contract, the Mayor and Council may, prior to 
the first day of August of any year invite bids for 
such work. Advertisement for such bids shall be 
made during a period ending not later than the first 
day of October next ensuing, and a summary of. the 
bids shall be included by the Mayor in the budget: 
Provided further, That if it is determined in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this section to have any 
such work performed by contract, a reasonable time, 
not exceeding six months, shall be allowed the con- 
tractor or contractors thereunder to secure the neces- 
sary equipment to perform such contracts and to 
begin the performance thereof.” 


If the contract in question were of the character which 
this part of the Charter Act has in view it would un- 
doubtedly be illegal to have the work performed by the 
contractor instead of by the City department because the 
formalities with respect to the invitation for bids before 
August the first, and their transmission to Council for 
the consideration of that body were omitted. I believe, 
however, that the contract for which bids were to be opened 
on the 26th instant is not of the character which is for- 
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bidden by this part of the statute in the absence of com- 
pliance with its qualifications. The contract is for “water 
transportation and disposal of ashes, rubbish and street 
dirt” and it is provided that “The contract includes the 
water transportation and disposal of ashes, rubbish and 
street dirt from loading wharves provided by the 
City, at Green street on the Delaware river and 
at Wood street on the Schuylkill river, in accordance with 
the standard contract requirements and specifications con- 
tained therein.” ‘The first item of the specifications is as 
follows: 


“1. Scopr or Worx: Under these specifications 
the contractor will be required to transport by scows, 
and dispose of approximately one hundred and sixty 
thousand (160,000) tons (2,000 pounds to the ton) 
of ashes, rubbish and street dirt, from loading 
wharves provided by the City, at Green street on the 
Delaware river and at Wood street on the Schuylkill 
River. * * * This contract shall terminate at mid- 
night, December 31, 1942.” 


The funds for the doing of this work are provided by 
appropriation to the Department of Public Works, Bureau 
of Highways and Street Cleaning, Item No. 29, Red Book, 
page 125 (for the year 1941), as follows: 


“99. Truck and/or water transporta- 
tion of ashes and rubbish, ete. ...... 90,000” 


The intention of this part of the Charter Act seems 
clearly to be that the City is obligated by the statute itself 
to do the work of collecting and disposing of the ashes, 
rubbish, etc., unless the provisions of the section with 
respect to doing it by contract are followed, but in this in- 
stance the City intends itself to collect the ashes and 
rubbish and itself dispose of them by delivering them to 
a contractor who is to be paid for transporting this matter 
to dumps to be specified by him in his proposal. It would 
seem that this method of procedure does entail a disposi- 
tion of the material by the City in that the latter delivers 
it from the City’s wharves to the contractor to be trans- 
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ported by him to the selected dumps and he to be paid by 
the City for his trouble in doing so. 

If the City were to collect the ashes, ete., and deliver 
them to a railroad to be transported to another county 
there to be dumped it could scarcely be contended that the 
City was not itself both collecting and disposing of the 
matter, as the statute imposes upon it the obligation to do. 
Or, if the City were to decide that this material should 
be incinerated and were to collect it and deliver it at the 
incinerator, paying a certain sum for every ton to be 
burned, it would be inconceivable that it could be held 
that the City must itself burn the rubbish in order to 
dispose of it. 


That the City collects this material is beyond any pos- 
sible doubt; and that it itself disposes of it when it de- 
livers it, as it is bound to do under the proposed contract, 
to the owners of the scows which are to transport it to 
the dumps specified by the contractor, under any reason- 
able interpretation of the Act its requirements would seem 
to have been comphed with. 


That the dumps are to be chosen by the contractor is 
provided in section 8 of the specifications and the concelu- 
sion that when the City has delivered the material to the 
contractor to be transported by him to dumps of his own 
selection it has unquestionably disposed of it within the 
intendment of the Act. Practically it would seem that no 
other method of procedure is reasonably possible, and I 
am informed that this method has been pursued for many 
years without being questioned heretofore.

Re: Loss of Settlement by Public Charges. 
Mrs. Lena M. Roserrts, 


Chief, Bureau of Personal Assistance, 
Room 429, City Hall Annex, Philadelphia, Penna. 
Dear Mrs. Rosperts:—You have asked the opinion of 
this department as to whether certain parties have lost 
their legal settlement in Philadelphia under the following 
circumstances: 


You state that they lived in Philadelphia at least from 
April of 1937 until September of 1939; that the man 
involved removed from Philadelphia to Connecticut in 
the spring of 1939 and the woman left Philadelphia for 
Connecticut in September of 1939; that since then they 
have remained in Hartford, Connecticut, without becom- 
ing public charges at least until November 5, 1941, when 
the Hartford authorities asked that the City of Philadel- 
phia accept the man involved as a public charge for admis- 
sion to a local tuberculosis sanitorium at the cost of the 
City of Philadelphia. I further understand that in June 
of 1940, your bureau acknowledged, in writing, that the 
woman involved retained her legal settlement in Phila- 
delphia since she had been away from Philadelphia less 
than a year, but the Hartford authorities advised that they 
would postpone the transfer as she was not a public charge 
at that time. Sixteen months elapsed from June 13, 1940, 
to November 5, 1941, and these parties remained residents 
of Hartford, Connecticut, and did not become puble 
charges until November 5, 1941. 

The Institution District Law as amended in Section 501 


(1937 P. L. 2017, 62 P. S. 2331), provides as follows, 
in clause (c): 


“(e) The settlement of a person in an institution 
district continues until a new one is acquired in this 
Commonwealth or elsewhere. <A settlement is lost 
only by acquiring a new one, except that a person 
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who has settlement in this Commonwealth, and who 
is residing in another state, shall be deemed to have 
lost settlement in this Commonwealth if a person 
from such other state, in like circumstances, could 
have acquired settlement in this Commonwealth by 
residence in this Commonwealth, as hereinafter pro- 
vided; and except that a person having settlement in 
this Commonwealth, who has been absent therefrom 
and who has been residing in another state, shall be 
deemed to have lost settlement in this Commonwealth 
if a resident of such other state, who is residing in 
this Commonwealth, would lose settlement in such 
other state as a result of absence thereform for a 
period of equal duration or for a period of lesser 
duration.” 


Under this provision we must determine whether these 
persons lost their settlement in Pennsylvania on the basis 
of whether they could have acquired settlement here had 
they done as they did in Connecticut, namely, had they 
come bona fide to the State to establish a permanent abode 
and continued to reside herein for one whole year without 
having become pubhe charges and having sufficient mental 
ability to make a bargain (see clause (d) of this section). 

Clearly, these persons did remove to Connecticut bona 
fide to establish a permanent abode therein and continued 
to reside therein for one whole year and did not become 
public charges during said year and and as far as we 
know they were and still are of sufficient mental ability to 
make a bargain. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that these persons lost 
their settlement in Philadelphia and therefore are not to 
be accepted by you as public charges of the Philadelphia 
Institution District.

Dear Dr. Owen :—I am in receipt of a copy of an 
intradepartmental communication addressed to you by 
Dr. William G. Turnbull, Superintendent of the Phila- 
delphia General Hospital, which you forwarded to me, 
and in which I am requested to define the rights and 
duties of the hospital with regard to occasional inquiries 
made concerning the physical or mental condition of 
patients thereof. It appears that the inquiries which give 
the hospital officials most concern are those respecting 
mental conditions, Wassermann reactions, sputum examin- 
ations and others of like nature. Dr. Turnbull states that 
frequently a statement issued by the hospital that a 
patient has been diagnosed as psychopathic or that a 
Wassermann or tuberculosis test has proved positive re- 
sults in the loss of employment; that on the other hand, 
the standpoint of justice to the public it does not seem 
right to him to refuse that information. 


Dr. Turnbull fails to state how, by whom and under 
what circumstances those inquiries are made. I shall 
therefore endeavor to make my response comprehensive. 


In the first instance, I direct your attention to the 
mcwot siunens, 1907, P. Le 462, entitled “An. Act to 
prevent physicians and surgeons from testifying, in civil 
cases, to communications made to them by their patients, 
except in civil cases brought by their patients for damages 
on account of personal injuries.” Section 1 of that Act is 
as follows: 


“No person authorized to practice physics or 
surgery shall be allowed, in any civil case, to disclose 
any information which he acquired in attending the 
patient in a professional capacity, and which was 
necessary to enable him to act in that capacity, which 
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shall tend to blacken the character of the patient, 
without the consent of said patient, except in civil 
cases brought by such patient, for damages on account 
of personal injuries.”’ 


In a number of instances the courts have held that that 
Act does not render incompetent the testimony of an 
attending physician regarding facts which he ascertained 
by an examination of his patient; communication from 
one person to another necessarily excludes the idea of 
information obtained only in some other way: See 
Phillips’ Estate, 295 Pa. 349. 

As you will note, that Act is applicable only to testimony 
of physicians and surgeons in civil suits, and is responsive 
to the instant query only as to the testimony of physicians 
and surgeons of the hospital when subpcenaed to appear 
and testify in court in civil actions. 


Let us now direct attention to the subject of hospital 
records. In Marks’ Estate, 121 Pa. Sup. Ct. 181, at 
appears that the Superintendent of the Bureau of In- 
fectious Diseases of Pittsburgh had been subpcenaed by 
an insurance company to produce the records of his depart- 
ment of a certain patient to whom the company had issued 
a policy of life insurance. On advice of the City Solicitor 
the superintendent appeared, but refused to produce those 
records which showed that the insured had been reported 
as being tubercular, the City Solicitor contending that the 
production of such records was against public policy. 
The lower court adjudged the superintendent guilty of 
contempt; on appeal the Superior Court reversed that 
judgment. 

In the course of the opinion delivered by President 
Judge Keller the court quoted with approval from an 
opinion of the Attorney General to the Chairman of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board, who had inquired 
whether the records of State dispensaries under the con- 
trol of the Department of Health must, on subpeena duces 
tecum, be produced before the referee and whether the 
doctors in charge of such dispensaries could be required 
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to testify to matters within their knowledge acquired 
within the lines of their duties. Said quotation follows: 


“The physician in charge of a dispensary of the 
Department of Health is like any other physician in 
charge of any other institution. He is subject to 
subpeena, by a proper tribunal and must obey such 
subpeena. When he responds he must testify as any 
other witness to any relevant, competent matter with- 
in his knowledge. The fact that this information 
was obtained through his employment as a physician 
in charge of a State institution does not render him 
exempt from testifying, or seal his lips as to the 
knowledge which he has obtained. I know of no 
statute which excuses the physician in charge of a 
State dispensary from testifying as to such facts. The 
production of records of the Department of Health 
is quite a different matter. These records are made 
by reports and it may not be for the best interest 
of the State, or the Health Department, to have 
records of this character submitted in any litigated 
case in which they are called for, and heretofore the 
courts have decided that such records cannot be de- 
manded where the Department of Health protests 
against their exhibition. But the record is not the 
best evidence of the condition of a man alleged to be 
sick or injured. The record is simply the report of 
an examination. ‘The party who made the examina- 
tion may be subpcenaed and required to testify as 
to the results of such examination, and such testi- 
mony is better evidence than the record would be in 
the absence of the party who made it. I am, there- 
fore, of the opinion that a Workmen’s Compensation 
Referee may not require the production of the records 
from the Department of Health, if the Department 
of Health regards it as improper to produce such 
records, but that the doctor who made the examina- 
tion, whether he be the Medical Inspector of a dis- 
pensary or not, must testify to relevant facts within 
his knowledge, even though such facts were obtained 
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in his capacity as a physician in the employ of the 
Department of Health.’ ” 


The opinion included a quotation from another opinion 
of the Attorney General to the Deputy Commissioner of 
Health, who inquired as to whether the Department of 
Health was required to produce medical records of patients 
at State clinics or State sanatoria, when subpeenaed so to 
do, by a court of record within the Commonwealth, said 
quotation follows: ; 


““Where officers of your department, being a 
branch of the executive authority of the State gov- 
ernment are subpcenaed to appear and bring with 
them certain confidential records procured solely in 
their official capacity, you shall judge, in the first 
instance, whether or not the production of such 
records would be inimical to the public welfare; that, 
having so determined, you shall act accordingly, 
and if, in your judgment, such records should not 
be produced, you should make respectful presenta- 
tion to the court of your opinion in the matter, ex- 
pressly disavowing any disrespect for the dignity and 
authority of said court, but setting forth your con- 
viction that you must determine, in the first instance, 
from your knowledge of the records, whether or not 
they are such as should be made public.’ ” 


Such records having been collected by an executive de- 
partment of the municipal government, it seems to me that 
the department has the right to determine for itself the 
advisability of producing same when subpcenaed to do so, 
having in mind at all times the effect upon the public 
welfare in general. Records of patients treated at the 
Philadelphia General Hospital are not declared to be 
public records by any statute, and, therefore, are not 
open for inspection by any party or person who may for 
some reason or other desire to inform himself of the con- 
tents thereof. 

As respects your duty to furnish, or the right of any 
person to require of you orally, such information, aside 
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from the Act of 1907 above quoted, there appears to be 
no statute in Pennsylvania which on the one hand com- 
pels you to give such information, or, on the other hand, 
forbids you from so doing. As in the case of the produc- 
tion of records discussed in the opinions of the Attorney 
General herein quoted, it would seem largely a matter of 
public policy which the department should determine, and 
perhaps be guided by the circumstances of the particular 
case involved. 


The foregoing is directed to the legal aspects of the 
subject of your inquiry. From the standpoint of medical 
ethics [ am somewhat at a loss to advise you with assur- 
ance. It seems to me, however, that a physician should 
be hesitant to furnish details to inquirers as to the condi- 
tion of a patient or ex-patient, especially so where the 
information given may reflect adversely on the person 
concerned, or be employed to his disadvantage. More- 
over, in the case of a mistaken diagnosis, for example, the 
physician furnishing the information may be subject to a 
suit for damages. As to the propriety of giving or refus- 
ing the information requested much should be left to the 
discretion of the official in charge of the hospital and 
depend upon the circumstances of the individual case.

Dear Mr. Goopari:—lI have your letter of November 
24, 1941, in which you state that the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission would be very glad to consider the purchase of 
the Hog Island ground rent, if the purchase be in accord 
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with the provisions of the Act creating the Sinking Fund, 
and ask for my opinion in the matter. 

The City Charter Act, Article XVIII, See. 8, inter 
alia, authorized the Sinking Fund moneys under certain 
circumstances to be “invested temporarily in bonds or 
other evidences of debt of the United States of America, 
of this Commonwealth, or of any county, city, borough, 
township, school district, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district of this Commonwealth.” 

The Hog Island ground rent obligation is not an evi- 
dence of a debt of the City of Philadelphia within the 
meaning of the foregoing provision, and in my opinion 
the purchase of this ground rent by the Sinking Fund 
with the consent of the City as required by the Maritime 
Commission would not operate to make it a debt of the 
City even though its amortization would be provided for 
in such transaction. It would require an amendment to 
the Act of Assembly above quoted in order to enable the 
purchase of this ground rent by the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission.

GENTLEMEN :—I have been asked for an opinion with 
respect to the amount of the salary to which Honorable 
Bernard Samuel, the Acting Mayor of the City, is entitled 
during his incumbency of that office. 

Upon the death of Mr. Lamberton, former Mayor, on 
August 22, 1941, Mr. Samuel, who was then the President 
of the Council, assumed the duties incidental to the office 
of the Mayor pursuant to legislation hereinafter noted, 
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and has since officiated in that capacity, performing the 
functions and bearing the onerous and many responsibili- 
ties of that office. He has devoted his constant and un- 
remitting attention to the fulfillment of those heavy and 
varied duties. 


The Charter Act of June 25, 1919, P. L. 581, contains 
a number of relevant provisions. 


Article II, section 4 (a), provides for filling a vacancy 
in the office of the Mayor, and section 4 (b) originally 
set forth the order of succession in the interim. This 
clause (b) has from time to time been amended, the latest 
amending Act being that of March 7, 1939, P. L. 7, which 
devolves upon the President of the Council the right and 
duty to act as Mayor until the vacancy shall be filled. 

Article II, section 5, provides that the Mayor shall re- 
ceive a salary to be fixed by ordinance. 

Article IV, section 3, is as follows: 


“Sec. 3. No person shall hold more than one 
office or position of profit under the City Govern- 
ment, and no person shall hold any office or position 
of profit under the City, or any department thereof, 
while holding any other office or position of profit in 
or under the Government of the United States, of 
this Commonwealth, or any county, city, or other 
political subdivision thereof: Provided, That nothing 
in this act contained shall apply to the office of Notary 
Public, Commissioner of Deeds or any office in the 
military or naval service of the United States or of 
this Commonwealth, and that nothing in this act shall 
prevent persons holding office ex officio by virtue of 
occupying another office or position.” 


Article IV, section 7, provides in part as follows: 


“* * * the Council shall provide by ordinance for 
the payment of proper salaries or other compensation, 
to be fixed by Council, to all officers and employes 
of the City, except for such of them whose salaries 
are fixed by law or who it is provided by law shall 
serve without compensation.” 
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Article XVI, section 3, is in these terms: 


“Sec. 8. No person shall hold the office of Coun- 
cilman while holding any other office, position, or 
employment of profit under the City, any depart- 
ment, board, commission, or agency thereof, under 
this Commonwealth, any County, City or other 
political subdivision thereof, or under the United 
States, except that of notary public or an office in 
the military or naval service of the United States or 
of this Commonwealth. No Councilman shall be 
eligible to any office, position, or employment of profit 
under the City, any department, board, commission, 
or agency thereof, during the term for which he shall 
have been elected as Councilman.” 


Section 4 of that article fixes the salary of the members 
of Council at $5,000 per annum. 

Section 5 of that article provides for the organization 
of Council on the first Monday of January following the 
election and further authorizes it to provide for its own 
organization. Pursuant thereto Mr. Samuel was chosen 
as President of Council on the first Monday of January, 
1940. 

In accordance with the authority conferred upon it by 
the Charter Act Council has fixed by ordinance of October 
23, 1923, page 315, the yearly salary of the Mayor at 
$18,000. | , 

It has been generally held that in the absence of statu- 
tory restriction one who is by law called upon to perform 
the duties of an office is entitled to the emoluments per- 
taining thereto during the period when he so acts. 

Thus, in People vs. Hopkins, 55 N. Y. 74, a deputy 
performing the duties of his principal after the resignation 
of the latter, and until his successor was appointed, was 
held to be entitled to the salary attaching to the vacated 
office. This case has been cited with approval in other 
eases which have followed it, and which were concerned 
with similar relationships. 
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The Attorney General of New York, Honorable Albert 
Ottinger (Opinions of Attorney General, New York, 1928, 
229-31), held that the resignation of the District Attorney 
entitled his assistant to act in his place, and to receive 
the emoluments of the office while so acting. 

In State vs. Grant, 73 Pac. 470, the Secretary of the 
State of Wyoming became Acting Governor on the death 
of the latter, under constitutional mandate, and it was 
held that he was entitled to the Governor’s salary while 
performing the duties of that office. 


So in Scranton School District vs. Simpson, 133 Pa. 
202, and in McCauley vs. Eastern School District, Id. 493, 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania held that where by 
statute the City Treasurer was required to act as the Treas- 
urer of the School District he was entitled to receive the 
salary allotted to the latter position. 


Chadwick vs. Earhart, 11 Ore. 389, 4 Pac. 1180, and 
State vs. LaGrave, 45 Pac. 243 (Ney.), were to the same 
effect. | 

While, as heretofore noted, section 3 of Article XVI 
of the Charter Act provides that no person shall hold the 
ofice of Councilman while holding any other office of 
profit, under the City, and that no Councilman shall be 
eligible to any office under the City during the term for 
which he shall have been elected as Councilman, yet this 
provision is so modified by the amending Act of 1939 
above referred to, that it is no longer applicable to the 
situation which has now arisen wherein the President of 
the Council by statutory enactment succeeds to the powers 
and the duties of the late Mayor. In effect the Act of 
1939 writes into the prohibition of section 3, Article XVI, 
an exception into which the present situation exactly fits. 


I find no prohibition in the Charter Act, or other legis- 
lation, which would prevent the Acting Mayor from being 
entitled to the salary which has been provided for that 
office, and, in accordance with the foregoing decisions of 
the various courts, the inference seems to me inescapable 
that Mr. Samuel while fulfilling the duties and perform- 
ing the functions of the office of Mayor is legally entitled 
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to the remuneration which has been provided to be paid 
to the incumbent of that office. There is also to be con- 
sidered the moral obligation resting upon the City to pay 
the person who performs all the duties and shoulders all 
the responsibility of the Mayoralty the sum which has 
been dedicated as proper payment for such services. That 
the City may recognize such a moral obligation has been 
held by the Supreme Court in the case of Bailey vs. Phila- 
delphia, 167 Pa. 569, and in Justice vs. Philadelphia, 37 
Super. Ct. 267. 

That Mr. Samuel has accepted a salary at the rate of 
$5,000 a year since Mr. Lamberton’s death does not, in 
my judgment, debar him from being compensated at the 
full rate in accordance with the foregoing legal and moral 
considerations, in view of the fact that the question of his 
proper compensation may properly be considered to have 
been in suspense during this interval. 

In brief, I do not believe that any of the above cited 
provisions of the Charter Act would be infringed by the 
payment to Mr. Samuel of a salary at the rate of $18,000 
per annum from the date of his succession to the duties of 
the office of Mayor, and I do not find any other legislative 
enactment which would have that effect. 

Some question may arise whether he should also receive 
any part of the $5, 000 which the Charter Act fixes as the 
compensation for a member of Council. In the two cases 
of Scranton School District vs. Simpson and McCauley vs. 
Eastern School District it was held that the City Treas- 
urer was entitled both to his salary in that office and to 
the additional salary, which accrued to the Treasurer of 
the School District and in State vs. Grant, 73 Pac. 470, 
where the Secretary of State became Acting Governor on 
the death of the Governor it was held that while filling 
the vacancy he was entitled to the salary of both offices. _ 
On the other hand, in People ea rel. Church vs. Hopkins, 
55 N. Y. 74, the Deputy Insurance Superintendent per- 
forming the duties of the principal official, after the resig- 
nation of the latter, was decided to be entitled to the 
salary of the office he was temporarily filling, but not to 
that of the Deputy’s salary during his service as super- 
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intendent, and in Chadwick vs. Earheart, 11 Ore. 389, 4 
Pac. 1180, where the Secretary of State succeeded the 
Governor, it was decided that he should receive the 
Governor’s salary, but not that of the Secretary of State. 


I believe the criterion in these and other cases is that 
if the person who is filling the vacancy performs the duties 
of both offices he is entitled to both salaries, but if, while 
filling the vacancy, his activities in his former position are 
suspended, or are non-existent, he should receive only the 
salary pertaining to the office which he is filling. 


In the present instance Mr. Samuel is in fact not per- 
forming duties as a member of Council. The exacting 
nature and unceasing responsibility which attaches to the 
performance of his duties and functions as the Acting 
Mayor of the City would in all reasonable probability 
prevent his acting at the same time as a member of Council 
and the propriety of his doing so, that is to say, in acting 
legislatively upon matters which must ultimately come 
before him in his executive character for his approval or 
disapproval, might well be open to doubt or question. 


I believe the legal right of Mr. Samuel to receive the 
Mayor salary unassailable. Nevertheless, it may be desir- 
able to set at rest any question that may arise concerning 
his remuneration by the passage of an ordinance which 
would in effect provide that during the period of his act- 
ing Mayorship he should receive the salary of $18,000 
allotted to the Mayor’s Office, but should abate and relin- 
quish the salary of $5,000 which pertains to his member- 
ship in Council; that this arrangement should relate back 
to his accession to the office of Acting Mayor, and that 
such change in the language of the appropriation for the 
Mayor’s salary as may be necessary to make the required 
adjustment, should be adopted.

Dear Mr. MircHeti:—Your communication addressed 
to Mr. Farrier, inquiring whether or not the Latimer 
Garage, Incorporated, 1414 Walnut street, should be re- 
quired to take out a parking lot license for the parking of 
ears in Bellevue Court, at the rear of the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford, has been received. 

You state that Bellevue Court is a paved street and to 
all appearances would be considered by the public a 
public highway, but that you understand that it is not on 
the City plan and that a fee is charged for parking cars 
at this location. 

Bellevue Court is not a part of the public highway sys- 
tem of the City of Philadelphia, not appearing on the 
City plan, nor has it been opened by Quarter Sessions 
proceedings as a public highway. 

My opinion is, therefore, that you should require the 
operator to obtain a license under the Parking Lot Ordi- 
nance.

Dear Director Cox:—Your recent letter referring to 
the fire which occurred on the tug ‘““Passyunk” on October 
6, 1941, has been received, together with copies of letters 
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and of a bill for $1,000 for salvaging services rendered by 
the tug ‘“Turecamo Girls.” You ask for advice as to 
proceed with this situation. 


The circumstances set forth in your letter would indi- 
cate that the tug owners could establish a right to salvage 
in a legal action. The proper amount of such claim 
would be absolutely not calculable without a thorough 
thrashing out of all facts and circumstances. It would 
seem that the offer to accept $1,000 in lieu of salvage is 
not excessive in the premises. 


There is, however, the element involved under admiralty 
law that not only the vessel owner involved in a salvage 
operation but also the crew of the vessel involved in such 
service are jointly entitled to receive whatever salvage is 
awarded or agreed upon, as the case may be. © It would, 
therefore, operate merely to buy out the tug owners’ claim 
if the $1,000 were paid to the B. Turecamo Towing Corp. 
without other releases being obtained. The money should, 
of course, be paid by the Sinking Fund out of the munic- 
ipal insurance moneys in their hands. 


I recommend that you write to the B. Turecamo Towing 
Corp., advising them that upon the receipt of proper re- 
leases on their own behalf and on behalf of the members 
of the crew involved in the services rendered to the tug 
“Passyunk” on October 6, 1941, that a warrant in the 
amount of $1,000 will be executed and delivered to them 
on their own account and on account of the members of 
their tug crew. This letter should, of course, be phrased 
in the same careful language used by the Towing Com- 
pany, that your acceptance of their proposition is without 
prejudice. JI would appreciate your forwarding to me a 
copy of any communication you may address to the Towing 
Company.

Dear Dtrector Nerxrson:—Your letter calling our 
attention to an informal bid received in your department 
for the purchase of cinders from Lardner’s Point Pump- 
ing Station has been received. 


You state that one of the bids undertook to pay $10,200 
for the year 1942 for the privilege of taking and removing 
cinders from the City’s pumping station and that the 
next highest bid was $8,280. You also state that Burdo 
Brothers, the high bidder, deposited with their bid a 
certified check, in accordance with the ordinance, contain- 
ing their signature. The informality consisted of the 
neglect by Burdo Brothers to place their signature on the 
proposal sheet. The specifications under which the bids 
were received, in the notice to bidders, provides, znter aha, 
as follows: 


‘6. Informal proposal. A proposal which is in- 
complete, obscure, conditional, or unbalanced, or 
which contains additions not called for, or irregu- 
larities of any kind, may be rejected as informal.” 


It is a well established principle of contract law that 
where there is a certainty of intent, subject matter and 
parties to an offer and acceptance, all the elements of a 
good and binding contract are present. In the present 
case, the intent of the parties is clear; the subject matter 
is clear and the filing of a check signed by the bidder to 
guarantee that he will execute a contract in accordance 
with the proposal and bid is sufficient to identify the 
bidder. The failure to sign his name to the proposal 
sheet is an informality which, under the above quoted pro- 
vision of the specifications, may be waived by you. - 

It is clearly sufficient to notify you that a responsible 
bidder stands ready and willing to pay $10,200 for the 
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cinders and any award, under the existing circumstances, 
to a lower bidder would inure to the detriment of the 
taxpayers. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that you are authorized by 
the City’s proposal and specifications to waive the in- 
formality due to the lack of signature on the proposal sheet 
if in your discretion this is thought to be desirable in 
the interests of the City so to do.

Drar Director Matone:—Your Assistant Director, 
Mr. Herbert E. Millen, inquires at your instance whether 
in the opinion of this department two stenographers for 
“The Civil Defense Outfit’? may be employed without 
reference to the Civil Service lsts appropriate for the 
ordinary phases of the government of the City. He states 
that due to the fact that the work is of a temporary nature 
as well as to the urgency of the need of qualified workers, 
it is especially desirable to appoint Mrs. Muhler and some 
other person who has had experience in the setup. These 
persons are not on the Civil Service list but Mrs. Muhler 
has already had considerable experience in the activities 
of the local board. 

Section 1 of Article XIX of the Charter Act of 1919 
provides that all appointments, transfers, reinstatements, 
promotions, reductions, suspensions, removals and dismis- 
sals in the Civil Service of the City shall be made in 
accordance with the terms and provisions of that article 
and the rules prescribed thereunder.

In my judgment, this provision relates to the ordinary 
departments and bureaus of the City government, and in 
the present emergency, during which boards have been 
set up by Act No. 3 of the Legislative Session of 1941. 
dated March 19, 1941, for the various political subdivi- 
sions of the State, to act in conjunction with the State 
Board of Defense and more or less in subordination there- 
to, the provisions of Article XIX of the Charter Act are, 
I think, not applicable to the employees of such boards. 


The appropriation for the payment of the employees of 
these boards has been made in Items 7 and 8 of the Budget 
Ordinance for the year 1942 to the Department of the 
Mayor. ‘The duties of these boards are separate and apart 
from the functions of the ordinary departments of the 
City government and are for the special purpose of co- 
ordinating defense activities during the present war emer- 
gency. ‘The powers and duties of these boards are derived 
from the Act of 1941, above referred to, and they have 
no relation to the gradation of authority which the Charter 
Act vests in the departments of the City government, 
established by that Act and its amendments, and descend- 
ing to the bureaus which the Council of the City j is author 
ized to create. 

The crisis which is presented by the present emergency 
is not one which pertains to the normal administration 
of the City government. It arises out of this statute for a 
special and, it is to be hoped, a temporary purpose. 

I am advised that the appointments heretofore made by 
these boards have not been based on Civil Service require- 
ments and I believe this practice to be thoroughly justified 
by the exigencies of the situation.

Dear Dr. Owen :—Dr. Martha Tracy has requested an 
opinion of this department as to whether psychiatrists in 
the employ of the City of Philadelphia connected with 
the Philadelphia General Hospital are competent to act 
as certifying physicians in the case of indigent insane 
patients who have been admitted in the psychopathic ward 
of the hospital. Pursuant thereto I desire to state that 
the only restrictions with respect to the physicians who 
certify that the particular person involved is mentally ill 
and is in need of treatment and care in a hospital for 
mental diseases are set forth in Article III, section 302 
of the Act of July 11, 1923, P. L. 998, as amended May 
28, 1937, P. L. 978, section 1 and October 11, 1938, 
Special Session, P. L. 63, section 1. I quote the follow- 
ing excerpt therefrom: 


“In the certificate, aforesaid, the physicians shall 
each state his residence, that he has resided in this 
State for at least three years; that he has been licensed 
to practice medicine in this State; that he has been 
in the actual practice of medicine for at least three 
years, or has had at least one year’s experience as 
physician in a hospital for mental patients; that he 
is not related by blood or marriage to the patient, 
or to the applicant or any of the applicants; that he 
is not connected in any way as medical attendant, 
or otherwise, with the hospital to which application 
has been made for the admission of the patient; that 
he has examined the patient with care and diligence 
within one week; and that, in his opinion, the patient 
is mentally ill and in need of hospital care. He shall 
further state in said certificate the information, rela- 
tive to the patient, given him by others, and the facts 
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as to the physical and mental condition and the 
behavior of the patient, which he has himself ob- 
served on which he bases his opinion. 


You will note that in view of the fact that under the 
said Act of 1938 municipalities are forbidden from main- 
taining hospitals for the treatment of mental diseases and 
that the Philadelphia State Hospital at Byberry is no 
longer a City institution but is maintained by the Com- 
monwealth, physicians employed by the City of Philadel- 
phia at the Philadelphia General Hospital would not be 
within the restriction contained in the above excerpt of the 
Act regarding such physician’s connection in any way as 
a mental attendant or otherwise with the hospital to which 
the application is being made for the admission of the 
patient. 

My opinion, therefore, is that the psychiatrists in the 
employ of the City of Philadelphia would not be dis- 
qualified for that reason alone from certifying to the 
mental condition of any patient for whom an application 
has been made for admission to a hospital for mental 
diseases.

Dear Director Nerrson:—Your oral request for an 
opinion as to whether or not the failure to read one of the 
bids for the removal of cinders from the Lardner’s Point 
Pumping Station in any way altered your power to award 
the contract to the highest bidder. 
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Inasmuch as the fact that such a bid had been in the 
box and had been taken therefrom and filed with the other 
bids obviates any possibility of collusion. 

All persons interested in the bidding having knowledge, 
therefore, of that fact would be bound to the result of its 
being the highest and best bid. 

I see no reason why the fact that it was not read would 
prevent your making an award of the contract, under the 
circumstances.
